No  corrosion  or  “tin  pest,”  which  is  common  on 
these  planchets.  An  attractive  example  of  this  restrike,  made  circa  1828  using 
a  pair  of  the  original  dies  used  to  strike  the  originals  around  1688  for  use  in 
America.  The  die  crack  before  the  horse  is  strong.  (#52)

1760,  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny,  Nelson-2,  Choice  About  Uncirculated. 

118.0  grains.  This  coin  is  a  wonderful  About  Uncirculated  example,  the 
color  is  a  pleasing  golden  brown,  and  the  fields  are  nice  and  original,  being 
very  lustrous.  Because  the  later  state  of  the  dies,  the  strike  is  weak  on  the  cen¬ 
tral  devices  and  appears  very  mildly  granular  since  the  metal  was  not  fully 
forced  into  the  higher  recesses  of  the  die  when  struck  (as  made).  An  impor¬ 
tant  example  because  of  its  premium  quality  high  condition.  (#262) 


2  1723  Woods  Hibernia  Halfpenny  Breen- 155  Large  3  No  Pellet  before 

H  NGC.  graded  Mint  State-64  Brown.  Glossy  medium  brown  with  under¬ 
lying  golden  tan  in  protected  areas.  No  spots,  stains,  or  contact  marks.  The 
only  defect  is  a  shallow  low  spot  or  planchet  chip  low  on  the  neck,  as  struck. 
The  B  in  HIBERNIA  is  strongly  repunched.  (#180) 


PCGS  GRADED  AU-55  VOCE  POPULI  HALFPENNY 


3  1760,  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny,  Nelson  9,  PCGS  graded  About  Uncircu¬ 

lated  55.  A  great  looking  coin  with  glossy  medium  brown  and  very  choice 
surfaces,  also  having  lots  of  underlying  original  flashy  luster  and  excellent  eye 
appeal.  A  top  notch,  lovely  specimen.  (#262) 


PCGS  CERTIFIED  BRASS  RHODE  ISLAND  SHIP  TOKEN 
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1778/1779,  Rhode  Island  Ship  Token,  Struck  in  Brass,  with  “Wreath 
Below  the  Ship”  variety,  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Betts  563, 
Breen  1141.  Olive  brown,  even  in  wear  with  some  lighter  highpoints  and 
nice  eye  details.  The  Wreath  at  bottom  is  particularly  sharp  and  clear.  A 
scarce  and  popular  major  type,  the  reverse  shows  American  forces  fleeing 
Rhode  Island  under  assault  by  the  British. 


6  1722-H,  French  Colonies,  Copper  Sou  or  Nine  Deniers,  Choice  Very 

Fine  30.  93.8  grains.  Rochelle  Mint.  Dark  brown,  with  lighter  tan  high 
points.  This  example  has  some  very  slight  surface  roughness,  very  strong 
detailing  and  eye  appeal,  that  compares  favorably  with  the  GUIDEBOOK 
plate. 

1767-A,  French  Colonies,  Copper  Sou  or  Sol  de  12  Deniers,  with  the 
“RF"  Counterstamp,  Choice  About  Uncirculated  58.  Original  and  well 
struck  for  the  issue.  An  insignificant  rim  crack  is  noted  on  the  edge  at  the 
bottom  of  the  reverse,  and  the  lovely  brown  surfaces  appear  very  smooth  with 
underlying  original  glossiness  with  just  a  hint  of  some  microscopic  granular¬ 
ity.

Evenly 
struck  on  a  better  than  average  planchet  with  some  inherently  rough  surfaces 
on  the  upper  verso,  as  made.  The  color  is  very  good  and  the  overall  eye 
appeal  is  quite  excellent,  being  especially  impressive  for  this  tough  Rarity  5 
variety.

The  sur¬ 
faces  are  smooth  and  the  only  defects  are  a  couple  fine  hairline  scratches  at 
the  throat.  Nicely  centered.  Later  die  state  with  strong  swelling  on  the  lower

A  lovely  specimen,  having  glossy  brown  smooth  surfaces, 
a  lovely  milk-chocolate  brown  color,  and  excellent  detailing  that  easily  sup¬ 
ports  the  grade.  Struck  a  touch  off-center  on  the  obverse  towards  the  top  of 
the  coin,  thus  the  date  is  fully  displayed  on  the  planchet,  being  separated 
away  from  the  rim  by  a  row  of  tooth-like  border  denticles.  Have  you 
watched  the  price  of  New  Jersey  Coppers  over  the  last  couple  of  years?  Bid 
aggressively  to  get  this  nice  one  before  it  becomes  even  more  expensive.

These  Large 
Planchet  New  Jerseys  make  great  type  coins. 

18  1787  New  Jersey  Maris  63-q  Rarity-1  VG 10.  Glossy  dark  olive  and 
chocolate  brown.  Slightly  sharper  with  a  few  too  many  light  contact  marks 
for  the  higher  grade.  The  planchet  is  smooth  except  for  traces  of  fine  carbon 
in  the  field  over  the  end  of  the  plow  handles  and  at  UNU  in  UNUM.  LDS. 
The  date  and  legends  are  strong.  Weight  136.8  grains.

20  1788,  NJ  Copper,  Plain  Shield,  Maris  67-v,  Very  Fine  25.  150.2  grains. 

Slight  scattered  porosity,  with  the  obverse  being  reddish  brown  in  color  while 
the  reverse  has  a  more  olive-brown  appearance.  The  strike  is  nice  and  even, 
the  date  is  full,  and  virtually  every  line  of  the  shield  is  fully  defined. 


21  1786,  VT  Copper,  Landscape  Type,  “VERMONTENSIUM,”  Ryder-6, 

details  of  Extremely  Fine  40.  128.1  grains.  This  coin  has  probably  not  seen 
much  actual  wear,  but  the  alternating  rough  and  smooth  surfaces  indicate 
that  it  probably  went  into  the  ground  shortly  after  it  was  struck.  A  dark 
(almost  black)  patina  has  developed  over  both  sides,  but  there  are  still  areas 
of  brown  color  scattered  about.  A  natural  fissure  appears  to  the  right  of  the 
date,  affecting  the  plow,  and  the  reverse  was  struck  off-center.  All  in  all,  this 
remains  a  perfectly  acceptable  example  of  this  variety  and  one  which  offers 
much  better  details  than  most.

This  one  has 
dark  brown  fields  that  contrast  with  the  tan  high  points.  Both  sides  show 
some  natural  planchet  fissures  and  laminations,  but  no  significant  circulation 
marks  or  flaws.  Nicely  centered  and  evenly  struck  throughout.  Not  only  is 
this  a  decent  looking  landscape  type,  but  it’s  a  Rarity-4  (very  scarce)  variety, 
as  well. 


23  1786  Vermont  Landscape  Ryder-8  Rarity-4-  PCGS  graded  VF20. 

VERMONTENSIUM  Type.  Rather  glossy  chocolate  with  lighter  brown 
toning  covering  the  devices,  the  contrast  accenting  the  details.  The  planchet 
is  decent  and  mostly  smooth  for  a  landscape  type,  but  there  are  a  few  shallow 
voids,  strongest  at  CIMA  on  the  reverse.  The  only  contact  marks  are  some 
very  faint  hairline  scratches  on  the  obverse,  and  these  blend  nicely  into  the 
natural  patina.  The  date  is  clear  and  the  repunching  on  the  1  is  strong.  A

rendering  of  this  scarce  and  popular  variety,  struck  on  a  planchet  with 
numerous  voids  on  both  sides.  The  obverse  die  was  centered  nicely,  while  the 
reverse  die  shifted  to  the  right  (the  minters  just  weren’t  too  careful  or  con¬ 
cerned  back  then).  The  date  is  clear  except  for  the  base  of  the  6,  which  is  off 
the  planchet.  Olive-  and  reddish-brown  on  the  obverse;  coppery-brown  on 
the  reverse.

Other  than  a  couple  ol  faint  hairlines,  the 
reverse  remains  quite  glossy  and  free  of  the  major  defects  which  typically 
plagues  this  type.

I  he  consignor  states 
that  it  had  been  graded  “UNC”  by  ANACS,  however  the  photo  certificate  is 
missing.

A  small  area  of 
granularity  appears  at  the  upper  left  obverse  and  the  entire  reverse  is  granu¬ 
lar.  A  tiny  clip  appears  at  7:00  (see  image).  Struck  from  a  late  state  of  the 
dies,  with  an  obverse  die  break  running  diagonally  through  the  effigy’s  figure 
from  cheek  to  shoulder  and  a  die  cud  has  formed  below  the  chest.  Great 
color  and  good  quality  for  the  advanced  collector.

Nicely  centered  on  a  small  planchet  but  with  a  full,  clear  date  visible  on  the 
reverse.  Dark  brown  in  color  with  uniform,  even  faint  porosity  and  some 
glossier  patination  on  the  upper  obverse.  Struck  from  an  early  state  of  the 
dies,  sans  the  die  crack  or  cud  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.

A 
very  pleasing  example  overall  of  this  most  elusive,  rare  type.

Kittanning  Destroyed,  1756.  Betts-400.  Struck  in  Silver.  43.0  grams.  Mint  State  64.  Even,  soft  gray  toning  with  excellent  luster  throughout  the  fields  and 
devices.  Sharply  struck  with  bold  details.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  large  medal  made  from  American  dies  and  struck  in  what  is  now  the  United  States  of 
America.  An  impressive  Mint  State  strike  in  silver  of  this  rare  piece 

Kittanning  was  an  Indian  village  on  the  banks  of  the  Allegheny  River,  situated  45  miles  from  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  which  was  burned  during  the  French  and 
Indian  War  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Armstrong  and  307  of  his  troops.  According  to  Betts,  each  of  the  commissioned  British  officers  involved  in  the  battle  was 
awarded  one  of  these  medals  struck  in  silver.  Edward  Duffield,  a  Philadelphia  watchmaker,  is  credited  with  having  prepared  the  dies,  which  have  survived  and  are 
housed  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  according  to  Betts.  The  present  example  is  one  ol  the  very  rare  pieces  struck  in  silver. 

Armstrong’s  attack  on  Kittanning  was  a  moral  victory.  It  improved  the  spirits  of  the  region’s  settlers,  and  the  Delaware  Indians  abandoned  their  settlement  at  Kit¬ 

tanning,  retiring  to  the  protection  of  the  French  Forts,  and  to  less  exposed  towns  on  the  Beaver  River  and  western  settlements. 

“On  October  5,  1756,  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  gave  Armstrong  a  vote  of  thanks,  and  set  aside  160  pounds  for  appropriate  gifts  to  him  and 

his  officers.” 


This  medal  was  struck  in  his  honor  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  January  5,  1757.  Thomas  Penn  presented  Armstrong  with  a  sword  and 
belt;  and  some  years  later  the  Proprietors  ordered  a  tract  of  land  surveyed  for  Armstrong.  “Including  the  old  Kittanning  town.”  The  patent  for  this  tract,  dated 
March  2,  1775,  makes  the  grant.  “In  testimony  and  Memorial  of  the  Services  of  Colonel  John  Armstrong  in  his  arduous  and  successful  Expedition  against  the 
Indians  at  the  Indian  town  and  Settlement  of  Kittanning  on  the  Allegheny  which  was  the  first  instance  of  carrying  the  War  into  the  Indian  Country  and  gave  a 
check  to  their  Incursions  into  this  Province;”  and  it  pointedly  names  the  tract  “Victory.” 


The  medal  is  described  as  follows: 


Obverse:  THE  GIFT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA.  Shield  of  the  old 

arms  of  the  City  divided  quarterly. 

Reverse:  Attack  on  Kittanning.  Log  Cabin  on  flames;  to  the  right  a  causeway  (river);  in  foreground  four  sol¬ 

diers  and  a  dead  Indian;  Inscribed  KITTANNING  DESTROYED  BY  COL.  ARMSTRONG.  IN 
EXERQUE.  September  8,  1756. 

Ihe  medal,  as  mentioned,  was  engraved  by  Edward  Duffield,  and  struck  by  Joseph  Richardson,  a  noted  silversmith  of  Philadelphia  (171  1-1784).  The  original 
medal  is  known  in  silver,  pewter  and  copper. 

Provenance:  An  original  Medal  given  to  an  unknown  officer  of  the  Kittanning  Expedition  by  the  City  of  Philadel¬ 

phia.  The  medal  is  made  of  Silver  and  is  one  of  the  few  still  known  to  exist.  The  thickness  is  only 
about  I /16th  of  an  inch,  and  is  the  first  medal  struck  in  the  colonies  for  a  Military  Action.  There  are 
no  known  descriptions  of  the  ribbon,  if  any,  that  went  with  the  medal.  A  rare  opportunity  to  acquire 
a  very  rare  piece  of  American  History.

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1756  Kittanning  Destroyed  Bronze  Medal.  Restrike  of  1860-80.  Mint 
State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Large  bronze  medal  from  the  broken  dies  of  the 
Kittanning  Destroyed  issue  of  the  1756,  struck  from  buckled  and  broken 
dies.  This  mint  restrike  was  made  around  1860  to  1880  near  the  end  of  the 
dies  life.  Glossy  reddish  brown  with  a  few  tiny  carbon  spots. 

I  he  obverse  displays  an  ornate  coat  of  arms,  believed  to  be  that  formerly  used 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Elements  include  (clockwise  from  upper  left): 
clasped  hands;  a  standing  sheaf  of  wheat;  a  three-masted  merchant  ship 
under  full  sail,  and  a  pair  of  balance  scales,  reflecting  the  activities  of  the  city, 
including  friendship,  agriculture,  commerce,  and  maritime  trade.  The  legend 
around  reads  THE  GIFT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
PHILADELPHIA. 

The  reverse  with  a  scene  of  the  log  cabin  village  of  Kittanning  in  flames.  The 
legend  reads  KITTANNING  DESTROYED  BY  COL.  ARMSTRONG. 
The  date  in  the  exergue  is  September  8,  1756.  The  village  is  shown  as  a  clus¬ 
ter  of  tightly  spaced  log  cabins  ablaze;  four  soldiers,  one  whose  gun  is  still 
pointing  at  his  victim  prostrate  on  a  corduroy  road.

Mint  State  60.  Betts  548.  1  13  mm,  4.5”  in  diameter.  Original,  dated 

“1777,”  and  marked  “NINI”  below  the  bust,  made  of  terracotta.  Essential¬ 
ly  “as  made,”  with  the  portrait  front  nearly  perfect,  but  with  several  edge 
chips  on  the  obverse.  Small  mounting  hole  drilled  into  the  top  edge.  Uni¬ 
form,  light  brown  color.  A  scarce  and  popular  medallic  issue.  Franklin  spent 
several  years  in  France  promoting  the  American  cause  for  independence.  He 
was  well-received  and  became  extremely  popular  lor  his  wit  and  plain  man¬ 
ners.  Jean  Baptiste  Nini  drew  Franklin’s  portrait  at  Chaumont  and  created 
this  large,  impressive  medal.  The  Nini  terra  cotta  plaques  were  the  first  like¬ 
ness  of  Franklin  done  in  France,  as  related  by  Franklin  himself  in  a  1  /  79  let¬ 
ter.  Rare  and  always  highly  popular!

The  surfaces  have  a  golden- 
olive  and  black  painted  surface,  simulating  the  appearance  of  original,  pati- 
nated  metal.  The  back  of  the  frame  is  covered  in  old  paper  and  has  an  addi¬ 
tional  paper  strip  with  the  handwritten  notation  made  by  some  old-time  col¬ 
lector  about  a  century  or  so  ago:  “Benjamin  Franklin.

The  obverse 
shows  a  Frisian  warrior  clasping  hands  with  an  Indian  princess  holding  a 
shield.  Rejected  at  right  is  a  figure  of  Britannia,  a  leopard,  and  a  viper  in  the 
grass.  The  reverse  has  a  multi-line  inscription  of  the  Leeuwarden  Society  for 
Freedom  and  Glory.  This  medal  commemorates  the  recognition  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Independence  by  the  Dutch  state  of  Friesland.  A  most  historic,  scarce. 
Revolutionary  War  Period  medal.

Proof  coins  of  the  Indian  head/buffalo  nickel  type  were  struck  for  sale  to  col¬ 
lectors  from  1913  through  1916  and  again  in  1936  and  1937  The  proof  five- 
cent  pieces  of  1913-16  are  normally  referred  to  as  “matte”  proofs,  but  this 
term  is  misleading.  True  matte  proofs  have  a  dullish  finish  completely  dis¬ 
similar  to  the  surfaces  of  normal  circulation  strikes,  and  this  technique  of 
proofing  was  used  by  the  Mint  exclusively  for  its  gold  coinage  of  1908  and 
1911-15,  as  well  as  for  isolated  issues  of  later  years  that  were  not  sold  pub¬ 
licly  (commemorative  half  dollars). 

The  proof  nickels  of  1913-16,  like  the  cents  of  those  years,  actually  possess  a 
satin  finish.  This  varies  in  texture  slighdy  from  one  date  to  the  next  and  even 
within  a  single  year’s  coinage.  When  found  pristine,  these  coins  are  extreme¬ 
ly  beautiful  and  visibly  distinctive  from  currency  strikes. 

The  modification  to  the  Type  2  reverse  was  ordered  on  May  6,  1913,  and 
coinage  of  the  revised  nickels  commenced  four  days  later.  The  placing  of  the 
value  FIVE  CENTS  within  an  exergue  was  accompanied  by  a  smoothing  of 
the  rough  textured  fields  that  had  been  so  widely  admired  on  the  Type  1 
issue.  As  a  result,  the  luster  on  Mint  State  examples  is  more  apt  to  be  satiny 
than  the  shimmering  luster  characteristic  ofType  1  nickels,  while  the  proofs, 
as  exemplified  here  in  this  lovely  Proof  68,  retain  much  of  their  textured 
appearance.  These  changes  to  the  fields  were  made  deliberately  by  U.S.  Mint 
Chief  Engraver  Charles  Barber.  (#3990)

they  show  virtually  no  signs  of  contact  or  handling,  and  indeed  are  essential¬ 
ly  “as  struck.”  Scarce  in  this  lofty  grade.  Proofs,  especially  the  early  “matte” 
Proofs  of  1913-16,  are  under  intense  accumulation  by  Type  and  date  collec¬ 
tors  as  well  as  those  putting  together  rare  coin  portfolios  for  future  apprecia¬ 
tion,  visual  as  well  as  remunerative.  (#3990)

somewhat,  but  this  pleasing  toned  nickel  has  vibrant  gem  quality  luster  and

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1 1  59  1913  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  shimmering  luster  beneath 

exquisite  blue  and  gold  toning.  The  devices  are  boldly  struck.  (#3921) 


1160  1913-S  Type  2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  detailed  and  lustrous 

underneath  pleasing  nickel-gray  and  gold  toning. 

The  changeover  to  the  Type  2  reverse  was  ordered  on  May  6,  1913,  and 
coinage  of  the  revised  nickels  commenced  four  days  later.  The  placing  of  the 
value  FIVE  CENTS  within  an  exergue  was  accompanied  by  a  smoothing  of 
the  rough  textured  fields  that  had  been  so  widely  admired  on  the  Type  1 
issue.  As  a  result,  the  luster  on  Mint  State  examples  is  more  apt  to  be  satiny 
than  the  shimmering  luster  characteristic  of  Type  1  nickels.  These  changes  to 
the  fields  were  made  deliberately  by  U.S.  Mint  Chief  Engraver  Charles  Bar¬ 
ber.  Of  the  six  varieties  and  mintmark  combinations  for  the  year  initial  year, 
the  scarcest  by  far  is  this  1913-S  Type  2.  (#3923)

1164  1915  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Full  swirling  luster  on  both  sides.  Crisp  detail 

on  all  devices.  A  remarkable  coin. 

No  surprisingly,  given  their  low  mintage,  the  1915  proofs  are  the  elusive  in 
Gem  condition.  Some  portion  of  the  1,050  pieces  coined  was  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  consigned  to  oblivion  when  the  Mint  ceased  sales  of  proof  coins  at  the 
end  of  this  year. 

Traditionally,  proof  coins  were  made  available  for  sale  in  January,  suggesting 
that  they  may  have  been  the  very  first  coins  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
each  year.  Collectors  had  come  to  count  on  this  fact  and  were  disappointed 
when  the  delivery  of  proof  coins  for  1915  and  1916  was  held  up  without 
explanation.  While  the  Mint  awaited  the  new  models  for  the  dime,  quarter 
dollar  and  half  dollar,  it  was  reluctant  to  produce  any  silver  pieces  of  the  old 
types.  Delays  in  adoption  of  the  new  models  eventually  forced  production  of 
Barber  Dimes  and  Quarters  beginning  in  the  summer,  but  the  Mint  still 
declined  to  strike  proofs  of  these  pieces  dated  1915  &  1916.  Ultimately,  the 
only  proof  coins  made  for  sale  in  1916  were  the  cent  and  five-cent  piece.

on  both  sides,  a  beautiful  example  in  very  presentable  condition  despite  the

A  wealth  of  detail  seen  throughout  this  well  struck 
specimen  as  indicated  by  the  Indian’s  ribbon  bow,  the  buffalos  head,  horn

The  Mint  finally  addressed  some  of  the  buffalo  nickel’s  basic  deficiencies 
beginning  in  1916:  A  new  obverse  hub  was  used  exclusively  for  this  and  all 
subsequent  dates.

1171  1917  A  Specimen  or  Satin  Finish  Proof.  Gem  in  quality.  One  of  only  a  handful  of  pieces  that  have  been  authenticated  to  date.  This  is  a  no-question  Proof,  and 

measures  up  to  all  of  the  qualifications  enumerated  by  Walter  Breen  in  his  book  on  United  States  Proof  Coins:  it  has  a  satiny  finish  much  like  the  1913-16  Proofs, 
the  strike  is  razor-sharp  and  incredible  in  every  detail,  the  edge  is  square  and  also  incredibly  sharp.  In  fact,  the  coin  shows  considerably  more  detail  than  any  busi¬ 
ness  strike.  Its  fine  grain  finish  is  identical  to  the  1916  authorized  Proof  finishes  n  not  actually  “matte”  in  the  way  the  1911-15  gold  Proofs  are,  but  more  of  a 
Roman  finish  as  found  on  the  1909-10  gold  Proofs. 

According  to  David  Lange,  in  his  acclaimed  The  Complete  Guide  to  Buffalo  Nickels ,  “The  proof  five-cent  pieces  of  1913-16  are  commonly  known  as  “matte”  proofs, 
but  this  terminology  is  misleading.  True  matte  proofs  have  a  somewhat  dull  finish  completely  unlike  the  surfaces  of  normal  circulation  strikes,  and  this  technique 
of  proofing  was  used  by  the  United  States  Mint  exclusively  for  its  gold  pieces  of  1908  and  191 1-15,  as  well  as  for  some  isolated  issues  of  later  years  that  were  not 
sold  publicly.” 

Lange  continues  in  his  next  paragraph,  when  he  reports  that,  “the  proof  nickels  of  1913-16,  like  the  cents  of  those  years,  actually  possess  a  satin  finish.  This  varies 
in  texture  ever  so  slightly  from  one  date  to  the  next  and  even  within  a  single  year’s  coinage.  When  found  pristine,  these  coins  are  extremely  beautiful  and  visibly 
distinctive  from  currency  strikes,  no  matter  how  well  struck  the  latter  may  be.”  And  this  aptly  describes  the  1917  Proof  offered  in  the  current  lot:  smooth  satin 
finish,  needle-sharp  devices,  and  absolutely  no  marks  or  surface  roughness  at  the  Indian’s  cheekbone  or  buffalos  shoulder  that  is  commonly  found  on  even  the  best 
struck  “gems  h  not  a  single  mark  to  be  found,  and  pristine,  satin-finish  surface  from  center  to  outei  rim. 

Following  up  on  what  Lange  has  to  say,  “At  least  one  and  possibly  two  1917  nickels  have  had  proof  status  conferred  upon  them  by  the  late  Walter  Breen.  These 
exhibit  a  pronounced  wire  rim  on  the  obverse  from  7  to  10  o’clock  and  on  the  reverse  from  1  to  5  o’clock.  While  this  is  typical  of  coins  struck  twice  or  from  very 
closely  set  dies,  it  is  not  a  feature  seen  on  the  proof  nickels  of  1913-16. 

“No  proof  nickels  were  reported  or  offered  to  the  public  in  1917  .  .  explains  Lange,  who  finishes  his  dissertation  on  these  unique  specimens  by  saying,  “To 
date,  not  one  1917  coin  of  any  denomination  has  been  certified  and  encapsulated  as  a  proof.  Until  this  happens,  the  purported  proofs  of  this  date  will  enjoy  only 
a  shadowy  existence.”  Not  to  put  too  fine  a  point  on  it,  but  perhaps  Mr.  Lange  makes  the  mistake  of  equating  the  grading  services  (mere  anonymous  human 
beings  who  certify  and  encapsulate)  with  Superior  Beings  in  their  blessings  or  withholding  from  blessing  as  final  proof  of,  well,  “Proof  ’  status!  Others  may  con¬ 
cur  that  this  coin,  which  stands  alone  and  aloof,  must  bear  silent  witness  to  its  superb  texture,  quality,  and  origin,  whatever  that  may  be!  A  remarkable  rarity,  and 
a  landmark  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  high  quality  Buffalo  Nickels.  (#3934) 

Coin  is  accompanied  by  a  handwritten  authentication  certificate  by  Walter  Breen  dated  February  3,  1990,  attesting  to  the  coin’s  status  as  “a  genuine  1917  satin 
finish  proof  nickel  —  as  in  the  clandestine  Reed-Lee  set.”

Although  the  surfaces  are  essentially 
unabraded,  the  coin  shows  and  interesting  feature  that  may  cause  confusion 
in  someone  who  sees  it  for  the  first  time.  Underneath  the  Indian’s  chin 
appears  some  lettering.  This  is  the  result  of  clashed  dies  —  with  a  portion  of 
the  word  PLURIBUS  from  the  other  side  impressed  upside  down  and  back¬ 
wards  as  though  creating  a  horizontal  “van  Dyke”  beard  on  the  man!  A  scarce

sides  of  this  sparkling  choice  MS63  example,  a  very  sharp  and  beautiful 
example.  The  single  small  mark  on  the  cheek  may  be  all  that  limits  it  from  a 
higher  grade.  Scarce  in  this  condition.  (#3940) 


1 174  191 8-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Upon  a  base  of  gorgeous  old-time 

golden  patina,  there  resides  a  colorful  periphery  from  the  coin’s  long  storage. 
Striking  problems  are  evident  on  most  191 8-D  nickels;  although  the  bison’s 
horn  remains  fairly  sharp,  weakness  occurs  along  the  animals  shoulder  blade 
and  forehead.

Rich  nickel  bright  patina  accented  by 
subtle  toning  hues,  the  strike  given  a  firm  blow  by  the  dies  thus  imparted  all 
of  the  elements  in  the  Indian’s  portrait  and  the  buffalo’s  shaggy  hide  and 
horn.

1186  1926-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  above-average  example  of  this 

very  elusive  issue,  a  coin  whose  choice  luster  comes  with  golden  brown  ton¬ 
ing.  Only  970,000  minted. 

What  appears  as  weak  striking  on  branch  mint  buffalo  nickels  and  other 
United  States  coins  of  the  1910s  and  e20s  is  caused  by  a  combination  of  fac¬ 
tors.  In  some  instances  the  dies  were  set  too  far  apart  to  make  a  complete 
impression.  This  was  done  as  an  economy  measure  to  reduce  wear  on  both 
the  dies  and  press  and  to  thus  extend  their  useful  life.  Such  economy  was 
practiced  even  more  vigorously  during  the  1920s,  as  the  budgets  of  most  gov¬ 
ernmental  departments  were  slashed  by  the  parsimonious  Harding  (1921-23) 
and  Coolidge  (1923-29)  administrations. 

The  buffalo  nickel  was  a  coin  of  relatively  high  relief,  and  it  did  take  quite  a 
toll  on  the  dies.  These  wore  rapidly,  and  such  erosion  is  often  evident  on  the 
actual  coins.  The  reverse  dies  in  particular  were  used  too  long,  as  they  didn’t 
need  to  be  discarded  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year.  The  combination  of 
increased  die-set  distances  and  worn  dies  caused  the  mushy,  sometimes  dis¬ 
appointing  coins  so  often  seen  in  this  series.  (For  a  detailed  account  of  this

A  perennial  favorite,  1931-S  is  to  the  buffalo  nickel  series  what  1950-D  is  to 
the  Jefferson  nickels.  It  seems  to  be  at  least  as  common  in  Mint  State  as  it  is 
in  lesser  grades,  possibly  more  so.  As  a  low  mintage  issue,  speculators  were 
attracted  to  it  from  the  start.  That  their  scheme  could  be  implemented  suc¬ 
cessfully  was  due  primarily  to  a  delay  of  several  years  before  the  majority  of 
1931-S  nickels  were  released.  With  the  economy  at  such  a  sorry  state  during 
the  dog  days  of  the  Great  Depression  (1931-33),  new  coins  were  simply  not 
needed.  When  things  finally  did  pick  up,  around  1934,  sufficient  time  had 
passed  lor  this  issues  low  mintage  figure  to  become  public  knowledge.

1200  1931-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Blazing  with  mint  luster  and  shim¬ 
mering  perfection;  a  very  popular  issue  since  the  mint  struck  these  only  in 
San  Francisco  in  1931.  (As  an  economy  measure,  and  to  “spread  the  work” 
—  or  lack  of  work  —  over  the  three  branches  of  the  Mint,  San  Francisco  was 
given  the  nod  to  strike  a  token  issue  of  nickel  five-cent  pieces  in  1931.)

When  the  sale  of  proofs  resumed  in  1 936  the  brilliant  style  was  restored,  but 
without  the  frosted  relief  that  had  made  earlier  proofs  (Liberty  and  Shield 
nickels)  so  stunning.  The  textured  fields  evident  in  Fraser’s  original  models 
and  in  the  Type  1  coinage  of  1913  had  been  smoothed  out  by  Charles  Bar¬ 
ber  that  same  year  when  he  prepared  the  Type  2  reverse.  This  made  both 
obverse  and  reverse  receptive  to  high  polishing,  though  such  polishing  also 
led  to  certain  low-relief  features  of  the  dies  being  easily  obliterated.  Never¬ 
theless,  collectors  were  more  enthusiastic  about  the  end  product  than  they 
were  with  the  earlier  “matte”  proofs  of  1913-16.  Elowever,  almost  as  soon  as 
.  proof  coinage  resumed,  the  buffalo  nickel  was  discontinued  in  favor  of  the 
new  Jefferson  type.  This  left  only  the  issues  of  1936  and  1937  available  to 
collectors  desiring  brilliant  proofs  of  this  beautiful  design.  (#3994)

CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1800  HALF  DIME 


1231  1 800  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Earliest  of  the  Draped  Bust  pieces  paired 

to  a  reverse  with  heraldic  eagle.  A  very  sharply  struck  choice  quality  example 
with  deep  natural  gray  patina.  Impressive  is  the  word  best  describing  this 
ideal  specimen  for  the  date  or  type  collector.  The  connoisseur  will  appreciate 
its  authentic  eye  appeal  and  superlative  preservation. 

As  always,  the  smallest  denominations  were  among  the  last  to  receive  the 
benefit  of  Robert  Scot’s  design  changes.  Scot  copied  the  heraldic  eagle  device 
from  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  (1782). 

This  design  appeared  first  on  1796  quarter  eagles,  perhaps  originally  intend¬ 
ed  for  presentation  pieces  celebrating  Tennessee’s  admission  to  the  Union  as 
the  sixteenth  state:  All  three  dies  have  16  stars  above  eagle.  Next  it  showed  up 
on  half  eagles  and  eagles  in  1797,  and  on  dollars  and  dimes  in  1798,  reach¬ 
ing  the  half  dimes  only  in  1 800,  half  dollars  in  1801,  quarter  dollars  in  1 804. 
On  all  the  smaller  gold  and  silver  denominations,  especially  the  half  dimes, 
it  presents  a  more  compact  appearance  than  on  the  looser  spaced  dollars, 
eagles,  or  half  dollars.  (#4264) 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1801  HALF  DIME 


1232  1801  LM-2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  The  Price/ LM  Plate  Coin.  An 

outstanding  example  of  this  rare  variety,  created  by  a  massive  die  break  along 
the  left  hand  side  separating  the  section  with  the  stars  from  the  main  body  of 
the  design  as  though  a  San  Andreas  earthquake  fault  had  occurred  on  this  die! 
1801  half  dimes  are  never  available  regardless  of  condition,  with  but  a  hand¬ 
ful  surviving  in  high  grades.  This  piece,  with  its  natural  light  gray  patina,  has 
a  single  mark  on  Liberty’s  neck  but  otherwise  displays  extra  choice  fields.  Fur¬ 
thermore  it  exhibits  extraordinary  depth  of  detail  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  drap¬ 
ery  as  well  as  throughout  much  of  the  eagle.  The  only  softness  seems  to  occur 
along  the  right  wing  of  the  eagle  and  the  breast  feathers  immediately  above 
the  shield.  A  planchet  irregularity  obliterates  portions  of  the  word  UNITED 
on  the  reverse,  and  this  may  be  used  as  a  helpful  identifier  for  this  coin. 
(Housed  in  NGC  holder  1746108-001.)  (#4267) 

A  total  of  124,270  Draped  Bust/Heraldic  Eagle  half  dimes  were  minted 
from  1800  through  1805,  with  no  coins  dated  1804  and  no  proofs 
reported.  Collectors  normally  include  this  coin  in  a  19th  century  type 
set,  along  with  the  Capped  Bust  half  dime  of  1829-37  and  the  several 
varieties  of  Seated  Liberty  half  dimes  (1837-73).  High  grade  pieces  are 
elusive  or,  in  the  case  of  1801,  virtually  nonexistent.

1233  1803  LM-2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Among  the  finest  known  of  this 

very  elusive  1803  issue,  original  medium  gray  with  russet  accents  in  the  ton¬ 
ing.  There  is  a  minute  mark  on  Liberty’s  shoulder  as  the  only  identifiable  fea¬ 
ture  of  this  type;  centers  are  extremely  bold  lor  1803,  rarely  seen,  complete 
hair  curls  on  Liberty’s  neck,  forehead,  and  ribbon  bow  at  back.  A  more  typi¬ 
cal  1803  has  extensive  weak  areas  or  uneven  fields  for  some  reason  as  these 
were  improperly  struck. 

(When  grading  this  design,  take  into  account  that,  due  to  poor  striking  qual¬ 
ity,  these  coins  usually  exhibit  weakness  on  one  or  more  high  points.  It  is 
important  to  discern  the  difference  between  strike  and  wear.  Weak  areas  often 
include  Liberty’s  hair  and  drapery,  the  obverse  stars  and  the  stars  and  clouds 
above  the  eagle.  The  first  places  to  show  wear  are  the  hair  above  the  forehead 
and  by  the  ear,  on  the  drapery  just  over  the  date  and  the  drapery  lines  at  the 
bust.  On  the  reverse,  look  for  wear  on  the  eagle’s  wing  tips  and  tail  leathers.) 
This  amazing  MS61  example  of  LM-2  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1746108- 
002  and  will  be  long  remembered  by  those  attending  the  sale.  (#4270) 


IMPORTANT  HIGH  GRADE  1805  HALF  DIME  RARITY 


1234  1805  LM-1.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  The  Price/LM  Plate 

Coin.  Exceptional  quality  for  this  extremely  rare  date,  the  majority  of  which 
are  found  much  lower  and  then  typically  damaged.  This  lovely  About  Uncir¬ 
culated  specimen  boasts  sharp  hair  curls  and  ribbon  bow  at  the  back,  with  the 
usual  softness  along  the  front  of  Liberty’s  bust  and,  consequently,  in  the  same 
spot  on  the  reverse,  afifecting  the  stars  and  clouds  along  with  the  tip  of  the 
eagle’s  wing.  This  is  characteristic  of  nearly  all  1805  half  dimes  and  has  been 
taken  into  account  in  the  AU58  grade. 

The  1805  half  dime  has  traditionally  been  a  popular  (if  often  unavailable) 
coin,  not  only  as  it  is  the  last  year  of  the  type  and  the  last  year  the  denomi¬ 
nation  was  struck  until  1829,  but  also  because  of  its  absolute  rarity.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  only  100  pieces  of  the  1805  half  dime  survive  in  all  grades.  The 
number  of  Uncirculated  1805  half  dimes  that  survives  is  uncertain.  Noted 
collector  Reed  Hawn  wrote  sating  that  his  specimen  of  the  1805,  which  was 
sold  in  1973,  was  and  is  the  only  known  Uncirculated  example  of  the  date. 
Since  then,  a  specimen  graded  Uncirculated  was  sold  in  Merkin’s  sale  of  Sep¬ 
tember  1968,  but  is  whereabouts  is  currently  unknown.  As  such,  the  1805 
half  dime  is  considered  the  second  rarest  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  type  after  the

1235  1829  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  decidedly  prooflike  fields  on  either 

side  gives  this  an  appearance  of  Proof  quality  —  no  doubt  the  coin  was  one 
of  the  earliest  strikes  from  new  dies.  Cap,  drapery,  and  most  hair  curls  crisply 
defined  with  the  only  softness  seen  on  a  few  centrally  located  curls  near  the 
drapery  clasp.

Coinage  of  this  denomination  resumed  July  4,  1829,  from  new  dies  by 
William  Kneass  (Scot’s  successor  as  Engraver),  vaguely  after  John  Reich’s  half- 
dollar  design  of  1 807.  No  half  dimes  had  been  struck  since  the  time  of  Pres¬ 
ident  Jefferson.  Like  the  dimes  of  1828,  the  1829  half  dimes  have  a  plain 
raised  rim  encircling  a  border  of  round  beads.  Because  they  were  struck  in  a 
grooved  “close  collar,”  which  imparted  the  reeded  edge,  their  diameters  were

1237  1831  NGC  graded  Mint  State  68.  Superb!  After  a  hiatus  of  nearly  a  quar¬ 

ter  century,  the  production  of  Half  Dimes  resumed  in  1829037  with  this 
classically  designed  piece.  The  obverse  bears  a  head  of  Liberty  in  a  liberty  cap, 
her  neck  flowing  with  copious  hair  curls.  Given  the  phenomenal  state  of 
preservation,  all  of  these  design  elements  are  frosty,  glowing,  and  needle- 
sharp.

Coinage  of  this  denomination  resumed  July  4,  1829,  from  new  dies  by 
William  Kneass  (Robert  Scot’s  successor  as  Engraver),  vaguely  after  John 
Reich’s  half-dollar  design  of  1807.

reverse  of  1860-73,  causing  an  absence  of  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERI¬ 
CA.  The  Transitional  half  dimes  of  1 860  were  evidently  produced  as  trade 
bait  by  the  mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden.  About  100  pieces  were 
struck,  all  as  business  strikes,  whereas  the  1859  pieces  of  similar  makeup  are 
all  proofs.  What  makes  these  coins  distinctive  is  the  lack  of  an  issuing  author¬ 
ity,  leading  collectors  over  the  years  to  label  these  as  a  “Coin  Without  a 
Country.”  This  is  an  attractive,  lustrous  example  that  developed  significant 
layers  of  smoke  gray  and  blue  toning.  (#4373)

“High  grade 
examples  will  generally  be  well  struck.  Often  with  damaged  or  porous  surfaces.  The  Carson  City  Mint  was  known  to  shortcut  their  annealing  process  and  instead 
of  using  90%  silver,  10%  copper  mixture,  used  pure  Comstock  silver.  This  ‘shortcoming’  caused  the  design  to  wear  faster  and  become  attacked  by  the  envi¬ 
ronment  quicker,”  according  to  Brian  Greer  in  his  The  Complete  Guide  to  Liberty  Seated  Dimes.

As  the  first  year  of  issue,  1916-D  dimes  are  nearly  always  well  struck,  with  numerous  lesser  mint  state  examples  qualifying  for  full  bands  status.  Their  luster  is 
also  typically  flashy  and  attractive  since  the  textured  fields  are  quintessential  1916  manufacture.  1  he  entire  264,000  mintage  was  released  in  the  month  of 
November  1916.  Coinage  of  dimes  was  then  halted  at  Denver  so  that  the  presses  could  be  hurriedly  redirected  to  meeting  a  sudden  and  urgent  demand  for 
Barber  quarter  dollars.  Before  dime  coinage  could  resume,  the  1917  dies  were  on  hand  and  a  new  year  had  begun. 

The  decision  to  halt  dime  coinage  at  the  Denver  mint  was  made  at  a  meeting  called  by  Mint  Director  von  Engelken  on  November  24,  1916.  At  this  meting  it 
was  revealed  that  the  Treasury  Department  had  placed  orders  with  the  Mint  for  some  four  million  quarter  dollars.  Superintendent  Annear  of  the  Denver  Mint 
was  directed  to  suspend  the  coinage  of  all  denominations  save  the  quarter  dollar  and  to  strike  these  pieces  to  the  limit  of  the  Denver  mint’s  capability. 

As  the  first  year  of  issue,  more  of  these  coins  were  saved  in  mint  state  than  would  have  been  the  case  with  an  existing  design.  1  hus,  the  1916-D  Mercury  dime 
was  spared  from  the  otherwise  certain  fate  of  being  uncollectably  rare  in  this  condition.  Still,  the  relatively  small  number  of  true  coin  collectors  in  the  Midwest 
at  that  time  kept  the  population  of  mint  state  survivors  low,  and  the  availability  of  snappy  superb  gems  like  this  all  but  unobtainable.  1  he  key  to  the  Mercuiy 
dime  series,  the  1916-D  has  been  in  growing  demand  by  collectors  since  the  mid- 1930s  when  date  and  mintmark  collecting  became  widespread.

The  dimes  of  1916-45  were  far  more  beau¬ 
tiful  than  any  issue  since  the  1807  issue  —  outstanding  in  its  execution  (as 
seen  with  this  lovely  Proof)  and  adorned  with  splendid  allegorical  references. 
Weinman  selected  the  winged  female  head  for  the  design  as  intending  to 
symbolize  liberty  of  thought  —  something  now  under  a  dark  shadow  in  these 
troubled  “Terrorist”  times.  As  to  the  reverse  of  the  dime,  the  law  did  not  stip¬ 
ulate  what  was  to  appear  on  this  side  of  the  coin,  but  Weinman  selected  the 
motive  of  the  fasces  and  olive  branch  “to  symbolize  the  strength  which  lies  in 
unity,  while  the  battle-ax  stands  for  preparedness  to  defend  the  union.  The 
branch  of  olive  is  symbolical  of  Americans’  love  of  peace.”  (#5072)

In  the  early  days  of  Mercury  dime  coinage,  the  textured  fields  of  the  new 
coins  made  it  next  to  impossible  to  impart  a  polished  look  to  Proofs,  and  so 
no  proofs  were  minted.  By  1936,  techniques  were  developed  for  creating  the 
desired  effect  and  manufacture  of  Proofs  began.  In  that  halcyon  year,  a  proof 
dime  was  priced  at  20c,  an  additional  8  cents  postage  being  required  with 
mail  orders.  During  the  first  few  years,  these  coins  were  packaged  in  celluloid 
bags  which  ultimately  caused  them  to  develop  toning  over  time.  At  some 
point  during  this  period,  cellophane  was  substituted  for  celluloid,  and  the 
toning  situation  was  slightly  diminished.  Since  proofs  of  the  years  1936-42 
are  almost  never  found  in  their  original  packaging,  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
just  when  this  change  occurred.  Circumstantial  evidence  obtained  by  exam¬ 
ining  the  coins  themselves  suggests  that  the  transition  occurred  around  this 
year,  1940.  Original  toning,  when  found,  is  usually  deeper  on  dimes  dated 
1936-40  than  on  those  of  1941  and  1942.  (#5075)

Repeated  polishing  of  the  dies  tended  to  weaken  certain  areas 
in  the  design,  such  as  the  leaves  in  the  branch  and  the  bridge  of  Liberty’s  nose

1300  1941  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  After  a  twenty  year  hiatus,  there  were 

few  in  the  Mint’s  service  who  recalled  the  coining  of  brilliant  proofs  when  the 
decision  was  made  to  begin  offering  proofs  to  collectors  once  more  (1936- 
42).  Thus,  the  technique  had  to  be  relearned.  This  fact  became  all  too  evi¬ 
dent  when  the  first  sales  of  proof  coins  prompted  complaints  from  collectors 
that  the  coins  were  not  equal  to  their  pre-1916  brilliant  proofs.  Although 
superior  in  all  respects  to  regular  coinage,  the  earliest  strikes  of  1936  were 
mediocre,  but  by  the  1940s  proofs  had  improved  immensely,  as  this  —  and 
the  other  lovely  Proof  67  examples  —  clearly  shows.  Proofs  of  1941  are  fully 
brilliant.  These  look  much  like  the  later  proofs  of  1950  through  1964  in  that 
they  are  brilliant  and  mirror-like  throughout,  with  little  or  no  contrast

Tayloe  Ross,  responding  to  criticisms  of  the  new  proofs  of  1936-42,  “The 
difference  between  the  recent  proofs  and  those  struck  in  the  past  is  due  to  the 
difference  in  the  design  and  the  method  used  in  preparing  the  master  dies. 
All  present  coins  are  made  from  sculptured  models  without  retouching  with 
a  graver  in  any  way  in  order  to  preserve  the  exact  quality  and  texture  of  the 
original  sculptor’s  work.  This  gives  a  more  or  less  uneven  background  with 
less  sharpness  in  the  details.  In  other  words,  they  are  produced  the  same  as 
small  medals  might  be  struck.”  And  that  is  exactly  what  this  delightful  1942 
Proof  is,  a  magnificent  medal  in  miniature  with  razor-sharp  feathers  and  glit¬ 
tering  mirror  reflectiveness!  (#5077)

1318  1875  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Vivid  contrast  between  the  devices  (well 

frosted)  and  the  mirror  field.  An  almost  electrifying  specimen  of  this  scarce 
denomination,  razor-sharp  and  spectacularly  preserved  Gem.  Only  2,790  Proofs 
were  issued  in  1875  (larger  production  to  supply  a  curious  public  whod  heard 
about  the  new  denomination).  Many  were  later  mishandled,  however,  leaving 
behind  only  a  handful  of  knock-out  gems  like  this  to  supply  an  ever-burgeon¬ 
ing  community  of  collectors  and  investors  in  rare  coins.  (#5303)

1320  1877  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  A  stunning,  well  toned  Gem  with  a  medium 

cobalt-blue  obverse  tending  toward  vibrant  reddish  purple.  I  he  same  occurs 
on  the  reverse  for  a  balanced  composition.  Devices  are  razor-sharp  and  frost¬ 
ed  against  a  deep  mirror  field.  Added  pressure  as  a  date  due  to  the  scarcity  of 
Proof  examples,  this  specimen  is  sure  to  please. 

Twenty-cent  pieces  were  coined  for  circulation  in  1875-76  only,  and  for 
proof  sets  1875-78  inclusive.  Public  confusion  between  them  and  quarter 
dollars  was  immediate  and  universal,  and  the  coins  were  extremely  unpopu¬ 
lar.  Today,  the  opposite  can  be  said:  these  are  extremely  popular  with  collectors,

HIGH  QUALITY  1815  BUST  QUARTER  DOLLAR 


1322  1815  Browning-1.  First  Year  of  Issue.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  First 

of  the  Large  Size  Capped  Bust  Quarters,  and  a  phenomenally  original,  fresh¬ 
looking  coin.  The  surfaces  are  enveloped  in  frosty  luster  filling  the  coin  from 
rim  to  rim.  What’s  more,  the  devices  are  almost  completely  free  of  marks  or 
hairlines.  They  have  toned  rich  golden  amber  color  with  splashes  of  irides¬ 
cent  blue,  silvery  blue,  and  intense  purple.  To  say  this  has  a  fair  chance  at  the 
MS67  level  is  to  state  the  obvious.  For  its  part,  the  strike  on  Liberty  is  fan¬ 
tastic:  full  curls  cascade  down  the  neck,  the  drapery  matches  the  curls  in  its 
detail;  the  small  clasp  holding  the  two  halves  of  the  drapery  at  the  shoulder 
shows  its  central  design;  and,  on  the  reverse,  which  some  will  offer  is  the 
more  attractively  designed  side,  the  eagle’s  wings,  legs,  and  feet  are  each 
unimpeachable.  As  is  the  sharp  shield  on  the  eagle’s  breast. 

Mintage  in  1815  was  89,235  pieces,  all  from  the  same  die  pairing.  The  grad¬ 
ing  services  have  seen  a  fair  number  of  choice  to  gem  mint  states,  but  only  a 
tiny  handful  at  this  astounding  level.  It  stands  to  reason  there  would  be  few 
early  Large  Size  Bust  Quarter  Dollars  left  out  of  this  minimal  mintage.  The 
design,  known  from  1815  to  1828,  was  soon  displaced  by  quarters  struck  on 
a  smaller  planchet  (1831-38).  (#5321)

1323  1815  Browning- 1.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Pleasing  fully  developed 

toning  on  either  side,  the  lighter  shades  in  the  fields  gradually  shading  into 
deep  antique  gray  around  the  devices,  stars  and  legends.  A  full-fledged  gem 
of  this  scarce  early  type,  the  fields  have  a  high  gloss  sheen  beneath  the  ton¬ 
ing. 

John  Reich’s  new  conception  for  the  silver  coins  was  another  buxom  effigy  of 
Liberty  in  his  attempt  to  keep  abreast  of  the  earlier  Draped  Bust  style.  Liber¬ 
ty  is  wearing  a  mobcap  inscribed  with  her  name.  (This  was  for  generations 
misnamed  a  turban  by  people  who  never  saw  a  real  one;  and  even  from  the 
beginning  it  was  taken  to  represent  the  pilleus  or  Phrygian  liberty  cap,  where¬ 
as  Reich  actually  intended  it  as  a  fashionable  headdress,  somewhat  like  that 
on  some  portraits  of  Martha  Washington.)  Contemporaneous  newspaper 
accounts  attacked  the  device  as  portraying  “the  artist’s  fat  mistress.”  Reich 
placed  it  first  on  half  dollars  and  half  eagles  in  the  fall  of  1807;  then  quarter 
eagles  (1808),  dimes  (1809),  and  finally  quarter  dollars,  the  next  time  banks 
ordered  them,  which  was  1815.  Sporadic  coinage  of  this  denomination 
reflected  public  preference  for  Spanish  and  Mexican  2-real  coins,  which  were 
legal  tender  at  par  though  lighter  in  weight;  heavier  federal  quarters  tended 
to  be  hoarded,  finally  many  being  melted  in  1853.  Only  a  handful  to  true 
Gems  exist  of  the  first  year  1815  coinage,  with  this  headline-making  MS66 
among  the  most  attractive  ever  offered.  NGC  holder  #685866-001 .  (#5321) 


FAMED  1827/3  RESTRIKE  QUARTER  DOLLAR  IN  SILVER 


1324  1827,  7  over  3.  Restrike  In  Silver.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  All  1827 

Capped  Bust  Quarter  Dollars,  whether  an  Original  struck  in  1827  or  a 
Restrike  made  at  a  later  date,  are  overdates  with  a  3  visible  beneath  the  7  of 
the  date.  The  Original  1 827  Quarter  Dollar  has  always  been  recognized  as  a 
classic  rarity.  Despite  a  reported  mintage  of  4,000  coins,  only  a  dozen  or  so 
are  known  to  exist.  Most  are  Proofs,  although  the  Eliasberg  coin  was  well  cir¬ 
culated.  Because  of  its  rarity,  Mint  employees  restruck  the  1827  Quarter 
sometime  prior  to  1860  using  an  1827  Obverse  and  an  1819  Reverse.  The 
flat  based  2  of  the  1819  Reverse  indicates  a  Restrike  —  all  of  the  Original 
1827  Quarter  Dollars  have  a  curl  based  2.  Walter  Breen  lists  twelve  different 
examples  of  the  Restrike  in  his  “Encyclopedia  ”,  to  which  the  Byron  Reed  coin 
should  be  added.  According  to  Breen,  at  least  three  of  the  Restrikes  were 
struck  over  Quarter  Dollars  of  an  earlier  date,  including  one  with  a  visible 
undertype  of  1806!  Breen  considers  these  the  earliest  Restrikes,  based  on  die 
state  evidence  he  observed  (later  Restrikes  have  dies  that  are  “more  rusty”). 
The  current  light  gray  toned  example  has  only  slight  traces  of  die  rust,  most¬ 
ly  around  the  lower  region  of  the  obverse  near  the  date.  PCGS  holder

MAJESTIC  NGC  PROOF  65  1833  QUARTER 


1325  1833  Browning-1.  Rarity-1  as  a  variety.  Rarity-8  as  a  Proof.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  A  fantastic  example  of  this  very  early  Proof  issue.  The  fields  are 

decidedly  (and  fully)  reflective,  even  between  the  shield  lines,  while  devices  are  piled  high  with  mounds  of  frost.  The  result,  devices  which  seem  to  float  on  a  glassy 
smooth  field,  framed  by  sharp  dentils  about  the  periphery.  Untoned  and  therefore  glittering  with  mirror  brilliance,  the  surface  remained  protected  over  many  gen¬ 
erations.  Close  examination  of  the  devices  shows  deep  polishing  lines  as  the  coiner  sought  to  remove  some  die  rust  on  Liberty’s  classic  profile.  Only  a  few  Proofs 
were  required  by  the  coining  department  this  year.  How  few,  one  might  ask?  Well,  Walter  Breen,  the  Grand  Poobah  of  coin  research,  was  only  able  to  list  “pos¬ 
sibly  2  or  3  Proofs”  known  to  him  in  his  nearly  40  years  of  copious  note  taking.  NGC  has  graded  this  handsome  cameo  gem  “straight  on”.  In  fact,  for  all  Small 
Size  Quarters,  it  is  one  of  the  few  such  refreshingly  bright  and  original  Proofs  we  have  handled;  many  of  the  others  that  come  across  our  desk  are  toned,  some¬ 
times  grandly,  but  toned,  while  this  is  a  knock-out  brilliant  gem.  The  cameo  effect  is  strong  enough  some  might  want  to  refer  to  it  as  a  “black-on-white”  Proofl 
If  you  have  been  hunting  for  a  special  coin  with  proven  price  performance,  quality,  rarity  and  eye  appeal,  look  for  your  bidder  card  when  this  lot  approaches  the 
moment  of  truth.  The  eye  of  the  auctioneer  will  be  looking  out  for  your  bid,  so  give  the  card  a  good  wave  to  makes  sure  he  sees  it  (a  decent  fellow,  he  is  often 
distracted  by  all  the  comings  and  goings  in  the  auction  room  during  the  sale).  (#5381) 

Mint  Director  Samuel  Moore  triumphantly  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  Mint  building  (“Second  Mint,”  Juniper  and  Chestnut  Sts.)  on  July  4,  1829,  though 
not  all  machinery  was  to  be  installed  for  another  3-1/2  years,  just  about  the  time  this  1833  Proof  was  minted.  On  the  same  day,  Moore  notified  Ireasury  Sec¬ 
retary  Levi  Woodbury  that  coinage  of  half  dimes  had  begun,  embodying  several  mechanical  improvements  which  he  proposed  to  extend  to  all  other  denomi¬ 
nations  as  soon  as  possible.  Notable  among  these  were  wide,  raised  protective  rims  around  a  beaded  border,  and  a  close  collar  (called  by  Lnc  Newman  and 
others  a  “collar  die”),  which  confined  planchets  at  striking,  simultaneously  reeding  edges  of  gold  and  silver  pieces,  and  imparting  what  Moore  called  “a  mathe¬ 
matical  equality”  to  their  diameters.  This  improvement  was  extended  at  once  to  dimes,  quarter  eagles,  and  half  eagles,  but  it  was  not  to  reach  other  denomina¬ 
tions  for  some  years;  on  quarter  dollars  the  next  opportunity  was  in  1831,  with  this  lovely  Proof  of  1833  being  an  eaily  example  of  the  many  improvements 
made  to  the  nation’s  coinage.

1326  1848  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  ol  the  very  scarce  dates  from  the 

later  1840s,  a  period  when  silver,  because  it  was  so  undervalued  versus  gold, 
tended  to  be  hoarded  or  melted.  Very  few  1848  quarter  dollars  remain. 
Fewer,  still,  far  fewer,  can  be  found  in  well  preserved  MS62  such  as  the  spec¬ 
imen  offered  with  this  lot.  Lustrous  and  well  impressed  by  the  dies.  Lightly

1 32~  1853,  3  over  4.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Unusual  overdate  in  which  the 

underfigure  is  from  a  later  master  hub  or  numeral  punch!  Choice  surfaces;

1328  1854-0  Huge  O.  Breen-4002.  ANACS  graded  Very  Good  8.  A  few  old 

pits  on  the  obverse;  rough  and  dark.  Unusual  huge,  outsized  mintmark,  dis¬ 
covered  as  early  as  1954  by  Walter  Breen.  This  mintmark  differs  from  all  oth¬ 
ers  in  the  series,  being  both  larger  and  grossly  thicker  throughout,  and  fairly 
crude  in  shape;  adjacent  device  details  are  attenuated.  Most  likely  this  die  was 
received  at  New  Orleans  without  mintmark,  and  the  O  added  by  hand.

1329  1856  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Originally  preserved  with  pristine  features, 

each  side  is  richly  colored  russet-gold,  lavender  and  then  blue  that  is  accent¬ 
ed  with  frosted  relief  on  Liberty  and  eagle.  One  of  the  more  elusive  No 
Motto  dates,  struck  two  years  before  the  Mint  officially  began  sales  of  Proof

1330  1856  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Shimmering  mirror  deep  fields  on  both  sides 

Razor- 
sharp  frosted  devices  also  include  frost  on  the  tiny  stars,  each  of  which  shows 
it  radial  arms  in  incredible  relief.  Light  silver  color,  possibly  dipped  a  few 
years  ago  and  hasn’t  toned,  the  surface  without  very  many  of  the  usually 
encountered  hairlines,  in  fact,  the  fields  are  remarkable  for  their  fresh  quali¬ 
ty  and  glittering  effect  caused  by  the  reflectiveness  therein.  A  very  scarce  early

nality.  A  few  light  hairlines  away  from  gem  65  quality.  A  well  produced  No

1332  1859-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Very  scarce  in  this  condition,  and 

what  a  frosty  specimen  it  is,  too  —  well  struck  on  the  main  devices,  which 
are  snowy  white  with  a  slight  overlay  of  golden  color.  Has  a  few  minor  hair¬ 
lines  and  scuffs  in  the  frost  on  either  side  of  Liberty;  otherwise  would  grade

belongs  in  a  National  Museum  collection  from  the  way  the  lustrous  surfaces 
are  naturally  toned.  Razor-sharp  devices  with  no  memorable  detractions  on 
either  side  as  would  be  expected  of  the  near-superb  grade.  Very  scarce  in  this

1334  1861  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Featuring  deep  purple  -gray  to  steel-with-blue 
iridescence  over  both  sides,  a  warmly  toned,  near-gem  quality  Proof  of  the 
scarce  No  Motto  design.  The  lovely  deep  shades  of  toning  give  it  a  wonder¬ 
ful  appearance.  Furthermore,  the  strike  is  1 00%  crisp  while  the  surfaces  are 
nearly  immaculate  save  for  a  few  almost  invisible  imperfections  at  the  eagle’s 
beak.  (#5557) 


1335  1872  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Faint  signs  of  die  clash  around  Liberty, 

whose  frosty  form  completes  with  the  semi-prooflike  but  still  satiny  field  for 
your  attention.  The  small  degree  of  toning  lifts  this  into  nearly  the  gem 
MS65  level.  Extra  crisp  detail  on  all  relief  portions  adds  further  to  the  over¬ 
all  appearance.  Scarce  as  a  business  strike!  Although  not  in  the  same  price 
league  as  the  1896-S  Barber  quarter,  1872  has  similar  mintage  at  182,950 
pieces,  and  is  likely  rarer  grade  for  grade  at  the  Mint  State  level.  The  only

As  one  can  see,  mintage  of  quarter  dollars  increased  dramatically 
after  this  1 874  was  struck,  thereby  effecting  the  return  of  small  change  to  cir¬ 
culation  during  the  Reconstruction  period.

Six  stars  on  the  left  and  seven  stars  on  the  right  represent 
the  original  thirteen  colonies.  The  reverse  imitates  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
United  States  and  depicts  an  eagle  with  outstretched  wings,  holding  an 
olive  branch  with  thirteen  leaves  in  its  right  claw  and  a  sheaf  of  13  arrows 
in  its  left.  There  is  a  ribbon  with  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  being 
held  in  the  eagle’s  beak  and  thirteen  stars  are  in  the  field.  The  designers 
initial  (B)  is  at  the  base  of  Liberty’s  neck.  Proofs  were  struck  on  hand¬ 
picked  planchets  from  specially  made  dies  on  the  mint’s  hydraulic  medal 
press  instead  of  the  faster,  but  less  forceful  electric-operated  coining  press¬ 
es  used  for  regular  coinage.

At  the  time,  the 
overworked  mints  were  striking  1917-dated  coinage  while  preparing  dies  for 
the  manufacture  of  1918  issues  beginning  on  January  first,  when,  by  law,  the 
new  dies  had  to  be  introduced  and  the  old  1917  ones  retired.  Rather  than 
reject  the  1918/7  die,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  went  ahead  and  sent  it  along  to 
San  Francisco,  where  the  mintmark  was  added  and  a  small  number  of  coins 
struck  before  the  die  was  retired.  The  silvery  luster  specimen  offered  here  has 
natural  light  dusky  gold  patina,  one  of  only  a  few  dozen  Mint  State  survivors. 
The  strike  is  reasonably  sharp  in  most  areas,  although  Liberty’s  head  and  the 
eagle’s  breast  feathers  are  incomplete  in  areas.

HIGH  GRADE  1794  FLOWING  HAIR  HALF  DOLLAR 


1448  1794  Flowing  Hair.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  spectacular  fresh 

1794  coin  whose  clean  surface  has  acquired  light  to  medium  “antique  silver” 
patina  from  its  long  passage  throughout  the  years.  Undoubtedly  saved  early 
by  a  numismatist,  it  features  excellent  strike  at  Liberty’s  hair  with  only  slight 
evidence  that  the  weight  was  adjusted  in  this  region  by  filing;  the  obverse 
rims  are  high  and  the  denticles  nicely  separated.  On  the  reverse,  an  equal  and 
just  as  splendid  eagle  whose  features  are  well  struck  by  the  primitive  dies  used 
in  those  days.  The  rims,  too,  consist  of  large-toothed  segments,  with  one 
triple-segment  fused  together  at  U  of  UNITED.  This  side,  too,  has  delight¬ 
ful  natural  gray  color,  though  is  slightly  lighter  than  the  obverse  and  with  a 
hint  of  gold  in  the  color. 

While  their  roles  may  have  been  different,  the  1794  dollar  and  half  dollar 
along  with,  for  that  matter,  the  first  half  dime,  used  identical  designs.  Con¬ 
gress  had  specified  that  the  silver  coins  should  carry  a  design  “emblematic  of 
Liberty,”  and  Mint  engraver  Robert  Scot  had  followed  this  mandate  with  a 
right-facing  portrait  of  a  youthful  female  figure  whose  hair  flows  back  freely 
behind  her  —  hence  the  descriptive  term  “Flowing  Hair”  used  by  generations 
of  coin  collectors.  Legend  has  it  the  flowing  hair  was  meant  to  signify  free¬ 
dom.  LIBERTY  appears  above  the  portrait  in  delicate  letters,  with  the  date 
below  and  15  stars  along  the  sides,  denoting  the  number  of  states  in  the 
Union  at  that  time.  Scot’s  model  for  the  obverse  was  a  pattern  25  cent  piece 
of  1792  designed  by  Joseph  Wright,  a  Mint  engraver  who  died  of  yellow  fever 
in  1793.  The  coins’  reverse  depicts  a  diminutive,  open-winged  eagle  standing 
upon  a  rock  and  surrounded  by  laurel  branches  with  berries.  Along  the  bor¬ 
der,  encircling  this,  is  the  motto  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA.  The 
half  dollar’s  edge  bears  the  inscription  FIFTY  CENTS  OR  HALF  A  DOL¬ 
LAR,  with  decorations  between  the  words.  (#6051)

steel  gray  patina  with  shimmering  iridescence  on  either  side,  glossy  smooth 
and  heart-stopping  in  its  beauty  and  resonance!  The  hair  on  Liberty  shows 
intricate  detail  with  even  the  tiniest  element  of  the  strands  visible.  As  far  as 
the  eagle  goes,  it  too  displays  almost  impossibly  crisp  detail:  eye  and  nasal 
opening,  beak,  all  neck  and  chest  feathers  —  likely  the  only  weakness  on  this 
side  occurs  at  the  eagle’s  feet,  that  is  all.  The  immaculate  surfaces  will  quick¬ 
ly  draw  a  lot  of  attention  from  knowledgeable  bidders.  Watch  the  price 
advance  once  bidding  commences! 

President  Washington  moved  quickly  to  establish  the  new  mint  service  once 
a  Coinage  Act  was  passed  in  1792.  He  asked  David  Rittenhouse,  an  eminent 
'  scientist,  to*  be  the  first  director.  Rittenhouse,  however,  was  not  in  good 
health;  he  accepted  with  great  reluctance.  The  new  director  then  persuaded 
an  old  friend,  Henry  Voight,  to  become  chief  coiner.  Coinage  of  silver  began 
in  a  small  way  in  late  1794  and  then,  with  the  calendar  turn  to  1795,  pro¬ 
duction  increased  markedly.  The  varieties  in  this  Flowing  Hair  series  are  near¬ 
ly  as  individualized  and  distinctive  as  their  cherished  counterparts  in  the 
cents.  What  look  like  file  marks  on  many  specimens  (but  fortunately,  not  his 
amazing  MS64  1795)  are  adjustment  marks.  Adjusters  (including  the  first 
women  hired  by  the  Mint)  wore  leather  aprons  and  sat  with  metal  files.  As 
the  Weighers  checked  each  newly  cut  blank,  the  lightweight  ones  were 
returned  to  the  Melter  and  Refiner,  those  within  legal  tolerances  went  to  the 
Chief  Coiner,  and  heavier  ones  went  to  the  Adjusters,  who  gave  them  a  stroke 
or  two  (more  if  necessary  after  reweighing),  to  reduce  weights  to  legal  limits. 
Adjustment  marks,  although  they  are  not  technically  impairments,  as  they 
preceded  stamping  designs  into  the  planchets,  will,  if  obvious  or  heavy, 
reduce  the  value  of  a  coin.  That  is  why  this  sharp  1 795  Overton- 105,  which 
lacks  adjustment  marks,  will  likely  realize  a  strong  price  premium  for  its  clean 
surfaces  and  attractive  luster!  (#6052)

Extensive  adjustment  marks  around  the  obverse  rim  slightly  effaces  the  bot¬ 
toms  of  the  date  digits  but  leaving  a  clear  portrait  and  LIBERTY  above.  Orig¬ 
inal  medium  gray  toning.  The  reverse  shows  localized  weakness  from  the 
effects  of  the  obverse  rim  adjustment  where  STATES  OF  is  soft  in  areas. 
Designs  for  this  issue  are  by  Robert  Scot.  A  total  of  close  to  300,000  half  dol¬ 
lars  struck  from  19  obverse  and  22  or  23  reverse  dies  this  second  year  of  issue, 
several  of  the  reverses  being  left  over  from  1794.

1470  1838  Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Capped  Bust  Halves  were 

first  struck  with  a  reeded  edge  in  1 836,  but  had  a  low  recorded  mintage  of 
1,200.  There  followed  the  reverse  with  FIFTY  CENTS  spelled  out  as  the 
denomination  in  1837,  which  was  superseded  in  1838-39  by  this  HALF 
DOL.  Spelling.  This  type  collectors  are  compelled  to  pursue,  which  adds  to 
the  desirability  of  choice  Uncirculated  MS63  survivors.  A  sharply  made  and 
frosty  extra-choice  coin  that  has  a  light  overlay  of  golden  toning  atop  the 
flashy,  “cartwheel  luster.  (#6177) 


1471  1839-0  Fine  12.  Scratches  in  the  obverse  field  along  with  some  faint  old 

pin  scratches.  Large  die  breakage  on  the  reverse  affects  much  of  the  legend  as 
the  center  part  of  the  die  began  to  sink! 


1472  1839  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  This  near-gem  example  of 

the  first  year  No  Drapery  design  has  splendid  golden  aesthetic  appeal.  Heav¬ 
ily  frosted  fields  create  a  luscious  expression  of  originality  and  choiceness  for 
the  bold  devices  and  provide  a  nice  support  of  shimmering  beauty.  An 
extremely  important  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur. 

The  first  obverse  dies  of  the  new  seated  Liberty  1839  design  show  no  extra 
drapery  at  crook  of  elbow;  later  dies  through  1891  have  a  small  extra  patch 
below  it.  This  is  nothing  like  the  bulky  cloak  on  the  Robert  Ball  Hughes  ver¬ 
sion  found  on  dollars  and  smaller  silver  1840-91.  Only  on  half  dollars  does 
the  original  Thomas  Sully-Christian  Gobrecht  design  continue  (albeit  with 
redrawn  Reich  eagles  rather  than  the  Peale-Gobrecht  inspired  flying  eagle  of 
the  1836  39  dollars).  Nor  is  it  coincidence  that  the  half  dollars  are  the  only 
denomination  thereafter  to  come  sharply  struck.  Coins  from  the  1839  “no 
drapery”  dies  went  into  circulation  early  and  stayed  there;  mint-state  survivors 
were  until  recent  years  so  rare  that  their  existence  was  controversial,  but  today 
perhaps  five  to  ten  qualify  at  that  level  plus  a  few  proofs.  Curiously,  those 
from  the  “with  drapery”  obverses  are  nearly  as  rare  in  mint  state  but  haven't 
the  same  charisma  as  this  choice  MS64  no  drapery  1839.  (PCGS  holder 
50107482.)  (#6230) 
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1473  1849-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Fine  deep  grained  antique  patina 

with  essence  of  blue  in  the  outer  margin.  A  genuinely  beautiful,  luminous 
specimen  from  the  early  New  Orleans  Mint,  perfect  for  the  rare  date  collec¬ 
tor.  A  glass  reveals  that  the  obverse  die  had  extensive  rust  on  it,  causing  a 
rough  appearance  at  Liberty’s  figure  but  curiously,  not  elsewhere.  (#6263)

1 474  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lovely  subtle  antique 

gray  toning' highlights  satiny  surfaces.  The  luster  is  full,  leaving  only  a  few 
minor  marks  hidden  in  out  of  the  way  places  for  the  eagle-eyed  collector  to 
discover.  A  perfect  coin  for  inclusion  in  a  near-Gem  type  set,  the  1853  issue 
is  a  one-year  type  in  which  arrows  appear  at  the  sides  of  the  date  and  an  array 
of  sunrays  provide  a  background  for  the  wingspread  eagle. 

The  mints  were  having  a  terrible  time  trying  to  balance  the  falling  price  of 
gold  relative  to  that  of  silver.  California’s  new  gold  mines  were  pouring  tons 
of  the  yellow  metal  into  the  streams  of  commerce  in  the  early  1850s,  making 
it  overly  abundant.  In  time,  silver  disappeared  almost  entirely  from  circula¬ 
tion.  Large  premiums  over  face  value  had  to  be  paid  by  merchants  to  acquire 
small  change  for  their  tills.  It  got  to  the  point  where  the  nation’s  leaders  were 
forced  to  remedy  the  situation.  1  heir  solution,  based  on  expedience,  was  to 
reduce  the  silver  weight  of  America’s  coinage  slightly,  and  to  put  arrows  at  the 
date  to  signify  the  change.  The  quarters  and  halves  of  1 853  —  and  only  this 
year  —  also  have  rays  on  the  reverse  encircling  the  eagle.  (#6275)

1477  1861  Confederate  States  of  America  Restrike.  Breen-8002.  NGC  graded 

Mint  State  64.  Toned  with  light  silvery  gray  patina  showing  hints  of  the 
original  mint  frost  on  both  sides.  The  shield  side  consists  of  fine  concentric 
lines,  the  result  of  unfinished  die  preparation  after  this  side  was  reduced  on  a 
Janvier  reducing  lathe  from  the  original  plaster  or  copper  models.  Very 
sharply  impressed  on  the  Confederate  wreath  and  shield.  Minor  signs  of  die 
rust  as  always. 

In  1879  coin  dealer  J.  W.  Scott  came  into  possession  of  the  original  reverse 
die  used  to  strike  the  four  original  1861  Confederate  Half  Dollars,  at  which 
time  an  authentic  1861 -dated  Liberty  Seated  obverse  was  mated  with  it.  In 
1879,  Scott  issued  an  1861  Confederate  Half  Dollar  “restrike’'  using  genuine 
1861-0  New  Orleans  mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollars  as  his  planchets. 
Shaving  off  the  reverse,  he  put  them  in  a  collar  and  stamped  them  with  the 
Confederate  reverse,  thus  creating  a  coin  similar  to  the  four  original  Confed¬ 
erate  Half  Dollars.  They  are  easily  differentiated  as  the  obverse  of  the  coin 
was  flattened  during  the  striking  process  on  Scott’s  pieces,  and  the  edge  reed¬ 
ing,  because  it  was  squeezed  by  the  plain  collar,  also  shows  flattening. 

The  resulting  restrikes  were  sold  by  subscription,  with  the  issue  soon  touted 
as  being  oversubscribed  (which  it  wasn’t).  Numerous  pieces  remained  unsold 
and  it  was  not  until  many  years  later  that  the  final  coin  left  Scott’s  possession. 

In  the  years  since,  the  1861  Scott  restrike  has  become  a  sought-after  treasure, 
furnishing  as  it  does  an  indirect  link  with  the  Confederacy.  Of  the  500 
restruck,  most  survive  today,  although  a  few  may  have  been  lost. 

The  majority  of  pieces  come  somewhat  lightly  struck  in  portions  of  the 
reverse;  the  obverse  is  always  flattened,  but  varies  in  sharpness  depending  on 
the  quality  of  the  original  1861-0  Half  Dollar  used  to  do  the  restriking. 
Scott  avowed  that  500  had  been  taken  from  circulation  and  thus  they  were 
in  varying  states  of  wear,  mostly  Extremely  fine  or  About  Uncirculated  from 
what  we  have  seen.  (#340402)

2202  1839  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-93,  Pollock-105.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Struck  on  a  silver,  reeded-edge  planchet,  listed  in  Pollock  as  Rarity-7  (4  to  12  known).  This 

pattern  features  the  “backwards  Liberty”  obverse  design  with  the  familiar  “Small  Letters”  reverse,  which  was  actually  placed  in  service  for  the  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  first 
coined  in  1839.  Just  five  or  six  examples  are  known,  including  one  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  Nearly  all  known  examples  were  struck  at  the  206  grain  standard  in 
place  in  the  late  1830s,  suggesting  that  these  were  actually  minted  in  1839.  Many  other  half  dollar  pattern  issues  dated  1838  and  1839  were  struck  at  the  192  grain  stan¬ 
dard  that  was  not  authorized  until  1853.  Those  at  the  lower  weight  must  have  been  produced  after  1853.  The  Act  of  February  1853  changed  the  authorized  weight  of  the 
half  dollar  from  206.15  grains  to  192  grains.  Thus,  as  restrikes  were  typically  made  from  planchets  on  hand,  any  impressions  from  this  die  pair  made  after  February  1853 
would  likely  weigh  about  192  grains.  Similarly,  pieces  struck  prior  to  February  1853  would  be  on  the  old-style  heavier  planchets.  There  is  no  indication  that  restrikes  of 
these  pieces  were  ever  made  in  the  1840s  or  early  1850s,  and  thus  it  is  believed  that  the  present  piece  is  an  original,  struck  in  or  near  1839. 

Sleek  gray  toning  with  wonderful  purple-blue  iridescence  in  the  way  of  accents;  the  fields  highly  reflective  while  devices  in  are  needle-sharp  relief.  It’s  nice  to  be  a  million¬

Reverse  Design:  Eagle  with  spread  wings,  olive  branch  and  arrows  in  talons,  UNI  1  ED  S FATES  IOF  AMERICA  arcs  above,  HALF  DOL.  curves  below  eagle. 

The  reverse  die  is  virtually  identical  to  that  used  to  coin  regular-issue  Small  Letters  reverse  half  dollars  of  1839-1842,  except  the  legends  appear  to  be  marginally  clos¬ 
er  to  the  rim. 
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2203  1851  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-127,  Pollock-149.  NGC  graded  Proof  63. 

Struck  in  “billon”  an  alloy  consisting  of  10%  silver,  90%  copper,  with  central 
perforation  to  expand  the  diameter.  Plain  Edge.  Examples  of  this  early  pro¬ 
posal  for  a  lighter  one-cent  piece  caused  the  Mint  to  object  strongly  to  the 
use  of  this  alloy  in  coinage.  Billon  coins  were  prone  to  counterfeiting  and  the 
amount  of  silver  in  the  coins  was  too  small  to  extract  once  the  pieces  were 
withdrawn  from  circulation.  In  the  end,  Congress  abandoned  the  scheme  to 
substitute  billon  for  copper  in  cents.  (#11545) 


2204  1854  Pattern  Cent.  Judd- 158,  Pollock- 185.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63. 

Struck  in  German  silver  of  various  compositions  or  nickel  alloy,  all  have  a 
reeded  edge.  This  unusual  proposal  for  a  reduced-size  1  cent  piece  uses  the 
Liberty  seated  design  as  employed  on  the  silver  coins,  with  thirteen  stars 
around,  and  the  date  below.  The  reducing  lathe  marks  are  plainly  visible  on 
Liberty.  These  were  made  purely  for  purposes  of  testing  the  alloy  so  there 
wasn’t  any  effort  made  to  finish  the  obverse  which  had  been  shrunken  from 
a  silver  dollar  die  using  the  mint’s  Janvier  reducing  lathe.  Rare!  (#11652) 


2205  1854  Pattern  Cent.  Judd- 161,  Pollock- 187.  Copper  or  Bronze.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Attractive  deep  brown  to  steel  brown  fea¬ 
tures,  the  luster  glossy  and  very  choice.  Features  a  reduced  size  Liberty  head 
facing  left  with  the  date  1854;  the  design  is  similar  to  that  already  used  on 
large  cents,  except  there  are  no  stars,  and  the  diameter  is  smaller.  I  his  halfway 
measure  for  a  lighter  cent  never  made  it  past  the  experimental  stage.  Only  in 
1856-7  with  the  introduction  of  72-grain  copper-nickel  alloy  planchets  did 
the  mint  strike  cents  on  lighter  weight  planchets.  1  he  1854  patterns  general¬ 
ly  run  about  100  grains,  with  variants  all  the  way  down  to  90.9  grains.

She  is  wearing  a 
coronet,  and  her  hair  is  tied  with  a  ribbon.  The  central  motif  is  almost  iden¬ 
tical  to  that  featured  on  the  later  nickel  three-cent  pieces  from  1865  to  1889. 
This  obverse  was  employed  to  coin  1857  pattern  quarter  eagles.  However,  on 
Judd-270,  it  is  combined  with  a  reverse  having  the  denomination  2  1/2

GOD  OUR  TRUST.  Very  scarce;  underappreciated  among  the  Pattern  half 
dollars  of  the  1 860s;  should  prove  to  be  a  prize  for  the  collector  who  appre¬ 
ciates  an  attractively  toned  high-end  Choice  Proof.  (#60445) 


2209  1864  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-381,  Pollock-449.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Red. 

Struck  on  a  reeded  edge,  copper  planchet,  and  an  impressive  gem  it  is!  Bold 
relief  that  is  well  frosted  against  equally  sparkling  mirror  fields  creates  a  stun¬ 
ning  cameo  comparison  that  the  fiery  red  color  enhances  all  the  more.  This 
employs  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  used  to  strike  regular  issue  Proof  1864 
dimes.  Some  call  these  “trial  pieces”  while  others  suggest  the  mint  was  strik¬ 
ing  favors  for  valued  collectors  who  wanted  off-metal  strikes  to  spruce  up 
their  collections.  Whatever  the  reason,  Judd-381  is  listed  as  Rarity-7,  mean¬ 
ing  that  as  few  as  4  to  as  many  as  12  were  struck!  I  his  lovely  Proof  66  can  eas¬ 
ily  be  called  the  Finest  Graded.  (#80552)

The  very  scarce  issue  struck  on  a  plain  edge,  nickel  planchet  using  obverse 
and  reverse  dies  the  same  as  the  regular-issue  1 868  Proof  half  dimes.  Boldly 
struck  on  the  frosted  devices;  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  —  unusual  on

2213  1868  Pattern  Eagle.  Judd-661,  Pollock-734.  Gold.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  Cameo.  Frosty  luster  throughout  the  head  of  Liberty  and  petite  eagle  on 

the  reverse  and  extra  bold  strike  by  the  dies,  with  no  signs  of  mishandling  whatsoever.  1  he  coin  is  a  splendid  gem  whose  lovely  golden  suiface  points  to  it  hav¬ 
ing  been  carefully  preserved  since  the  time  of  striking.  Best  of  all,  the  surfaces  are  mint-fresh  for  a  rare  Proof  of  1868,  with  clean,  almost  hairline-free  superiori¬ 
ty  and  such  quality  seldom  found  on  this  or  any  other  gold  Pattern  coin  of  the  1860s  decade. 

The  head  on  this  variety  closely  follows  the  head  Longacre  used  on  his  1 865-89  three-cent  nickels.  However,  on  the  larger  format  seen  here,  the  treatment  of  the 
coronet  and  hair  ribbon  is  much  more  sophisticated  and  attractive.  Some  question  still  remains  as  to  the  designer  of  the  small  eagle  reverse.  Tom  DeLorey,  a  noted 
specialist,  credits  the  reverse  design  to  Anthony  Paquet  on  stylistic  ground  and  we  have  not  argument  with  this  opinion  since  it  has  all  the  hallmarks  of  Paquet’s 
talented  vision.  (Tall,  thin  letters  were  one  of  Paquets  “signatures”  —  among  others.)  (#60879) 

This  was  one  of  two  specimens  owned  at  one  time  by  Dr.  ^Xhlkl^son  and  prominently  illustrated  in  a  famous  1  aramount  C  oin  C  .ompany  hard-bound  catalog 
of  the  Wilkinson  Pattern  coins  struck  in  gold.  Sales  of  these  two  pieces  occur  in  Auction  79,  Auction  '84,  Auction  ‘87,  and  Auction  88  among  others.

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2214  1868  Pattern  Eagle.  Judd-662,  Pollock-735.  Copper.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Brown.  As  last,  from  identical  dies,  though  struck  on  a  copper,  reeded  edge 

planchet.  Sleek  and  glimmering  with  Proof  radiance  in  the  fields  and  Proof  sharpness  throughout  the  devices.  The  color,  while  noted  on  the  holder  as  “BN”  for 
Brown,  is  pretty  much  deep  red  and  brown  with  golden  accents  and  a  really  quite  beautiful  appearance. 

This  issue  represents  one  of  relatively  few  opportunities  to  acquire  a  pattern  coin  of  the  $10  denomination  with  a  truly  distinctive  design  —  apart  from  the  nor¬ 
mally  seen  variations  on  Gobrecht’s  Liberty  Head.  (#60880) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1869  SILVER  DOLLAR  STRUCK  IN  ALUMINUM 


221  5  1869  Pattern  Silver  Dollar.  Judd-764,  Pollock-849.  Aluminum.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  An  extremely  rare  (Rarity-7,  4  to  12  known)  variety  whose  obverse 

and  reverse  were  from  the  dies  used  to  coin  regular-issue  1869  silver  dollars  but  struck  on  an  aluminum  planchet.  Lovely  cameo  Proof  surfaces,  the  devices  frost¬ 
ed  against  highly  reflective  fields.  A  spectacular  coin  for  the  Pattern  specialist  with  a  tough  of  natural  toning  over  the  aluminum  bright  surfaces.  No  handling 
marks  and  minimal  hairlines  are  found  with  a  strong  glass,  and  the  strike  is  full  barring  a  little  flatness  on  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers. 

Aluminum  was  the  new  “wonder  metal”  of  the  mid- 1800s  when  this  rare  pattern  was  made.  Light  and  easy  to  work,  it  had  splendid  properties  and  possibilities. 
There  was  only  one  drawback:  price.  For  aluminum  was  right  up  there  with  gold  and  platinum  as  one  of  the  expensive  metals.  It  retained  this  status  until  met¬ 
allurgists  found  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quantity.  As  a  consequence,  the  US.  mint  struck  rather  limited  numbers  of  aluminum  patterns  and  die  trial  pieces  like  this 
1869  $1  each  year,  often  Rariry-6  or  Rarity-7  items.  (In  1889,  man’s  technology  finally  caught  up  with  his  need  for  large  quantities  of  the  miracle  light  metal; 
prices  plummeted  and  aluminum  was  soon  being  used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional  badges,  inflation  coins  by  the  jillion,  and  all  sorts  of  other  flimsy 
doodads.  (#60995) 
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2216  1870  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd-807,  Pollock-895.  NGC  graded  Proof  64. 

Struck  on  a  thin  nickel  planchet  with  plain  edge,  this  issue  resulted  from  the 
use  of  the  regular  obverse  and  reverse  dies  of  1870  nickel  five-cent  coinage. 
Only  4  to  12  believed  to  be  struck,  hence  Pollock’s  Rarity-7  level.  “Since 
these  pieces  were  struck  in  the  Proof  format,  it  seems  likely  that  they  were 
made  intentionally;  I.e.,  not  Mint  errors  struck  on  flans  accidentally  cut  from 
planchet  stock  intended  for  nickel  three-cent  pieces.”  [Pollock]  (#61051)

Attractive  deep  brown,  tarnish  free  and  gleaming  with 
originality.  Excellent  sharpness  on  all  devices. 

If  in  a  spare  moment  you  will  take  time  to  scan  the  list  of  the  various  Pattern 
coins  struck  between  1868  and  1871,  you  will  see  a  noticeable  expansion  in 
the  number  of  types.  According  to  historians,  Philadelphia  Mint  officials 
were  besieged  (often  behind  closed  doors)  by  collectors  wanting  a  piece  of  the 
action.  Collectors  had  heard  rumors  how  privileged  individuals  were  receiv¬ 
ing  these  rare  and  beautiful  Pattern  issues.  Naturally,  they  desired  some  of 
their  own;  and  for  a  time  the  Mint  Director  and  his  allies  obliged.  However, 
the  situation  soon  got  out  of  hand.  A  ruckus  was  raised  (possibly  by  jealous 
outsiders),  and  the  practice  of  providing  specimens  ended  abruptly.  Nonethe¬ 
less,  we  can  thank  these  eager  collectors  of  yesteryear  who,  through  their 
demands  for  a  slice  of  the  Pattern  pie,  encouraged  a  larger  number  of  pieces 
to  be  struck  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  This  relative  abun¬ 
dance  of  dates  from  1868  to  1871  keeps  prices  affordable  for  the  average  col¬

And 
what  a  delightful  gem  this  is,  radiant  mirror  finish  in  the  fields  along  with 
needle-sharp  high  relief  devices.  Well  toned  throughout,  the  coin  has  obvi¬ 
ously  been  in  “big  name”  collections  over  the  years  where  it  was  carefully  pre¬ 
served  by  its  former  owners.  Now  safely  housed  in  NGC  holder  686208-020, 
it  will  maintain  its  outstanding  perfection  for  years  to  come! 

The  obverse  has  Liberty  seated  facing  left,  with  thirteen  stars  around  and  the 
date  1871  below.  Liberty  wears  an  Indian  headdress  and  supports  a  liberty 
pole  with  her  right  hand.  Her  left  hand  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY. 
Behind  are  two  flags,  one  of  which  is  ornamented  with  twenty-two  stars.  The 
first  star  at  the  border  is  away  from  the  base  of  the  central  design.  This  is  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  design  employed  on  the  1870-dated  “Indian  Princess  ’  pattern  dol¬ 
lars.  The  reverse  carries  the  denomination  as  COMMERCIAL  DOLLAR  — 
the  terminology  used  before  the  mint  switched  to  TRADE  DOLLAR  in 
describing  what  would  become  America’s  first  (and  only)  “trade”  coin  for  use 
in  the  Orient  to  compete  with  Mexico’s  silver  pesos  and  still-circulating  8-real

Red.  A  High  Rarity-7  issue  struck  on  a  copper,  reeded  edge  planchet,  encap¬ 
sulated  in  NGC  holder  919576-004.  You  read  the  grade  correctly:  Proof  65 
and  red!  It  is  often  commented  in  the  business  community  how  stingy  the 
grading  services  are  in  awarding  copper  coins  their  “RD”  designation. 
Unusually,  the  best  one  sees  is  Red-and-Brown.  But  this  coin  has  the  edge, 
and  has  fully  earned  it  fiery  red  color  blazes  from  the  spot-free  frosted  devices. 
Deeper  red  glows  within  the  mirror  fields.  Together  these  conspire  to  give  a 
seldom  seen  Red  Cameo  effect.  If  there  were  all  the  coin  possessed  it  would 
be  unusual.  But  adding  to  the  appeal  is  a  spectacular  strike;  needle-sharp  in 
every  detail,  and  without  a  sign  of  weakness  anywhere.  Because  the  obverse 
field  lacks  stars,  Liberty  and  her  globe  sit  squarely  in  the  middle  of  what  is 
essentially  a  round  picture  frame  of  denticles  and  broad  raised  rim.  The 
reverse  is  equally  striking,  equally  bold  and  bright.  Eleven  years  after  No 
Motto  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  coinage  ended,  the  Mint  resurrected  an  old 
reverse  die  from  somewhere  deep  in  its  vault  and  paired  it  with  this  obverse. 
This  is  the  only  mint  Red  Judd- 1471  graded  by  any  grading  service.  What’s  more 
it  is  the  Finest  Known.  The  only  other  one  we  have  traced  appeared  in  a  Bow¬ 
ers  and  Ruddy’s  November  1976  auction  where  it  was  described  as  Choice 
Brilliant  Proof.  Even  the  famed  Garrett  Collection  lacked  the  Judd-1471.

Judd-1510  incorporates  Morgan’s  Liberty  Head,  facing  left,  with  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  around,  in  large  letters,  and  the  date,  1877,  below.  Thirteen 
stars  are  distributed  through  the  motto,  as  illustrated.  The  central  motif  is  the  Morgan  trademark  of  this  year  as  later  used  on  the  dollar.  For  the  reverse,  UNIT¬ 
ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  passes  around  with  the  denomination,  HALF  DOLLAR,  below.  A  semi-circular  laurel  wreath  passes  below  the  eagle.  The  eagle’s 
wings  are  outstretched  and  in  its  claws  are  three  arrows  and  an  olive  branch.  Above,  in  Gothic  letters,  is  the  motto,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  This  is,  in  effect,  a 
miniature  version  of  the  reverse  later  used  on  the  silver  dollar. 

A  virtually  superb  example  with  very  heavily  frosted  devices  and  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Brilliant  glittering  surfaces. 

A  particularly  eye-catching  example  of  this  variety.  The  number  known  is  unknown,  however,  Andrew  Pollock  listed  six  different  appearances  which  might  have 
included  duplicate  offerings  of  identical  coins.  Saul  Teichman,  another  authority  on  Pattern  coins,  is  aware  of  just  four  confirmed  different  examples  and  suggests 
that  a  fifth  may  exist.  Five  known?  Six  known?  No  matter  how  you  measure  it,  this  is  a  prime  numismatic  rarity  with  outstanding  preservation,  clearly  one  of  the

matte-like  finish,  possibly  bronzed  at  the  time  of  striking  (a  technique  not  inappropriate  for  such  a  finely  crafted  coin  with  this  degree  of  artistic  merit).  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  pristine  throughout,  and  of  a  pleasing  medium  chocolate  to  reddish  brown  color.  A  wealth  of  detail  seen  throughout  this  well  struck  specimen  caresses 
your  sense  of  design  balance  and  ingenuity.

Regarding  the  pattern  half  dollars  of  1877,  Andrew  Pollock  listed  54  different  varieties  in  his  United  States  Patterns  and  Related  Issues,  published  in  1994.  Since 
that  time,  Saul  Teichman,  another  connoisseur  and  student  of  1877  Pattern  coinage,  has  conducted  extensive  personal  research  in  this  sub-specialty,  Fetch  man 
has  determined  that  only  44  varieties  are  actually  known,  the  other  10  being  varieties  that  might  exist,  however,  with  no  specimens  ever  seen  by  modern  schol¬ 
ars.  Judd-1513  features  on  the  reverse  a  defiant  eagle  left-facing  that  stands  on  a  scroll  inscribed  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  Behind  the  scroll  are  an  olive  branch  and 
three  arrows.  This  design  is  framed  by  a  beaded  circle  with  the  legend,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  the  denomination,  HALF  DOLLAR,  outside  the 

circle.  (#61851) 
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2234  1878  Pattern  Goloid  Dollar.  Judd-1564,  Pollock-1755.  Silver.  NGC 

graded  Proof  65.  Struck  from  standard  silver  alloy,  these  contain  an  obverse 
head  of  Liberty  facing  left,  with  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above  and  the  date 
1878  below.  Liberty  wears  a  cap  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  incuse  letters.  The 
cap  band  is  ornamented  with  ears  of  wheat,  cotton  leaves  and  bolls.  There  are 
thirteen  stars  at  the  margin  arranged  seven  left  and  six  right.  The  reverse 
inscription  reads  GOLOID  /  METRIC.  /  1  -  G.  /  16.1  -  S.  /  1.9  -  C.  / 
GRAMS  14.25  within  a  circle  of  38  stars.  The  legend  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  is  at  the  border  above  and  the  denomination  100  CENTS 
below.  Although  pattern  goloid  dollars  are  known  to  have  been  produced  in 
January  1878,  goloid  half  dollars  or  quarters  are  unknown  and  presumably 
were  never  coined. 

Mint  officials  strongly  opposed  the  use  of  goloid  in  coinage  because  its 
appearance  and  sonority  were  almost  identical  with  that  of  standard  silver; 
hence  goloid  coinage  would  have  been  an  attractive  target  for  counterfeiters. 
Although  goloid  pattern  dollars  were  made  in  1878,  1879,  and  1880,  none 
are  known  to  have  been  produced  with  dates  subsequent  to  1880,  and  hence 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  interest  in  the  composition  had  largely  dissi¬ 
pated  in  Congress  by  1881.  (#61926)

There  are  thirteen  stars  at  the  bor¬ 
der  arranged  seven  left  and  six  right.  For  the  reverse,  an  eagle  with  spread 
wings  holding  an  olive  branch  in  its  right  talon  and  three  long  slender  arrows 
in  its  left.  The  arrows  and  branch  extend  behind  the  eagle’s  wings.  (Housed

Uncirculated  58.  Deep  gunmetal  toning  on  either  side.  Two  minuscule  nicks 
at  Liberty’s  throat  are  barely  discernible  under  the  pleasing  color,  these  may 
be  used  for  future  reference;  otherwise,  the  surfaces  display  no  distinguishing 
traits  or  signs  of  handling. 

Judd- 1794  is  one  of  the  great  Pattern  Dime  rarities,  with  examples  rarely 
offered  because  the  few  known  examples  are  generally  in  large  Pattern  estates. 
Perhaps  once  a  decade  does  this  particular  specimen  get  auctioned  .  We  last 
had  the  pleasuring  of  offering  it  in  our  September  1993  sale.  The  present 
example  is  currently  the  Finest  Graded  of  its  variety.  It  may  be  the  Bowers  and 
Merena  1984  Kosoff  Estate:  129  coin  where  it  was  described  as  having  sold 
for  $4,400.  If  not,  it  appears  to  be  similar  condition  to  that  pictured.  The 
only  other  high  grade  1916  Pattern  auctioned  recently  was  the  Judd-1794A 
variant  in  Gem  Proof  sold  in  Auction  ‘88.  This,  because  it  is  the  rare  Judd- 
1794  variety,  will  likely  encounter  active  bidding  from  serious  buyers  who 
know  they  may  not  get  a  second  chance  if  they  let  this  one  pass. 

As  with  any  new  coin  design,  Adolph  Weinman’s  Winged  Liberty  Dime 
(soon  to  take  on  its  familiar  name  of  “Mercury  Dime”)  required  a  certain 
amount  of  trial  and  error  before  master  hubs  suitable  for  the  production  of 
dies  were  obtained.  Unlike  many  earlier  United  States  pattern  coins,  the 
dimes  (and  quarters  and  halves)  of  1916  were  struck  in  very  small  numbers. 
In  keeping  with  official  policy,  these  pieces  were  not  made  available  to  col¬ 
lectors  and  were  not  supposed  to  leave  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  except  as  need¬ 
ed  for  examination  by  the  artists,  the  Director  of  the  Mint  and  the  Commis¬ 
sion  of  Fine  Arts.  All  coins  so  loaned  were  to  be  returned  and  destroyed  as 
soon  as  they  had  served  their  purpose.  That,  at  least  was  the  official  policy.  A 
few  did  escape,  fortunately.  Although  several  different  specimens  are  known 
of  the  1916  proposed  designs,  they  are  mostly  classified  under  the  general 
designation  “J-1794  ’.  Several  Mercury  Dime  patterns  were  allegedly 
retrieved  from  circulation  at  various  times  from  the  1930s  onward.  Specific 
instances  have  proved  difficult  to  verify,  although  two  examples  of  I  - 1 79-4 
were  reportedly  found  circa  1955  and  1916,  respectively,  according  to  David 
Lange  in  his  history  of  the  Mercury  Dimes.  The  1961  discovery  was  said  to 
have  been  change  from  a  vending  machine!  (#62279)

1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Strong  relief  on  the  hair  as  well  as  a  full  feather  warbonnet  shows  that  Liberty  is  well  above  average  in  every  detail. 
The  strength  carries  over  to  the  reverse  where  the  wreath  is  complete  down  to  the  last  detail,  the  date  and  denomination  as  well,  and  all  denticles  along  the  rim 
clear  with  the  exception  of  a  few.  Lovely  pinkish  orange  toning  goes  with  the  warm  golden  frost. 


Soon  after  Col.  James  Ross  Snowden  became  Mint  Director  in  1853,  he  set  about  improving  our  national  coinage.  One  of  his  targets  was  the  Gold  Dollar,  which 
was  proportionally  smaller  and  thicker  for  its  weight  that  he  felt  it  ought  to  be.  At  Snowden’s  command,  Longacre  made  the  original  dies  of  the  $3  piece  broad¬ 
er  than  originally  planned  to  minimize  any  chance  that  the  new  coins  could  be  mistaken  for  either  quarter  eagles  or  half  eagles.  The  result  was  technically  satis¬ 
factory  enough  that  Snowden  had  him  redo  the  gold  dollar,  which  Longacre  did  in  1854.  The  new  design,  unfortunately  turned  out  to  cause  minting  problems, 
and  only  lasted  until  1856  when  further  modifications  were  made.  (#7531)

2247  1855  Type  2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  This  amazing  Type  2  is  the  very  epitome  of  high  quality  in  a  gold  dollar  from  the  1850s.  Not  only  does  it  boast 

sharper  devices  than  usual,  but  it  also  possesses  utterly  impeccable  surfaces  with  blazing  luster.  A  few  faint  die-clash  lines  may  be  seen,  but  these  in  no  way  direct 
your  attention  away  from  the  stunning  quality  of  this  rare  specimen.  It  is  a  coin  of  astounding  beauty  and  value. 

The  discovery  of  rich  gold  deposits  in  California  beginning  in  1848  had  a  profound  and  far-reaching  effect  on  the  nation’s  gold  coinage.  For  one  thing,  the  sud¬ 
den  abundance  of  so  much  gold  led  to  a  decline  in  its  value  as  measured  against  silver.  This  drove  up  the  intrinsic  value  of  Americans  silver  coins  and  caused 
hoarding.  Soon,  there  were  few  silver  coins  left  and  nothing  between  the  one  cent  piece  and  $2.50  denomination  in  change  drawers! 

The  second  legacy  of  the  California  Gold  Rush  was  the  creation  of  a  new  denomination  in  gold,  one  which  would  bridge  that  gap  between  the  extremes  just  men¬ 
tioned.  Thus  was  born  the  gold  dollar,  a  coin  which  debuted  in  1 849.  The  first  design  was  too  small  in  diameter  to  be  practical,  and  their  size  was  increased  begin¬ 
ning  in  1854.  This  second  type  was  not  only  thinner  and  broader  than  the  first,  but  it  also  featured  a  design  change.  The  Liberty  bust  wears  a  feathered  head¬ 
dress  —  sort  of  a  stylized  Indian  war  bonnet  but  meant  merely  as  ornamental.  I  he  Iype  2  gold  dollars  did  not  strike  up  well.  In  addition,  the  restoration  of  sil¬ 
ver  to  circulation  in  1853-55  meant  that  subsequent  mintage  of  gold  dollars  would  he  much  lower.  For  example,  the  number  struck  of  the  coin  presented  here, 
an  1855  Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  was  just  758,269  pieces.  Weakness  of  strike,  combined  with  low  mintage,  have  made  gem  examples  of  the  type  2  gold  dollar 
quite  rare.  (Coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1744277-001.)  (#7532)

1855  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Another  choice,  well  struck  and  lustrous  Type  2  specimen,  the  obverse  bright  golden  to  greenish  gold  with  a  few 
light  marks,  the  reverse  well  struck  on  the  wreath  and  ribbon  bow  but  marginally  soft  in  the  date  (as  almost  always  seen).  The  obverse  on  the  Type  2  follows  the 
S3  head,  narrow  Indian  Princess  head,  in  higher  relief  than  usual  (which  turned  out  to  be  a  mistake,  necessitating  further  modification),  statutory  inscription 
replacing  stars.  Actually,  this  head  does  not  represent  any  Native  American;  it  was  another  of  designer  James.  B.  Longacre’s  numerous  copies  of  the  Venus 
Accroupie  or  “Crouching  Venus,”  a  Roman  marble  in  one  of  the  Philadelphia  museums.  (#7532)

1855  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  bold  strike  with  only  marginal  weakness  in  the  18  of  the  date  where  it  occurs  opposite  the  highest  point  Liber¬ 
ty’s  hair  at  the  brow.  Simply  impressed  by  the  dies  everyplace  else  including  most  of  the  hair,  and  desirable  issue  in  this  choice  condition  due  to  the  increased 
demand  for  the  three-year  Type. 


The  Indian  small  head  gold  dollar  —  second  of  three  circulating  U.S.  gold  coins  of  this  denomination  —  was  short-lived.  Fabrication  of  the  coin,  designed  by 
Chief  Mint  Engraver  James  Barton  Longacre,  was  carried  out  over  just  three  calendar  years:  1854,  1855  and  1856.  The  mintage  for  circulation  totaled  1,752,219 
pieces  split  between  five  production  facilities:  Philadelphia  (no  mint  mark),  San  Francisco  (S  mint  mark),  New  Orleans,  (O  mint  mark),  Dahlonega,  Georgia  (D 
mint  mark),  and  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  (C  mint  mark).  The  mint  mark  is  positioned  on  the  coin’s  reverse,  below  the  wreath. 


More  than  94  percent  of  the  mintage  of  the  Indian  small  head  came  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  the  first  two  years,  with  mint  records  of  902,736  struck  in  1854 
and  758,269  in  1855.  (#7532)

2252  1856  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Ultra  Cameo.  A  dazzling,  superlative  early 

date  Proof,  a  coin  struck  from  highly  polished  dies  on  a  perfect  planchet 
imparting  strong  two-tone  “ultra  cameo”  effect  to  the  design  and  leaving  us 
with  a  tiny  perfect  golden  jewel  for  some  wealthy  collector  to  consider  pur¬ 
chasing!  With  surfaces  glittering  and  watery,  the  cameo  relief  is  much  more 
impressive  than  usual.  Liberty,  in  particular,  presents  a  joy  of  golden  frost  in 
her  prominent  features.  Bar  far  this  is  a  blemish-free,  fresh  Gem  Proof  65  — 
the  way  buyers  prefer  in  a  coin  at  the  top-rung  of  the  grade  classification. 

Characteristics  of  the  1856  Proofs  include  a  low  date  slanting  up  to  right,  as 
on  the  other  Proof  Gold  Dollars  of  this  date;  faint  clash  marks,  as  on  the  ANS 
coin.  First  year  of  the  new  Type  3  design  and  especially  meaningful  as  such. 
Almost  as  rare  as  the  1855.  Possibly  eight  are  traceable  today,  including  those 
in  institutions.  Only  a  handful  have  been  graded  by  the  services.  This  jewel 
is  housed  in  NGC  holder  2019145-002..

4,952  mintage  —  and  therein  lies  the  tale  of  this  key  date  Dahlonega  Mint 
gold  dollar.  The  data  gained  from  the  Akers  auction  records  does  not  clearly 
indicate  this  but  the  1859-D  is  the  most  common  D  Mint  Type  III  gold  dol¬ 
lar  with  respect  to  both  total  number  of  specimens  available,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  obtainable  in  high  grade.  Nevertheless,  the  1859-D  is  a  very  rare  coin  in 
true  Mint  State,  and  a  collector  must  be  willing  to  bid  his  time  until  one  as 
fresh  appearing,  as  complete  and  original  as  this,  makes  its  presence  known. 
1  he  present  specimen  comes  with  a  nice  provenance,  the  Green  Pond  collec¬ 
tion,  and  will  no  doubt  quickly  find  an  appreciative  new  residence  in  a  high-

CLASSIC  1804  14-STAR  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2260  1804  14  Star  Reverse.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  scant  3,327  1804  quarter  eagles  were  struck  to  represent  the  entire  mintage  for  the  year,  includ¬ 

ing  main  varieties,  certainly  not  very  many  then  and  much  fewer  today.  The  surfaces  show  scattered  handling  marks,  none  of  great  consequence  and  the  only  ones 
worth  noting  are  a  small  cluster  of  edge  scratches  on  the  obverse  from  adjustment  file  and  possible  one  or  two  faint  marks  on  Liberty’s  neck.  Light  golden  color 
with  sharp  centers  including  all  waves  of  Liberty’s  hair  along  with  sharp  folds  in  her  cap.  The  reverse,  too  is  sharply  impressed,  with  complete  shield  lines  although 
this  area  can  be  weak  at  times  in  the  center  of  the  shield.  All  in  all,  an  impressive  classic  1804  quarter  eagle.  Rare  in  All  Grades.  (#7652)

HISTORIC  1806,  6  OVER  5  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2261  1806,  6  over  5.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Extra  smooth  orange-toned  surface  with  a  few  wispy  hairlines  behind  the  portrait  near  the  lower  left  stars; 

also  some  minor  adjustment  marks  across  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  Much  sharper  and  cleaner  than  just  about  any  other  About  Uncirculated  of  this  caliber  in  any 
date,  1796  to  1807,  and  a  really  attractive  specimen. 

Taking  all  of  the  quarter  eagles  with  obverse  stars,  1796-1807,  as  a  whole,  the  mintage  amounted  to  18,524,  a  paltry  amount  when  it  is  considered  that  this 
includes  different  years  and  varieties.  A  typical  half  eagle  struck  during  this  same  period  would  have  at  least  twice  this  entire  mintage!  Thus,  is  it  any  wonder  that 
each  and  every  one  of  these  quarter  eagles  is  considered  a  rarity  today,  with  the  1807  being  the  least  difficult  to  locate,  while  1806/5  is  a  widely  recognized  rari¬ 
ty,  especially  in  this  outstanding  condition!  (NGC  holder  2003262-003.)  (#7655) 

While  it  is  popular  to  assign  all  With  Stars  quarter  eagles  minted  from  1796  to  1807  under  the  heading  of  a  single  type,  accuracy  would  lead  us  to  have  multi¬ 
ple  designations  within  this  range.  The  number  of  stars  and  their  placement  vary  from  issue  to  issue.  1796  quarter  eagles  with  stars  have  eight  on  the  left  and 
eight  on  the  right,  for  a  total  of  16,  while  quarter  eagles  of  the  years  1797  through  1807  have  13  stars  arranged  in  various  ways.  1797  quarter  eagles  have  seven 
stars  on  the  left  and  six  on  the  right,  while  1798  quarter  eagles  have  six  and  seven.  1802/1  quarter  eagles  have  eight  left  and  five  right.  The  year  1806  comes  in 
two  varieties,  eight  left  and  five  right  as  well  as  seven  left  and  six  right. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1821  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2262  1821  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Th  is  is  a  classic  rarity  in  any  grade,  especially  so  in  mint  condition.  The  surfaces  are  nicely  lustrous.  Moreover,  they  are  pleas¬ 

ing  to  the  eye.  In  the  color  department,  the  coin  is  a  natural  deep  yellowish  green  hue  with  semi-prooflike  fields.  A  bold  strike  shows  full  radial  lines  in  the  stars 
plus  outstanding  hair  on  Liberty,  feathers  on  the  eagle,  stripes  on  the  shield,  and  rim  denticles  throughout.  Very  few  handling  marks  are  noted,  none  affecting 
Liberty’s  face  and  neck  that  are  clear  and  fresh.  On  balance,  a  choice,  pleasing  coin  for  the  grade  that  most  connoisseurs  would  delight  in  owning! 

During  the  1820s  and  1830s,  the  price  of  gold  rose  relative  to  silver,  enough  so  that  these  quarter  eagles  were  actually  worth  $2,665  in  melt  value.  Demand  for 
this  denomination  had  never  been  great,  and  most  were  soon  exported.  It  was  only  in  1834  that  a  remedy  was  found  to  keep  the  coins  in  circulation,  and  by  then, 
dates  like  this  1821  had  long  disappeared.  A  great  rarity  in  this  condition.  (NGC  holder  6288889-001.)  (#7662) 

In  1821  quarter  eagles  were  again  struck..  The  diameter  was  reduced  from  the  20mm  standard  used  1796-1808  to  just  18.5mm.  The  design  features  the  Capped  Head 
by  John  Reich,  but  now  in  smaller  size,  with  modifications  to  the  cap.  Miss  Liberty’s  neckline,  and  other  features.  Stars  encircle  the  portrait  except  for  the  date  area. 

The  reverse  is  similar  to  that  of  1808  by  John  Reich,  with  a  perched  eagle,  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above,  and  UNIT'ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and 
2  1/2  D.  at  the  border. 

Both  types  have  a  motif  similar  to  that  used  in  1808,  except  that  the  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty  appears  smaller  and  is  circled  by  stars.  This  general  style  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  use  through  1834.  Mintages  in  all  instances  were  low,  with  the  production  of  one  variety,  the  1826,  estimated  at  just  760  pieces.  The  business  strike 
mintage  1821-1834  totaled  42,065,  and  perhaps  100  to  150  Proofs  were  struck.  During  the  entire  production  period  of  this  design,  such  coins  did  not  circulate 
at  par,  but  traded  at  a  slight  premium.  While  many  coins  were  exported  and  melted  abroad,  it  is  thought  that  most  were  melted  domestically. 

All  quarter  eagles  of  the  1821-1834  years  are  rare  today.  Most  examples  seen  are  in  grades  from  Very  Fine  through  AU,  although  scattered  Choice  Uncirculated 
pieces  have  appeared  at  auction,  as  have  a  few  Proofs.  It  is  not  unusual  for  an  Uncirculated  piece  to  have  a  prooHike  surface. 
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63  1834  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  About  1  Uncirculated  58.  Well  struck  on  the  eagle’s  feathers,  its  legs  and  claws;  minor  softness  occurs  at  the  shield  where  the  highest 

stripes  lie  opposite  the  highest  hair  curls  on  Libertys  forehead.  In  1834  the  quarter  eagle  was  redesigned.  A  ribbon  binding  the  hair,  bearing  the  word  LIBERTY,  replaces 
the  Liberty  cap  of  the  prior  type.  The  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  was  omitted  from  the  reverse.  This  type  was  in  use  only  from  1834  to  1839,  creating  an  important 
U.S.  gold  “Type”  coin  to  challenge  today’s  collectors.  (#7692)

OUTSTANDING  1835  QUARTER  EAGLE,  MS64  PCGS 


2264  1835  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  One  of  the  finest  Classic  Style  Liberty  $2.50  gold  pieces  available,  the  prooflike  fields  are  naturally  toned  and  boast  great  eye 

appeal.  Mint  fresh  quarter  eagles  of  this  vintage  must  be  examined  to  be  appreciated.  Today,  there  are  very  few  offered,  this  piece  being  especially  detailed  in  most 
areas  with  only  a  portion  of  the  hair  at  the  brow  showing  any  weakness. 

Swift  Justice,  1835-style:  In  1835,  the  year  of  this  golden  quarter  eagle,  President  Andrew  Jackson,  the  Elero  of  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  was  nearly  killed  in 
an  assassination  attempt.  It  was  the  first  time  a  President  had  been  attacked  with  intent  to  kill.  Never  before  had  an  American  citizen  dared  to  approach  the  chief 
executive  and  seek  to  alter  the  course  of  history  by  pointing  a  loaded  pistol  at  him  and  firing  it. 

The  incident  occurred  on  Friday,  January  30,  1835,  during  the  funeral  of  Representative  Warren  R.  Davis  of  South  Carolina  in  the  House  chamber.  The  rites 

concluded,  the  congregation,  including  the  President,  his  cabinet,  and  members  of  both  houses,  proceeded  to  the  east  porch  of  the  Capitol,  the  House  members 
first,  then  the  Senate,  with  the  President  following  behind.  Waiting  at  the  entrance  of  the  rotunda  of  the  east  portico  stood  a  thirty-year-old  man,  his  face  hid¬ 
den  by  a  thick  black  beard.  As  the  President  reached  the  rotunda,  the  young  man  stepped  up  to  him,  drew  a  pocket  pistol,  and  aimed  it  directly  at  Jackson's  heart. 
He  stood  only  two  and  a  half  yards  away.  He  squeezed  the  trigger  and  an  explosion  rang  out. 

Jackson  instantly  reacted.  Instead  of  ducking  away,  he  lunged  at  his  assailant,  his  walking  cane  raised  high. 

The  young  man  dropped  the  pistol  and  produced  a  second  gun  which  he  had  held  ready-cocked  in  his  left  hand.  He  took  dead  aim  at  the  President  and  pulled 
the  trigger. 

A  second  explosion  thundered  through  the  chamber.  Jackson  hesitated  for  a  split  second  and  then  started  forward  again.  The  young  man  ducked  away  but  was 
finally  knocked  down  by  Lieutenant  Gedney  of  the  navy.  “The  President  pressed  after  him,”  wrote  Senator  John  Tyler,  who  observed  the  incident  up  close,  “until 
he  saw  he  was  secured.” 

In  both  instances  the  caps  of  the  pistols  had  discharged  but  failed  to  ignite  the  powder  in  the  barrel.  The  day  was  very  damp,  said  Tyler,  “a  thick  mist  prevailing," 

and  the  pistols  were  loaded  with  the  finest  powder.  It  is  almost  a  miracle  that  they  did  not  go  off. 

The  would-be  assassin  turned  out  to  be  one  Richard  Lawrence,  an  unemployed  house  painter.  He  was  quickly  hurried  off  to  “civil  authorities”  and  incarcerated. 
When  the  House  sergeant-at-arms  asked  him  why  he  attempted  to  assassinate  the  President,  Lawrence  replied  that  Jackson  had  murdered  his  father  three  years 
before.  He  also  claimed  to  be  the  legitimate  heir  to  the  British  throne  and  that  Jackson  had  impeded  his  succession.  “There  is  nothing  but  madness  in  all  this,” 
said  John  Tyler.  Indeed.  Lawrence  was  immediately  brought  to  trial  but  on  April  11,  1 835  he  was  found  not  guilty  because  “he  was  under  the  influence  of  insan¬ 
ity.”  He  was  committed  to  an  asylum.  Said  one  newspaper  dolefully:  “It  is  a  sign  of  the  times.’  (#7693)

Warm  medium  gold  surfaces.  Highly  lustrous.  Very  well  struck  on  obverse 
and  reverse,  notable  as  such.  A  superb  piece  which  at  this  level  is  an  extreme 
rarity.  Douglas  Winter,  in  his  illustrated  Gold  Coins  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint 
1838-1861,  seems  to  have  overlooked  the  Fairfield  coin  in  his  enumeration, 
as  he  states  that  just  a  single  Mint  State  piece  is  known  to  him,  but  not  this 
example.  (The  Fairfield  Collection  was  noted  elsewhere  by  Winter.)  Regard¬ 
less,  the  specialist  in  quarter  eagles,  particularly  examples  from  with  the 
beloved  “D”  mintmark  for  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  may  have  to  search  for  years 
to  find  an  equal  to  the  present  MS61.  (Housed  in  PCGS  holder  21026477. 
PCGS  population:  3,  with  0  higher)  (#7754) 

Following  several  years  of  relatively  high  (in  the  context  of  the  Dahlone¬ 
ga  Mint)  production,  the  quantities  for  the  1849-D  quarter  eagle  were 
more  modest  at  10,945  pieces.  Three  die  pairs  were  on  hand  in  Dahlone¬ 
ga,  but  how  many  die  varieties  exist  has  not  been  publicized.  As  a  class, 
1849-D  $2.50  pieces  are  elusive  in  all  grades.  The  total  population  is 
probably  somewhere  on  the  order  of  a  few  hundred,  with  VF  and  EF 
being  about  the  mid  range,  AU  pieces  being  quite  scarce  (population  fig¬ 
ures  do  not  reflect  this,  as  fewer  lower  grade  pieces  are  certified,  thus 
making  AU  pieces  appear  more  plentiful  than  they  are),  and  regarding 
Mint  State,  we  reiterate  that  it  seems  that  but  two  pieces  have  been  cer¬ 
tified. 


Date  logotype  left  and  high,  about  twice  as  close  to  the  neck  truncation 
as  to  the  dentils.  Repunching  at  the  first  date  digit  is  more  noticeable 
under  high  magnification.  The  star  points  are  exceedingly  close  to  the 
dentils  Reverse  mintmark  high,  with  interior  about  half  filled  with  a  diag¬ 
onal  portion  of  the  arrow  feather.

choiceness  of  the  fields.  An  early  Dahlonega  mint  issue  for  the  Liberty  $2.50 
design,  this  attractive  example  boasts  lustrous  surfaces  and  no  signs  of  mis¬ 
handling  or  cleaning.  Rare  in  this  grade,  to  say  the  least! 

The  town  of  Dahlonega  is  the  seat  of  Lumpkin  County.  It  lies  in  north-cen¬ 
tral  Georgia,  not  far  from  the  modern  metropolis  of  Atlanta.  In  the  early 
1830s,  however,  there  was  no  city  of  Atlanta  at  all,  and  there  was  just  barely 
what  could  be  described  as  a  town  at  Dahlonega.  What  prompted  the  build¬ 
ing  of  a  branch  of  the  United  States  Mint  in  this  sleepy  hamlet  was  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  gold  —  vast  amounts  of  gold  —  in  northeastern  Georgia  in  1828. 
The  yellow  metal  had  been  found  in  large  deposits  in  parts  of  North  Caroli¬ 
na  some  years  earlier,  and  these  two  events  led  to  America’s  first  gold  rush 
during  the  1820s  and  early  AOs.  In  addition  to  furnishing  millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  gold  to  the  young  nation,  this  development  also  resulted  in  the 
expulsion  of  the  native  Cherokee  people  from  their  ancestral  lands,  as  there 
was  simply  no  way  for  them  to  maintain  their  lifestyle  within  a  gold  field. 

Just  as  the  California  miners  would  discover  twenty  years  later,  gold  nuggets 
and  dust  do  not  make  for  a  practical  medium  of  exchange,  and  their  use  in 
transactions  often  led  to  heated  arguments  over  value.  The  solution  to  this 
problem  was  to  have  the  gold  coined,  so  that  it  came  back  to  its  owner  in 
units  of  recognized  value.  This  1853-D  Quarter  Eagle,  then,  is  a  nice 
reminder  of  the  history  of  that  region  of  the  South  where  gold  was  first  dis¬ 
covered.  (#7768)

2273  1854-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Ex  Green  Pond  Collection.  Fully 

satiny,  unlike  the  somewhat  prooflike  Bass  specimen,  with  both  sides  dis¬ 
playing  rich  warm  yellow  gold.  A  delightful  specimen  that  surely  ranks  as  one 
of  the  very  finest  known,  the  central  part  of  the  eagle’s  leg  is  weak  (as  usual, 
this  is  noted  on  even  the  most  circulated  dates),  while  the  stars  and  most  of 
Liberty’s  hair  shows  great  detail.  Only  the  hair  along  Liberty’s  brown  seems 
to  be  softly  strutk,  and  this  is  only  marginally  so  .  In  fact,  this  probably  could 
be  called  MS-61  without  fear  of  contradiction  despite  a  shallow  “void”  or 
depression  above  star  13  that  may  be  nothing  more  than  a  planchet  flake.. 
Douglas  Winter  observed  in  his  work  on  the  Dahlonega  Mint  that  only  two 
Mint  State  coins  are  known  to  him.  (Housed  in  PCGS  holder  21026510. 
Only  1  certified  by  PCGS  as  MS60,  one  each  also  in  MS61  and  MS62 
according  to  the  grading  service’s  most  recent  report. 

Date  extremely  deeply  impressed  into  working  die.  Positioned  high  and  into 
the  truncation.  Many  raised  die  lines  are  seen  around  the  border,  and  lumps 
and  irregularities  are  observed  between  stars  8  and  9,  near  star  10,  and 
between  stars  1 1  and  12.  Such  attributes,  variations  of  which  exist  on  other 
dies,  make  Dahlonega  coins  fascinating  to  collect. 

On  the  reverse  the  upper  part  of  the  mintmark  shows  that  it  overlays  part  of 
the  tail  feather.  This  same  die  was  used  in  1852  and  1853  since  mintage  in 
Dahlonega  was  so  slight  each  year  (only  1,760  pieces  for  1854-D)  that  the 
reverses  could  be  used  for  many  years’  production  before  wear  caused  a  die’s 
retirement.  (#7771) 


2274  1855-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Two  traditional  weak  areas 

include  the  hair  braid  along  Liberty s  brow  and  the  middle-to-lower  figure  o! 
the  eagle.  Only  3,677  pieces  were  struck  of  this  elusive  Charlotte  Mint  quar¬ 
ter  eagle,  the  fields  show  minimal  abrasions  from  the  short  time  it  spent  in 
circulation.  Very  rare  in  this  outstanding  condition. 

Per  the  Akers  reference  material  on  1 855-C,  “Every  specimen  that  I  have  seen 
also  has  a  partial  wire  rim  and  a  minor  “cud”  on  the  reverse  rim  below  the 
denomination.”  (#7775) 


2275  1855-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Ex  Green  Pond  Collection.  With 

only  1,123  Quarter  Eagles  struck  with  the  1855-D  identifier,  it  stands  to  rea¬ 
son  there  might  be  only  3  certified  MS60  specimens  —  which  happens  to  be 
the  number  currently  enshrined  in  the  PCGS  population  report.  Further¬ 
more,  and  more  to  the  point,  this  attractive  MS60,  one  of  three  as  we  just 
said,  also  happens  to  reside  at  the  top  rung  of  the  ladder,  it  is  tied  with  two 
others  for  finest  PCGS  certified,  there  being  none  higher.  (Housed  in  PCGS 
holder  21026492.) 

We  quote  Douglas  Winter  author  of  an  authoritative  work  on  the  coinage  of 
the  Dahlonega,  Georgia  mint: 

“The  1855-D  quarter  eagle  is  the  rarest  coin  struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint. 
In  most  advanced  collections  it  is  the  final  piece  to  be  purchased  due  to  the 
extreme  difficulty  of  locating  a  nice  example.” 

What  a  remarkable  statement!  Considering  all  coins  from  the  Dahlonega 
Mint,  from  gold  dollars  through  half  eagles,  the  just-offered  1854-D  $2.50 
stands  tall  and  proud.  The  ex  Green  Pond  Collection  coin  is  exceedingly 
important  from  several  aspects:  First,  the  rarity  is  unquestioned.  The  low 
mintage  created  an  elusive  piece  at  the  time  of  production.  However,  in  1855 
there  was  no  interest  in  collecting  gold  coins  by  mint  varieties,  and  all  went 
into  circulation  to  meet  varying  fates.  Not  even  the  Mint  Cabinet  retained  an 
example,  ponder  that.  Today  the  number  known  of  1855-D  quarter  eagles  of 
all  grades  combined  is  very  small,  just  a  few  dozen  totally. 

The  lovely  mint  state  example  here  hits  a  home  run  from  a  technical  view¬ 
point,  and  it  is  an  aesthetic  work  of  art  —  with  dusky  brownish  golden  sur¬ 
faces,  exceedingly  smooth  for  the  era,  and  of  exquisite  beauty.  To  see  this  coin 
is  to  want  to  possess  it,  and  we  readily  picture  the  Dahlonega  specialist  will 
consider  this  to  be  one  of  the  highlights  in  his  collection. 

Die  characteristics:  Date  logotype  very  deeply  impressed  into  die.  Very  slight¬ 
ly  doubled  at  lower  left  of  final  digit.  Logotype  very  close  to  dentils,  about 
twice  as  close  as  to  the  neck  truncation  above.  Raised  die  lines  are  seen 
around  much  of  the  rim,  particularly  on  the  right  side  of  the  coin.  On  the 
reverse  the  D  mintmark  is  high.  The  center  is  about  half  filled  diagonally 
with  part  of  the  arrow  feather.  As  is  true  of  many  if  not  most  Dahlonega 
coins,  the  master  die  was  driven  deeply  into  the  working  die,  creating  a  very’ 
bold  relief  and  resulting  in  the  lowest  arrow  touching  the  bottom  of  the  final 
A  (AMERICA).  (#7776)

2277  1858-C  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Yearly  mintage  figures  rose  and  fell 

The  year  1858’s  total  came  to 
9,056  pieces,  with  perhaps  only  a  few  others  traced  in  mint  condition.  Very 
boldly  struck  on  all  devices,  including  hair  waves  and  braid,  Liberty’s  hair  bun 
with  its  beaded  cord,  the  coronet,  and  an  incomparable  eagle  (when  one 
compares  most  eagles  found  on  $2.50  gold  pieces  struck  at  this  Southern 
branch  mint).  Conditionally  and  otherwise,  a  great  rarity  in  this  outstanding 
condition!

The  shift  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denominations  was  due 
to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden  Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed 
to  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18,  1873: 

“I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  'figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  I  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 
those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.”  (#7817)

2396  1868  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  lustrous  Type  coin,  there 

appears  to  be  a  shallow  lint  mark  in  the  obverse  field  behind  Liberty  —  as 
struck  and  a  not-unusual  occurrence  with  this  denomination.  Scarce  in  all 
grades  since  the  mintage  fell  to  4,875  pieces  with  1868. 

Three-dollar  gold  coins  are  one  of  the  least  understood  of  all  denominations 
in  American  numismatics.  With  the  exception  of  the  unique  1 870-S,  there 
are  none  impossible  to  collect  among  circulation  strikes,  and  this  denomina¬ 
tion  is  truly  collectible,  although  a  weighty  budget  is  necessary.  Beginning  in 
1855,  and  continuing  through  1889,  these  coins  had  DOLLARS  in  larger 
font  size.  This  1 868-dated-issue  is  one  of  the  scarcer  issues  of  this  denomi¬ 
nation.  (#7989) 


2397  1869  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  This  is  a  date  rarely  known  for  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  quality  specimens.  It  won’t  disappoint  you,  with  shimmering  golden- 
orange  prooflike  fields  offset  by  frosty  devices.  The  devices  are  well  struck.  A 
few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  prevent  this  coin  from  grading  higher,  but  it 
is  an  excellent  example  of  the  rare  1 869  for  the  collector  seeking  a  Three  Dol¬ 
lar  piece. 

A  famous  gold  market  “corner”  took  place  on  Wall  Street  on  a  Friday  in  the 
autumn  of  1869,  the  year  of  this  elusive  $3  gold  piece.  Two  astute  specula¬ 
tors,  Gould  and  Fisk,  turned  their  “position”  in  gold  into  a  near  corner.  They 
would  have  succeeded,  too,  had  not  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant  instructed  his 
Treasury  Secretary  to  release  some  of  the  government’s  gold  bullion  into  the 
market  to  stem  the  buying  frenzy.  Prices  in  the  metals  markets,  which  had 
gone  to  a  premium  of  42%  over  par  during  the  heat  of  the  action,  plum¬ 
meted.  And  it  took  several  months  for  international  trade  to  return  to  nor¬ 
mal  afterwards.  The  Gould-Fisk  manipulation  would  go  down  in  the  history 
books  under  the  name  of  Black  Friday.  (#7990) 

2398  1870  Details  of  Mint  State  60,  Net  About  Uncirculated  50.  Reverse  has 
been  cleaned  and  there  are  some  faint  hairlines  in  the  prooflike  obverse. 
Scarce  date  from  the  1870s.  (#7991) 

2399  1874  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  few  insignificant  marks  in 
the  left  obverse  field;  well  struck  and  displays  much  original  luster.  (#7998) 

2400  1874  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Smooth  golden  orange  finish; 
minor  weakness  along  the  top  of  the  feathers  where  metal  failed  to  com¬ 
pletely  flow  into  the  die  recesses.  This  James  B.  Longacre  design  closely  fol¬ 
lows  the  gold  dollars  of  1854-56  in  its  balanced  appearance  and  composition. 
The  three  commonest  issues  (hence,  the  three  most  affordable)  are  1854, 
1874,  and  1878.  (#7998) 

2401  1874  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Lightly  abraded  fields  on 
either  side  but  with  a  decent  amount  of  original  luster  and  sharp  devices.

ProoHike  fields  with  normal 
wear  on  top  of  antique  golden-orange  patina.  Scarce  Philadelphia  Mint  date.

Not  at  all  challenging  in  this 
choice  condition,  yet  a  sparkling  prooflike,  tivo-tone  cameo  specimen  that  is

impressive  look  of  originality  in  the  semi-reflective  fields.  The  years  1879-89, 
while  each  has  a  very  low  mintage,  were  hoarded  by  several  wealthy  individ¬ 
uals,  as  were  the  same  years  in  the  gold  dollar  series  but,  oddly,  not  the  quar¬ 
ter  eagles.  This  accounts  for  the  relative  availability  and  abundance  of  1880 
in  choice  condition,  yet  with  increasing  collector  interest,  there  are  never 
enough  to  go  around.  We  expect  this  lovely  1880  will  realize  a  strong  price 
in  todays  market  for  quality  gold  coinage.  (#8002) 


LUSTROUS  NEAR-GEM  1879  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


2406  1879  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  frosty  coin  that  shows  near  superb  sur¬ 

faces  and  right  golden  fresh  luster.  The  fields  as  well  as  the  devices  bright  and 
undisturbed  by  heavy  marks.  Fully  struck  on  most  devices  and  as  perfect  as  a 
collector  could  aspire  to  own  in  this  mid-level  grade  of  MS64.  Not  as  scarce 
as  its  mintage  would  suggest,  1879-89  issues  were  hoarded  by  a  few  wealthy 
individuals  at  the  time  of  issue.  (#8001) 


2407  1879  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Flashy  prooflike  fields  backing  up  the 

golden  frosted  devices  of  L.iberty  and  a  charming  wreath.  Both  sides  glowing, 
both  sides  exhibit  excellent  detail  without  copper  spots  or  tarnish  and  very 
minimal  field  abrasions.  (#8001) 


LOVELY  PROOF  63  1882  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


2409  1 882  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  coin  that  shows  the  finest  details  in  Liber¬ 

ty’s  hair  and  feathered  ornament  along  with  boldness  throughout  the  wreath. 
Devices  are  satin  frosted  against  the  glassy  smooth  field,  and  so  create  the 
stark  contrast  collectors  have  come  to  know  as  cameo  or  “deep  cameo”  Proof. 
This,  because  it  is  housed  in  an  early  PCGS  holder,  lacks  any  notification  of 
the  cameo  effect,  but  trust  us,  it  is  there  and  vibrantly  so!  The  surfaces  gleam 
with  mint  fresh  originality,  their  “textured”  look  known  as  “orange  peel”  sur¬ 
face  by  generations  of  coin  collectors  and  numismatists. 

Only  76  made:  25  with  the  sets  February  4,  17  more  before  March  31,  8  in 
second  quarter,  15  with  sets  August  12,  2  more  before  September  30,  9  more 
before  December  31.

This  reflective  representative  shows  light  handling 
marks,  but  close  inspection  reveals  nothing  untoward.  The  devices,  as  noted  on

No  obvious  marks  or  noticeable  abra¬ 
sions  or  other  imperfections,  this  lovely  three-dollar  is  well  struck  and  often 
over-critical  catalogers  can  see  no  reason  at  all  to  disagree  with  the  assigned 
grade.  If  you  are  a  collector  who  is  looking  for  a  fabulous  low-mintage  $3  to

2415  1 887  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  A  simply  stunning  coin  that  shows  rich  gold¬ 

en  color  and  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Best  of  all,  the  well  featured  devices,  nee¬ 
dle-sharp  from  the  specially  made  dies,  display  desirable  cameo  contrast  - 
sought-after  by  advanced  collectors.  Only  the  finest  few,  if  any,  struck  from 
newly  polished  dies  show  this  degree  of  frost  and  cameo  effect.  The  surfaces 
are  delightful  to  behold,  as  well,  with  no  distracting  hairlines  or  marks,  the 
color  deep  golden  orange  and  shimmering.  (#8051) 
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2416  1888  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Very  sharply  struck  with  rich  golden  brilliance  throughout.  The  glittering  fields  offset  nicely  by  frosted  devices.  This  low  mintage 

Proot  issue  is  surprisingly  scarce  in  gem  quality,  with  only  a  handful  of  Proof  66  examples  accounted  for.  Glowing  with  mint  originality,  an  impressive  gem  like  this  should 
suit  most  collectors  or  those  acquiring  rare  numismatic  properties  for  a  rare  coin  portfolio.  (#98052) 


2417  1888  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Sharply  struck  with  excellent  lus¬ 

ter  remaining,  each  side  is  covered  with  a  rich  golden  radiance.  Only  light  wear 
is  evident  on  the  high  points,  with  a  limited  number  of  scattered  contact  marks 
placing  it  high  in  its  grade  class.  (#8010) 


2418  1889  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  very  lustrous  choice  piece  that  features 

well  struck  devices  and  pale  orange  toning.  1  he  few  wispy  hairlines  do  not  inter¬ 
act  with  the  overall  pleasurable  experience  of  viewing  it.  (#801 1) 


2419  1889  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Mint-fresh  surfaces  are  semi-proofiike. 

Especially  bold  strike  on  Liberty’s  feather  headpiece  and  hair  curls.  Though  the 
“luster”  is  slightly  washed  out,  no  single  contact  mark  or  negative  attribute  can 
be  singled  out  as  significant  on  this  final  year  of  the  Type. 

The  unusual  $3  denomination  was  designed  by  James  B.  Longacre  in  1854,  who 
became  chief  engraver  at  the  Mint  in  1844,  after  the  death  of  Christian  Gob- 
recht.  I  he  obverse  features  the  head  of  an  Indian  princess,  facing  left,  wearing  a 
feathered  headdress  upon  which  is  a  band  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  inscription 
UNIT  ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds.  The  same  motif  was  later  used 
on  the  Type  III  gold  dollar  1856-1889.  (Both  denominations  were  discontinued

1879  FLOWING  HAIR  $4  STELLA 


2420  1879  Flowing  Hair.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  A  gorgeous  specimen  of  this  date  that  shows  outstanding  quality  throughout.  The  strike  is  needle-sharp 

and  complete,  and  the  surfaces  are  a  delight  to  behold.  The  fields  are  both  showy  and  reflective,  and  display  mirror  polish  within  the  letters.  1  he  color,  warm 
orange  golden.  A  superlative  example  of  this  great  rarity,  and  a  most  important  coin  both  for  the  denomination  and  type  as  well  as  the  date  collector  of  rare  gold 
who  demands  near-pristine  quality. 

The  Flowing  Hair  design  by  Charles  E.  Barber  is  said  to  have  been  inspired  by  his  father’s  (mint  engraver  William  Barber)  proposed  1878  composition  for  the 
Half  Eagle  (Judd-1574)  in  which  Liberty  wears  a  cap  over  long,  flowing  tresses.  The  cap  was  dropped,  the  long  hair  retained  in  Charles  Barbers  treatment.  1  he 
number  of  1  879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  was  reported  to  be  425  by  Mint  authorities,  but  some  estimates  run  higher  or  lower.  Auction  appearances  for  the  1879  flow¬ 
ing  hair  create  a  great  stir  and,  seeing  this  beautiful  Proof  64  specimen,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why!  This  is  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  stunning  example  of  one 
of  America’s  most  highly  prized  issues;  an  opportunity  which  one  cannot  be  certain  of  encountering  again  in  the  near  future. 

When  these  metric-weight  Four-dollar  Gold  pieces  were  first  proposed,  much  opposition  arose  from  critics  of  the  strange  denomination;  many  pointed  out  that 
such  a  coin  would  not  fit  in  well  with  America’s  decimal  coinage  (forgetting  that  Quarter  Eagles  and  Three-dollar  pieces  do  not,  either,  fit  properly  into  this  sys¬ 
tem).  However  this  was  a  minor  fly  in  the  ointment.  As  it  was,  the  proposal  never  made  it  beyond  the  Pattern  stage  and  the  drumroll  for  an  International  coinage 
based  on  the  metric  system  soon  faded  into  the  distance  and  was  forgotten.  (#88057)

SPARKLING  MINT  CONDITION  1795  HALF  EAGLE 


2421  1795  Small  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  An  historic  offering!  One  of  only  a  few  certified  in  this  outstanding  grade,  and  a  beautiful,  dare  we  say  gor¬ 

geous  semiprooflike  coin.  The  surface  is  warm  yellow  to  greenish  golden  in  color  and  has  reflectiveness  on  both  sides  but  mainly  it  is  the  reverse  whose  reflective 
quality  gets  noticed.  Designs  are  intricate  and  sharp  including  a  full  cap  and  waves  of  hair,  full  drape  ar  rhe  shoulder,  and  extensive  wing  and  leg  feathers  on  rhe 
eagle.  About  the  only  area  that  we  might  ask  for  slightly  better  detail  would  be  the  eagle’s  right  leg,  but  this  is  simply  nitpicking  since  elsewhere,  the  small  perched 
bird  shows  outstanding  qualities.  In  conclusion  the  coin  is  a  superlative  example  of  late- 18th  century  American  coin  manufacture  and  preservation.  (PCGS  hold¬ 
er  50104274.) 


In  June  of  1795  Henry  DeSaussure  replaced  David  Rittenhouse  as  Mint  Director.  His  initial  hope  was  to  begin  striking  gold  coins  with  any  eye  to  improving 
coin  designs.  Under  Rittenhouse’s  orders,  Chief  Engraver  Robert  Scot  had  already  prepared  dies,  and  on  July  31,  1795,  744  hall  eagles  were  delivered:  the  very 
first  gold  coins  produced  by  the  United  States  Mint. 

Scot’s  depiction  of  Liberty  on  the  new  $5  coins  was  Classical  in  its  conception,  made  after  a  Roman-style  Hellenistic  Greek  goddess,  with  hair  flowing  from  under 
a  large  cap.  The  bust  was  draped  so  as  not  to  be  objectionable  to  “modern”  eyes  of  the  late  18th-century  with  the  easy  sensuality  of  the  ancient  motif  An  onyx 
cameo  from  first  century  Rome  apparently  inspired  Scot’s  reverse,  which  bears  an  eagle  with  wings  wide,  holding  a  wreath  in  its  beak,  and  a  palm  branch  in  its 
claws.  The  small  and  stylized  bird  was  sometimes  derided  as  a  “chicken  eagle”  by  early  viewers.  Along  with  the  date,  only  the  inscriptions  LIBERTY  and  UNIT¬ 
ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  are  found  on  the  coin:  no  denomination  or  statement  of  value  occurs  since  it  was  assumed  only  wealthy  individuals  would  ever  han¬ 
dle  such  high-value  pieces  and  they  would  know  the  values  from  their  business  experience. 

Only  18,512  Capped  Bust/Small  Eagle  fives  were  produced  from  1795  through  1798,  and  most  weren’t  able  to  escape  the  huge  melts  that  later  consumed  the 
bulk  of  U.S.  gold  coinage  minted  before  1834.  Survivors,  particularly  in  high  grade  like  this  sparkling  MS62,  are  very  scarce.  (#8066) 


CLASSIC  SMALL  EAGLE  $5  GOLD  OF  1795 


2422  1795  Small  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Clearly  this  coin  is  conservatively  graded  since  it  appears  finer  than  many  MS60  or  MS61  examples 

we  have  encountered.  The  devices  are  particularly  pleasing  to  examine,  with  Liberty’s  cap  and  hair  razor-sharp.  There  are  full  rim  denticles  as  well,  along  with  full 
stars.  The  simple  eagle  motif  on  the  reverse  could  not  be  bolder  nor  more  attractively  position  within  a  smooth  and  lustrous  golden  field  almost  berelt  ol  marks. 
Further  benefiting  this  handsome  1795  half  eagle  is  the  fact  there  are  no  adjustment  marks  —  none  affecting  the  rims,  none  in  the  hair  or  across  the  eagle  as  usu¬ 
ally  occurs  to  rhe  detriment  of  a  coin’s  visual  appeal.  And  that  is  exactly  what  this  lovely  1795  possesses,  strong  visual  impact.  (#8066) 

This,  our  earliest  gold  coin,  was  struck  during  President  Washingtons  second  administration.  Few  people  realize  that  Washington  was  one  of  the  Mint’s  cheer¬ 
leaders,  as  it  were,  seeing  the  organization  through  its  darkest  early  days  when  congress  wasnt  overly  keen  on  having  such  a  high-cost  facility  funded  by  taxpayer 
money.  Why,  just  holding  a  coin  like  this  1795  Half  Eagle  in  ones  hand  brings  forth  a  vision  of  those  halcyon  days  when  America  was  fresh  out  ot  the  nest  and 
struggling  to  survive,  while  the  rest  of  the  world  seemed  large  and  menacing.  I  hat  we  survived,  and  that  this  gold  piece  survived,  it  a  testament  to  the  power  ot 
an  idea:  that  a  people  are  fully  capable  of  guiding  their  own  destiny.

2423  1799  Small  Stars.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  decidedly  lus¬ 

trous  About  Uncirculated  example  of  this  early  half  eagle  rarity.  The  surfaces 
display  moderate  abundance  of  mint  frost  with  orange-gold  rubbed  high¬ 
lights  on  the  hair  waves.  Choice,  without  adjustment  marks,  the  strike  is 
marginally  sharper  than  average  with  very  slight  weakness  in  the  centers  of 
Liberty’s  hair  and  the  eagle’s  shield.  An  especially  choice  coin  for  the  grade.

2424  1800  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Even  yellow-gold  and  dusky 

orange  patina  with  fairly  well  struck  devices  and  no  obvious  signs  of  weak¬ 
ness.  Average  surfaces  for  the  grade,  though  pleasing  overall.  No  adjustment 
marks  or  rim  bumps  are  seen.  Struck  from  clashed  dies  where  ghost  images 
occur  on  both  surfaces.

everywhere,  including  the  important  high  points  of  Liberty’s  hair,  cap  and 
facial  contours.  A  simply  glowing  mint  state  example  of  this  historic  $5 
denomination,  there  is  light  adjusting  visible  along  the  obverse  stars  at  left. 

Although  54,417  specimens  of  the  Round  Top  6  1806  Half  Eagle  were  mint¬ 
ed,  probably  a  great  many  were  exported,  and  thousands  were  subsequently 
melted.  During  this  era  gold  coins  were  worth  more  in  terms  of  intrinsic  or 
meltdown  value  than  face  value,  so  a  profit  could  be  made  by  acquiring  fresh¬ 
ly  minted  coins,  melting  them,  and  selling  the  bullion  (even  selling  it  back  to 
the  Mint).  This  situation  accounts  for  the  rarity  of  virtually  all  Half  Eagles  of 
this  era,  despite  generous  mintage  figures  in  some  instances.  On  August  31, 
1834  the  gold  standard  was  revised,  the  weight  reduced,  and  the  problem 
ended  for  the  time  being.  From  that  point  forward  Half  Eagles  and  other 
denominations  circulated  freely.  (#8089)

sale  of  1974,  lot  145.  It  realized  a  then  highly  respectable  figure  of  $1,550.00.

1834  No  Motto.  Crosslet  4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  An  especially  choice  Uncirculated  representative  from  the  first  year  of  this  distinctive  type.  Not  only 
are  the  hair  waves  ol  this  piece  boldly  detailed,  even  on  the  normally  weak  areas  along  Liberty’s  forehead,  but  appealing  throughout  the  neck  curls  as  well.  The 
Crosslet  4  variety  is  much  less  often  encountered  than  the  dies  from  which  the  Plain  4  coins  were  made.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  Mint  condition!  Discovered 
by  J-  H.  Clapp,  difference  include,  beside  the  crosslet  4  in  date,  smaller  arrows  than  on  the  Plain  4  coins,  with  the  center  stroke  of  the  8  thick  and  smaller  knobs 
on  the  3.  Virtually  unobtainable  in  choice  Uncirculated  grades.  (#8172) 


Ever  since  regular  coinage  began  in  1793,  the  Mint’s  principal  output  tended  to  consist  of  one  denomination  in  each  metal:  copper  cents,  silver  hall  dollars,  gold 
half  eagles.  During  the  institution’s  first  30  years,  it  made  more  dies  for  any  one  of  these  denominations  than  for  all  the  remaining  denominations  combined.  The 
problem  created  by  increasing  coinage  output  in  the  1820s  and  ‘30s  was  always  to  multiply  working  dies  identical  in  principal  devices. 

This  problejn  became  acute  after  Congress  passed  the  Mint  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  reducing  the  weight  of  all  gold  coins.  As  soon  as  it  became  apparent  that  this 
bill  had  a  good  chance  of  passage,  the  24,368  half  eagles  with  motto  held  in  the  Mint  since  manufacture,  went  back  to  the  Melter  and  Refiner.  Anticipating  floods 
of  old-tenor  (1795-1834  heavier-standard)  gold  for  recoinage,  Mint  Director  Samuel  Moore  ordered  Engraver  William  Kneass  to  prepare  new  dies  in  quantity. 

Instead  of  following  the  original  congressional  recommendation  to  distinguish  the  new  dies  by  adding  AUGUST  1,  1834  to  the  date,  Moore  ordered  Kneass  to 
redesign  them  omitting  the  Great  Seal’s  motto,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Moore  had  been  trying  to  phase  out  this  motto  since  1831.  Partly  to  save  time,  partly 
through  personal  preference,  Kneass  always  chose  to  adapt  older  designs,  and  this  time  the  honor  went  to  John  Reich’s  “Classic  Head”  effigy,  as  seen  on  half  cents 
1809-1 1,  1825-34,  and  cents  1808-14.  The  eagle  was  an  adaptation  of  one  Reich  had  put  on  half  eagles  in  1807.  (But  for  one  or  another  reason,  Kneass  and  later 
Gobrecht  made  at  least  eight  modifications  of  it  before  abandoning  it  for  the  “Coronet”  concept  in  1838-9  on  the  half  eagle  and  quarter  eagle.)

of  the  two  main  varieties  this  year  as  the  government  tinkered  with 
the  design  in  an  effort  to  create  a  balanced  configuration  that 
would  take  the  strikes  from  the  dies  without  causing  weak  areas. 
Speaking  of  which,  this  attractive  Mint  State  has  crisp  detail  in  all 
of  Liberty’s  curls,  nice  borders  on  the  headband  with  LIBERTY, 
and  a  strikingly  beautiful  eagle  whose  shield  is  incomparably  bold.

2  certified  by  PCGS  as  of  the  most  recent  population  report,  and  a  grandly 
original  specimen  boasting  warm  golden  orange  color  with  bright  luster.  In 
fact,  the  highly  lustrous  fields  and  devices  display  only  light  (and  scattered) 
abrasions  and  scuffs  in  the  frost.  Mostly  frosty  but  leaning  ever  so  gently  into 
the  prooflike  category.  Devices  nicely  struck  in  all  areas.  Only  18,939  pieces 
were  coined.  Today,  the  typically  encountered  specimen  is  apt  to  grade  VF  or, 
occasionally,  EF,  with  AU  or  finer  specimens  being  of  extremely  high  rarity. 
The  present  coin  is  important  on  several  counts.  First,  it  represents  the  ini¬ 
tial  release  of  the  Liberty  Head  design  and,  simultaneously,  the  first  use  of  a 
Dahlonega  mintmark  on  the  design.

Only  one  other  PCGS-certified  MS64  according  to  the  most  recent 
report,  which  includes  a  single  example  in  MS65,  place  this  high  in  the  rank¬ 
ings  of  the  Condition  Census  of  top-known  survivors.  Date  is  lightly 
repunched.

By 
the  mid- 1830s,  pride  and  political  opportunism  put  pressure  on  the  Andrew 
Jackson  administration  so  that  it  authorized  creation  of  three  Southern 
branch  mints:  Dahlonega,  Georgia,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  struck  gold 
exclusively,  and  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  which  also  struck  silver  coins  along

difficult  date  to  find,  this  lustrous  example  gleaming  and  original.  Centers  are 
marginally  weak  at  Liberty’s  lovelock  and  the  eagle’s  neck  and  mid-body.  An 
otherwise  problem-free  survivor  of  this  scarce  issue. 

At  the  mint  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia,  miners  were  apt  to  deposit  gold  in  the 
natural  state  (i.e.,  dust  and/or  nuggets),  while  bankers  and  merchants  were 
likely  to  have  other  forms  as  well,  including  gold  bars  and  foreign  gold  coins. 
The  gold  melt  was  then  cast  into  ingots,  annealed,  and  passed  through  a 
rolling  mill,  which  reduced  the  thickness.  The  resulting  strip  was  passed 
through  a  die  in  the  drawing  bench,  which  resulted  in  a  strip  of  gold  of  the 
proper  thickness,  from  which  planchets  were  cut. 

After  the  planchets  were  cleaned  and  annealed,  a  steam  press,  located  in  the 
first  floor  Press  Room  in  the  rear  portion  of  the  building,  struck  the  half 
eagles  at  the  rate  of  50-60  per  minute.

The  presses  were  so  heavy  that  large  posts  had  to  be  propped  under  the  floor 
joists  in  the  basement  to  keep  the  floor  from  sagging.  The  power  to  turn  the 
press  was  transmitted  from  a  belt  running  through  the  floor  from  the  base¬ 
ment  Engine  Room,  and  which  was  connected  to  a  steam  engine.  In  this  way, 
a  total  of  22,432  half  eagles  were  struck  in  the  year  1855  at  this  Southern 
branch  mint.  (#8263)

the  1850s,  the  devices  are  inordinately  sharp  —  indeed,  razor-sharp  —  with 
complete  stars  and  hair  curls,  full  edge  on  Liberty s  coronet,  and  an  incom¬ 
parable  eagle  whose  feathers  show  completely  except  for  some  rounding  at 
the  neck  feathers.  7  he  rim  denticles,  if  one  were  to  quibble,  are  somewhat 
beveled  along  the  right-hand  side  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  1  his  one  never

is  that  of  a  20th  century  Half  Eagle  in  being  rich,  deep  golden,  and  extreme¬ 
ly  vibrant  —  the  very  epitome  of  high  quality  preservation.  Especially 
intriguing,  this  occurs  with  an  uncommonly  scarce  issue,  the  1856-D,  not 
some  run-of-the-mill  date  in  the  1890s  or  1900s.  Only  19,786  pieces  were 
originally  made.  Only  a  handful  survive.  And  the  number  of  Mint  State  sur¬ 
vivors  can  be  counted  on  four  hands:  16  in  all,  distributed  over  three  PCGS 
grades  of  7  MS61,  7  in  MS62,  and  2  in  MS64,  meaning  that  this  lovely  glit¬ 
tering  near-gem  is  tied  for  Finest  PCGS  Certified.  Housed  in  holder 
#21026465,  it  displays  bold  relief  on  the  stars,  most  of  Liberty’s  hair  and 
coronet  (with  the  only  weakness  the  braid  at  the  brow),  and,  for  the  reverse, 
a-typical  sharpness  on  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers,  wings,  shield  and  leg  feathers, 
with  only  the  tops  of  the  claws  flattened  somewhat  but  still  showing  com¬ 
plete  separation  between  them. 

More  typical  examples  of  the  date  are  usually  VF  or  so.  The  date  becomes  a 
notable  rarity  in  EF  or  finer,  with  Uncirculated  examples  offered  infrequent¬ 
ly  at  best.  The  connoisseur  will  appreciate  the  present  piece  and  will  be  on 
hand  at  the  sale,  in  person  or  by  another  form  of  bidding  (of  which  there  are 
quite  a  few  in  the  present  era  of  telephone  &  internet  bidding).  The  begin¬ 
ning  collector  may  wish  to  swallow  and  take  a  step  forward  by  acquiring  a 
landmark  specimen  of  this  1856-D  early  in  the  game.

oi  mint  hesh  quality.  Surfaces  on  both  sides  seem  to  glow  with  crisp  golden  luster.  Meanwhile,  all  devices  are  strongly  impressed  by  the  dies,  leaving  the  viewer  breathless 
as  one  marvels  at  their  detail  Full  stars,  full  hair  waves,  hair  bun,  and  crisp  coronet  on  Liberty;  a  near  complete  array  of  feather  elements  on  the  eagle,  whose  sharp  claws 
and  knobby  feet  point  to  it  having  received  a  firm  blow  by  the  dies.  The  mint  at  Dahlonega,  along  with  its  sister  mints  in  Charlotte  and  New  Orleans,  were  closed  the  year 
after  this  half  eagle  was  struck.  The  immediate  cause  was  the  invasion  of  the  Southern  seceding  states  by  forces  of  the  Union  (North).  But  also,  deposits  to  these  mints  dried 
up,  so  even  under  Confederate  ownership,  there  was  no  bullion  with  which  to  strike  coins  and  so  the  mints  closed.  Dahlonega  mint  would  never  reopen.  Most  of  its  half 
eagle  production  of  1860  fails  to  measure  up  to  this  important  Mint  State  example.  (PCGS  holder  #21026623)  (#8286) 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  first  recorded  discovery  of  gold  by  the  white  man  occurred  in  1799,  in  Cabarrus  County,  North  Carolina.  Conrad  Reed,  a  boy  at  the 
time,  found  a  1  7-pound  nugget  in  a  creek  on  his  fathers  farm.  Incredibly,  the  family  used  the  huge  nugget  as  a  doorstop  until  1802,  when  it  was  sold  to  a  jeweler  for 
$3.50.  Eventually  word  got  out  about  the  true  worth  of  the  gold  doorstop,  initiating  the  nation’s  first  gold  rush. 

I  he  Georgia  portion  of  the  Appalachian  gold  belt  went  unappreciated  until  Benjamin  Parks  discovered  gold  in  1828,  in  the  area  near  which  the  town  of  Dahlonega 
would  be  settled. 

Actually  the  first  gold  rush  town  in  Georgia  was  called  Nuckollsville,  later  becoming  Auraria  (from  the  Latin,  meaning  “gold”),  which  was  located  about  six  miles  from 
present  day  Dahlonega.  The  gold  discovery  caused  a  near  stampede  of  those  seeking  a  quick  fortune.  The  region  near  Auraria  lay  claim  to  one  of  the  richest  parts  of 
the  gold  belt  and  many  miners  sought  their  fortune  there.  The  area  was  named  Lumpkin  County  in  1 832  and  Dahlonega  was  selected  as  the  county  seat  in  1 833,  deny¬ 
ing  Auraria  her  claim  to  the  title,  and  initiating  the  decline  of  the  state’s  first  gold  rush  town.  This  area  had  been  home  to  the  Cherokee  for  many  generations.  They 
were  later  forced  by  the  government  to  leave  their  land  for  reservations  in  Oklahoma,  a  journey  that  became  known  as  the  “Trail  of  Tears.” 

The  gold  rush  was  exacerbated  by  a  state-sponsored  lottery,  which  awarded  forty  acres  of  gold-bearing  land,  previously  owned  by  the  Cherokee,  to  those  holding  the 
winning  draws. 

Parks  may  have  best  described  the  chaotic  scene,  “The  news  got  abroad,  and  such  excitement  you  never  saw.  It  seemed  within  a  few  days  as  if  the  whole  world  must 
have  heard  of  it,  for  men  came  from  every  state  I  had  ever  heard  of.  They  came  afoot,  on  horseback  and  in  wagons,  acting  more  like  crazy  men  than  anything  else.  All 
the  way  from  where  Dahlonega  now  stands  to  Nuckollsville  there  were  men  panning  out  of  the  branches  and  making  holes  in  the  hillsides  .” 

Dahlonega  was  aptly  named,  being  derived  from  the  Cherokee  language,  meaning  “yellow  money.”  In  her  earlier  days  known  as  “Licklog,”  Dahlonega  soon  became  a 
boomtown,  supporting  a  surrounding  population  of  about  15,000  miners  at  the  height  of  the  gold  rush.  Symptomatic  of  its  rapid  ascension,  shortages  of  common 
necessities  were  widespread.  As  might  be  expected  in  such  a  “rough  and  ready”  gold  mining  town,  there  were  stores,  hotels,  brothels,  saloons,  and  gambling  houses. 


IMPRESSIVE  1860-D  HALF  EAGLE  RARITY

profile  on  Liberty  will  cause  you  to  draw  in  your  breath  once  you  see  its  beauty,  the  color,  and  the  way  the  flowing  hair  cascades  down  her  neck.  On  top,  one  of  the  soft 
cloth  caps  of  the  period,  said  by  some  to  mimic  the  pileus  of  the  freed  slave,  but  meant  by  Robert  Scot  to  be  simply  a  chic  headpiece  that  fashionable  ladies  of  the  day 
would  have  worn.  The  Small  Eagle  motif  on  the  reverse  occurs  only  in  1795,  1796  and  1797.  The  eagle  on  this  particular  specimen  is  quite  bold.  It’s  breast,  nicely  round¬ 
ed,  shows  complete  feather  definition.  The  head,  also  in  high  relief  given  its  tiny  size,  includes  nasal  opening,  eye,  and  complete  contours.  In  fact,  the  strike  is  so  deep  one 
can  see  the  separation  between  the  eagle’s  lower  beak  and  the  stem  of  the  branch  it  is  holding!  (#8551) 

While  Mint  reports  give  1795’s  coinage  total  as  5,583,  collectors  have  long  known  that  the  vast  majority  went  into  the  melting  pots  over  the  years.  Estimates  of  sur¬ 
viving  numbers  range  all  the  way  up  to  5%  or  8%  of  the  original.  Be  that  as  it  may,  whatever  the  actual  number  extant,  few  can  match  the  beauty,  history,  or  absolute 
charm  of  the  piece  offered  here.  Anyone  who  has  been  searching  for  a  coin  which  epitomizes  America  as  she  looked  out  with  youthful  eyes  upon  the  wide,  complex 
world  of  the  eighteenth  century  will  find  this  1795  Mint  State  Eagle  a  splendid  example.

The  Eagle  was  specifically  named  as  our  nation’s  gold  monetary  unit  in  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792,  though  for  various  reasons  was  inconvenient  lor  inter¬ 
national  trade.  During  its  entire  history,  1795-1933,  the  eagle  was  coined  in  smaller  quantities  than  the  half  eagle.

ing.  Robert  Scots  for  this  design  copied  those  of  the  quarter  eagle.  Liberty’s  draped  and  capped  effigy  continued  from  1795-97,  but  the  small  eagle  gave  way  to 
a  more  stately  heraldic  device  derived  from  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States. 

Three  varieties  of  1797  Heraldic  Eagle  ten-dollar  gold  coins  are  known,  all  from  a  single  obverse  die.  Emission  sequence  of  these  varieties,  therefore,  is  based  on 
die  states  of  the  obverse.  In  addition,  one  of  the  three  reverse  dies  was  also  used  with  1798/7  obverse  dies,  thus  extending  this  die  linked  group.  These  coins  exhib¬ 
it  an  interesting  contradiction,  with  16  obverse  stars  and  just  13  reverse  stars.

spent  circulating.  Nevertheless,  the  surfaces  are  generally  pleasing  for  the  grade.  An  average  strike  with  strong  definition  on  Liberty’s  lower  curls  and  the  eagle, 
but  a  touch  weak  in  the  central  hair.  No  adjustment  marks  are  seen.  The  obverse  on  this  variety  has  been  lapped,  leaving  the  stars  small  and  spindly.  On  the 
reverse,  the  die  has  been  reinforced  by  strengthen  the  breast  feathers  where  they  meet  the  shield  top.

2624  1911  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  No  identifying  marks  —  and  how 

could  there  be  with  the  surface  so  impeccable!  The  sandblast  texture  of  1911 
give  the  entire  coin  its  sense  of  quiet  dignity,  just  as  does  the  sweet-faced  por¬ 
trait  of  Liberty  with  her  incongruous  (but  at  the  time,  very  chic)  headdress 
of  bird  feathers.  Saint-Gaudens  modeled  miss  Liberty  wearing  what  at  first 
glance  appears  to  be  a  Native  American  headdress.  Her  portrait  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  field  are  immaculate.  The  devices  everywhere  are  100%  bold. 

Proof  coins  of  the  Indian  $10  type  were  struck  for  sale  to  collectors  from 
1908  through  1915.  While  commonly  known  as  “matte”  proofs,  this  termi¬ 
nology  is  somewhat  misleading  since  the  surface  varied  from  true  matte  or 
sandblast  having  a  somewhat  dull  finish  to  a  satiny  effect  (in  1909  and  1910) 
some  term  Roman  finish  for  the  type  of  luster  found  on  rare  F.D.C.  Roman 
gold  aureus  coins  of  the  time  of  the  Caesars.  The  gold  Proofs  of  1908-15  were 
usually  sold  as  part  of  the  sold  called  gold  proof  set  —  this  set  included  the 
quarter  eagle,  the  half  eagle,  the  eagle,  and  the  double  eagle.  However,  col¬ 
lectors  could  order  the  individual  denominations,  hence  the  variance  in 
minting  figures.  Proofs  were  struck  at  least  twice  from  specially  made  dies  on 
the  mint’s  medal  press,  which  was  located  in  another  part  of  the  building 
from  where  production  gold  coins  were  minted.  1  hey  were  coined  from  the 
very  outset  of  each  year,  so  collectors  could  and  usually  did  purchase  their 
Proofs  as  early  as  January.  When  each  calendar  year  came  to  a  close,  the 
proofs  of  that  year  would  no  longer  be  offered,  and  it  was  directed  that  the 
unsold  coins  be  destroyed.  Phis  is  why  only  95  Proofs  of  the  1911  With 
Motto  Indian  $10  were  made,  net  of  any  that  were  subsequently  melted!

Operations  continued  more  or  less  steadily  until  the  spring  of  1893  at  the 
mint.  All  this  time,  however,  the  production  of  the  Nevada  mines  was  trail¬ 
ing  off;  moreover,  the  price  of  silver  bullion  continued  to  plunge.  The  Sher¬ 
man  Silver  Purchase  Act  of  1890  had  helped  increase  production  of  silver 
dollars,  but  it  led  to  a  run  on  the  Treasury’s  gold  supply,  which  caused  the 
'  federal  government  to  grow  increasingly  alarmed  at  the  deepening  economic 
crisis.  The  Carson  City  Mint,  which  had  been  plagued  by  reports  of  corrup¬ 
tion,  some  imaginary  and  others  valid,  was  now  viewed  as  an  expensive  and 
dispensable  frill.  On  June  1,  1893  acting  Mint  Director  Robert  E.  Preston 
ordered  coining  operations  to  cease,  though  the  mint  would  continue  to 
function  as  a  federal  assay  office. 

Nevadans  assumed  that  this  action,  too,  would  ultimately  be  reversed.  The 
likelihood  of  a  resumption  of  coining  was  dealt  a  death  blow  in  1895,  how¬ 
ever,  when  it  was  proved  beyond  any  doubt  that  several  employees,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  a  number  of  prominent  community  figures,  were  systematical¬ 
ly  pilfering  bullion  from  the  mint.  The  facility  was  closed  on  April  18,  and 
Superintendent  Jewett  W.  Adams  was  forced  to  suffer  the  humiliation  of 
opening  an  “Embezzlement  Account”  to  replace  the  losses. 

Curiously,  the  mint  did  reopen  in  June  of  1896.  However,  its  activities  were 
limited  to  refining  bullion  into  ingots.  The  community’s  hopes  that  it  would 
once  again  coin  money  were  finally  dashed  in  1899  when  a  bill  passed  in 
Congress  officially  naming  the  facility  a  federal  assay  office.  Thus,  no  coins 
would  ever  again  be  minted  at  Carson  City.  In  August  some  22  tons  of 
remaining  ‘CC’  silver  dollars  were  hauled  away  from  the  mint  by  train,  and 
all  the  coining  equipment  was  disassembled  and  shipped  to  other  facilities.

As  was  true  of  the  1907  Indian  designs  for  the  Eagle  or  $10  denomination, 
the  present  piece  was  the  result  of  Theodore  Roosevelt’s  orchestration  with 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  America’s  most  celebrated  sculptor  at  the  time.  It 
was  originally  proposed  that  the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  would 
be  reworked,  from  the  lowly  One-cent  piece  through  the  Double  Eagle.  In 
correspondence,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  felt  that  the  1857  Flying  Eagle 
Cent  was  the  finest  motif  found  on  any  American  coin.  It  is  interesting  to 
speculate  that  this  same  motif  he  used  on  the  Double  Eagle  offered  here.

And  both  sides  swirl  with 
mint-original  luster  made  up  of  finely  textured  frost  —  exactly  as  the  artist, 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  directed  the  mint’s  engraver  to  prepare  the  surface. 
The  high  reliefs  of  1 907  made  a  major  shift  from  the  usual  “basined”  designs 
of  the  19th  century.  This  produced  a  smooth,  satiny  finish  rather  than  more 
traditional  mint  luster  or  frost  caused  by  metal  flow-lines  extending  outwards 
from  the  centers.  A  resplendent  coin  from  top  to  bottom! 

(Approximately  7,250  were  struck  with  partial  knife  rim  and  about  4,000 
with  flat  (without  knife)  rim.  This  was  publicized  in  1908,  soon  after  strik¬ 
ing,  and  for  a  long  time  thereafter  many  listings  included  these  as  separate 
varieties.  The  matter  was  not  one  of  a  different  die,  but  simply  a  spacing  in 
the  collar  which  allowed  metal  to  squeeze  upward  from  the  rim;  such  knife 
rims,  sometimes  called  “wire  rims”  or,  in  Mint  parlance,  ‘fins,  are  common 
elsewhere,  such  as  in  19th  century  Proof  coinage.  I  he  rim  is  but  a  minor  dis¬ 
tinction  and  does  not  involve  any  design  change  or  modification.)  (#9136) 

An  educated  taste  in  coinage  art  is  one  of  the  things  which  go  to  make 
Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  collecting  different  from  and  superior  to 
other  numismatic  endeavors.  I  hese  1907  High  Relief  masterpieces  were 
struck  in  limited  numbers  (11,250  pieces  to  be  exact),  and  achieved  a 
premium  price  within  weeks  of  their  release  to  banks  and  the  geneial 
public  in  the  summer  months  of  1907.

The  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  at  a  time  in  our  nation’s  his¬ 
tory  when  the  art  world  was  throwing  off  the  constraints  of  its  staid,  Victo¬ 
rian-girdled  ways.  All  manner  of  modernistic  techniques  tried  on  coinage, 
such  as  matte-finish  Proofs,  rims  lacking  denticles,  spruced-up  lettering,  tex¬ 
tured  or  roughed-up  backgrounds.  Coins  struck  for  the  exposition,  like  the 
Gold  Dollar,  capture  the  essence  of  this  revolution.  Instead  of  perfectly  bal¬ 
anced  devices,  Charles  Keck,  the  coin’s  creator,  put  his  Panama  Canal  work¬ 
man  off  to  one  side.  Opposite  the  portrait,  Keck  made  two  concentric  arcs 
for  the  country’s  name.  The  reverse  continues  the  trend  and  is  a  far  cry  from 
anything  attempted  before  in  American  numismatics.  A  pair  of  sprightly  dol¬ 
phins  frolic  above  and  below  the  central  denomination  giving  a  happy  feel  to

New  York  artist  Robert  Aitken  was  picked  to  design  both  the  round  and  octagonal  fifty-dollar  coins  of  this  issue.  Aitken  was  an  accomplished  sculptor,  but  the 
Panama-Pacific  commemoratives  were  his  first  coin  designs.  Critics  criticized  his  designs,  ignoring  the  aesthetic  merits  of  the  them  and  zeroing  in  on  fact  that 
“there  is  nothing  American  about  the  coin  except  the  inscription.”  On  an  artistic  level,  however,  Aitken’s  work  is  a  successful  attempt  to  blend  classical  Greek 
ideas  with  modern  coinage.  He  used  the  same  design  for  both  coins,  but  slightly  reduced  the  design  elements  on  the  octagonal  pieces  to  fit  within  the  tighter  con¬ 
straints.  His  subjects  were  the  Roman  goddess  Minerva  (after  the  Greek  goddess  Athena)  and  an  owl,  symbols,  as  he  put  it,  “full  of  beauty  in  themselves,”  that 
would  also  express  “the  larger  meaning  of  the  Exposition,  its  appeal  to  the  intellect.” 

To  the  Romans,  Minerva  was  the  goddess  of  wisdom,  skill,  contemplation,  spinning,  weaving,  earthenware,  agriculture  and  horticulture,  all  admirable  qualities. 
Ironically,  Minerva  was  also  the  goddess  of  war,  albeit  representing  the  more  reflective  and  civilized  edge  of  conflict.  As  the  central  design  of  the  Panama-Pacific 
$50  pieces,  she  wears  a  crested  helmet,  lifted  back  to  signify  peaceful  intentions  —  a  symbol  of  American  sentiment  towards  a  Europe  deeply  embroiled  in  the 
carnage  of  World  War  I.  The  date  appears  in  Roman  numerals  —  MCMXV  —  at  the  top  of  Minerva’s  shield.  The  entire  central  design  is  surrounded  by  a  “Morse 
code”  circular  border,  actually  a  long  and  short-beaded  motif,  also  adapted  from  Classical  Greek  design.  Although  some  critics  of  the  day  remarked  about  the  dol¬ 
phins  encircling  the  border  of  the  octagonal  pieces,  sarcastically  commenting  that  it  seemed  as  if  the  canal  was  built  for  their  benefit,  the  dolphins  quite  suitably 
symbolize  the  uninterrupted  waterway  created  by  the  canal.  The  coins’  reverse  depicts  an  owl  perched  on  a  Ponderosa  Pine,  surrounded  by  cones.  Owls  were 
sacred  to  Minerva,  and  the  bird  is  commonly  recognized  as  a  symbol  for  wisdom  as  well  as  for  watchfulness,  alluding  to  America’s  need  for  vigilance  on  the  eve 
of  its  entrance  into  the  European  war.  The  beaded  border  is  repeated  again  on  the  reverse,  separating  the  central  design  from  the  statutory  legends  that  surround 
the  perimeter  of  each  side:  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  FIFTY  DOLLARS  on  the  obverse,  PANAMA-PACIFIC  EXPOSITION  and  SAN  FRAN¬ 
CISCO  on  the  reverse.  The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  above  Minerva’s  head,  while  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  to  the  right  of  the  owl.  Aitken’s  initials 
are  tucked  away  on  the  reverse  in  the  field  above  the  R  in  FRANCISCO,  while  the  S  mintmark  is  located  between  the  lowest  right  pinecone  and  the  beaded  inner

2857  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  $50  Octagonal.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Satiny  and  lustrous  bright-gold  with  eye-popping  beauty.  Almost  identical 

in  design  to  that  on  the  round-format  coins,  although  somewhat  reduced  in  size  to  properly  fit  the  coin’s  octagonal  shape.  Eight  sporting  dolphins  have  been 
added  to  the  border  design  on  each  side,  outside  the  circle  surrounding  the  legends,  one  dolphin  at  each  angle.  This  version,  made  to  the  extent  of  1,500  pieces, 
was  slightly  more  popular  with  the  public,  due  to  the  distinctive  octagonal  shape  which  reflected  the  historic  $50  slugs  of  1851-1852.  When  final  accounts  were 
tallied,  it  was  learned  that  only  645  pieces  of  the  original  1,500  had  been  distributed,  the  others  went  back  to  the  melting  furnace.  (#7452)

exclusive  toned  surface  gives  it  the  edge  over  just  about  any  other  in  its  class.  A  wealth  of  detail  seen  throughout  this  well  struck  specimen  includes  full  split  (“FS”) 
on  the  cherub’s  rounded  posterior  as  well  as  eye-popping  detail  in  the  eagle’s  feathers.  A  phenomenal  value  at  this  grade  level! 


Both  Barber  and  Morgan  had  been  in  the  engraving  department  of  the  Mint  since  the  1870s,  but  neither  had  participated  in  the  artistic  renaissance  begun  by 
Theodore  Roosevelt  in  1907.  In  fact.  Barber  continually  blocked  the  designs  of  outside  artists,  zealously  promoting  his  own  static,  19th-century  ideas.  However, 
with  the  obverse  design  of  the  Panama-Pacific  half  dollar,  he  uncharacteristically  produced  an  aesthetically  monumental  work.  As  with  all  four  designs  in  the  Pana¬ 
ma-Pacific  series,  Barber’s  obverse  is  highly  symbolic.  The  figure  of  Columbia  is  seen  scattering  flowers  from  a  cornucopia  held  by  a  cherub,  or  clothing-option¬ 
al  child.  The  cornucopia  represents  the  abundant  resources  of  the  West,  and  the  rays  of  the  sun,  wave  motif  and  north  and  south  sides  of  the  entrance  to  San 
Francisco  Bay  are  clearly  suggestive  of  a  Golden  Gate  to  the  West.  Encircling  the  periphery  is  the  inscription  PANAMA-PACIFIC  EXPOSITION.  The  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  mintmark  (S)  is  located  to  the  left  of  the  date. 


For  the  reverse,  George  T.  Morgan  did  little  more  than  modify  the  eagle  used  on  the  silver  dollar  first  struck  in  1878.  The  bird  is  situated  on  top  of  the  Union 
shield.  To  its  left  is  an  oak  branch,  symbolizing  stability  (“solid  as  an  oak  ),  and  to  the  right  is  an  olive  branch,  symbolizing  peace.  The  legends  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  and  HALF  DOELAR  surround  the  border,  while  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  I  RUST  appears  above  the  eagle.  The  olive  branch  of  peace  is  partic¬ 
ularly  ironic  on  a  coin  struck  the  year  after  World  War  I  broke  out.  Undoubtedly,  it  reflects  America's  peaceful  but  naive  view  of  a  conflict  that  in  1915  was  still 
confined  to  the  nations  of  Europe.  (President  Wilson’s  saber-rattling  would  soon  rectify  that.) 

1  he  distribution  of  Panama-Pacific  half  dollars,  as  well  as  the  other  three  denominations,  was  handled  largely  by  Farran  Zerbe,  a  past-president  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association.  Only  a  handful  of  splendid  MS67  toned  examples  remain  in  collectors  hands  —  many  of  the  former  gems  found  their  way  into  circu¬

Minimal  handling  marks  on  the 
devices  are  noteworthy,  as  is  the  sleek  gold  color  with  brilliant  and  Irosty  lus¬ 
ter. 

This  attractive  commemorative  issue  was  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts 
of  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan.  This  is  the  second  commemo¬ 
rative  issued  of  the  denomination,  the  first  being  the  famous  1 848  CAL  issue. 
On  the  present  coin,  the  obverse  features  Columbia  seated  on  a  hippocam¬ 
pus  with  a  caduceus  in  her  hand,  typifying  the  use  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The 
reverse  eagle  design  is  a  resurrection  of  a  design  by  Morgan  that  first  appeared 
on  a  pattern  half  dollar  of  1877,  also  on  the  1879  “Schoolgirl"  dollar-see  our

2866  No  Date.  August  Bechtler  $1  CAROLINA  GOLD.  27  Grains.  Plain 
Edge.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Struck  circa  1842-50.  Plain  edge.  Fully 
prooflike  fields  on  either  side;  a  sharply  struck,  eye-catching  example  of  this 
early  gold  issue.  Only  rarely  does  a  Mint  State  appear  at  auction,  and  then 
usually  lower  end  without  this  coin’s  beauty  and  natural  toning. 


Three  different  wordings  thereafter  appeared  on  Bechtler’s  coins:  NORTH 
CAROLINA  GOLD,  CAROLINA  GOLD,  and  GEORGIA  GOLD.  These 
“location  stamps”  (as  they  were  then  called)  apparently  designated  three  aver¬ 
age  finenesses  of  gold  even  if  the  particular  ores  could  not  be  traced  to  those 
locations.  Most  likely  they  were  issued  concurrently;  which  varieties  were 
struck  depended  on  the  fineness  of  ores  brought  in  to  be  coined.  This  $1 
issue  is  one  of  the  popularly  priced  issues,  although  is  considered  a  condition 
rarity  at  the  MS63  level,  so  a  strong  bid  is  called  for!  (#10044)

2867  No  Date  (c.  1837-42).  Christopher  Bechtler  $2.50  GEORGIA  GOLD. 
NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Type  with  64  grains,  22  carats  mark¬ 
ings  on  one  side.  Choice  strike  and  original  old-time  patina  with  minimal 
field  marks,  mainly  some  very  fine  granularity  around  the  250  denomination. 
The  coins  minted  by  the  Bechtlers  were  of  three  denominations,  $1,  $2.50 
and  $5.  They  covered  a  wide  variety  of  weights  and  sizes,  being  struck  for  the 
most  part  from  native  alloys  mined  in  and  around  Rutherford  County,  North 
Carolina  but  also  from  the  Georgia  gold  fields  (from  which  this  particular 
$2.50  specimen  traces).  Their  coinage  was  accepted  far  and  wide,  and  even 
as  late  as  the  1860s,  reference  is  made  to  these  still  being  in  circulation  in  the 
South  and  border  states  ol  the  Confederacy.  (#10073)

2868  1849  Norris,  Gregg  and  Norris  $5  Gold.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Has 

a  few  scattered  marks  in  the  field  around  the  upper  body  of  the  eagle;  also  a 
narrow  planchet  defect  to  the  left  of  this  either  in  the  form  of  a  “strike 
through”  or  an  imbedded  lamination.  Well  struck  and  highly  pleasing  as  one 
of  the  earliest  Territorial  issues.  Collectors  consider  this  piece  the  first  of  the 
California  private  gold  coins.  A  newspaper  account  dated  May  31,  1849, 
described  a  five-dollar  gold  coin,  struck  at  Benicia  City,  though  with  the 
imprint  San  Francisco.  It  mentioned  the  private  stamp  of  Norris,  Gregg  and 
Norris.  The  initials  N.  G.  and  N.  were  not  identified  until  1902  when  the 
coins  of  Augustus  Humbert  were  sold.  Issues  of  1849  can  be  found  with 
either  a  plain  edge  (as  here)  or  a  reeded  edge.  (There  is  also  a  unique  issue 
dated  1850  by  this  firm  with  STOCKTON  beneath  the  date.)  (#10279)

The  reverse  moderately  abraded  but  less  noticeable  than  the  obverse.  Some 
luster  retained  in  and  around  the  legends  on  the  reverse.

George  C.  Baldwin  and  his  partner  bought  out  F.  D.  Kohler’s  assaying  and 
coining  apparatus  in  March  1850  and  set  up  sop  as  “Successors  to  ED. 
Kohler  &  Co./  Assayers,  refiners  and  coiners/Manufacturers  of  jewelry,  etc. 
Their  operation  was  evidently  successful,  for  during  the  first  three  months  of 
1 85 1  alone  they  coined  at  least  $590,000  face  value  in  gold  $60,000  more 
than  Humbert’s  federal  Assay  Office!  Baldwin  &  Company  struck  $“i  and 
$  1 0  pieces  dated  1 850,  and  $  1 0  and  $20  pieces  dated  1851.  Today,  any  Bald 
win  &  Company  Territorial  gold  issue  is  rare.  (#10025) 
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HISTORIC  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  “880  THOUS”  $50  SLUG 


1851  Augustus  Humbert  $50  Gold  or  “Slug.”  880  THOUS.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Lustrous.  A  few  small  corner  bumps  and  old  field  marks 
associated  with  these  large,  soft  2-1/2  ounce  pieces.  Struck  on  a  yellow-gold  planchet  that  is  free  of  impurity  defects.  Clear  wing  and  neck  feathers,  with  the  ver¬ 
tical  stripes  in  the  shield  complete  but  the  outer  edge  of  the  same  shield  and  associated  eagle’s  claw  and  foot  rounded  due  to  striking.  Augustus  Humbert,  as  U.S. 
Assayer  in  1  851-52,  is  responsible  lor  the  issue  of  a  number  of  $50  slug  designs.  This  scarce  reeded  edge  type  features  a  target  reverse.  (#1021 1)

one  side  of  the  obverse,  leaving  a  dullish  appearances,  while  the  opposing  area  is  more  lustrous  and  shines  with  underlying  mint  bloom.  Choice  corners,  though 
featuring  the  usual  abrasions  effacing  some  of  the  fine  letters  in  the  outermost  legend.  The  date  is  clear. 

Native  California  ores  ranged  from  about  850  to  925  Fine,  the  rest  of  the  alloy  75  to  150  parts  silver.  Federal  gold  coins  had  to  contain  900  Fine  gold  pursuant 
to  the  Act  of  January  18,  1837.  However,  the  $50  ingots  or  “slugs”  or  “Californias”  as  they  were  called,  did  pass  as  money;  for  most  of  1851-53  they  were  the 
principal  accepted  currency  in  California.  Humbert  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  January  30,  1851,  bringing  master  dies  or  hubs,  and  on  January  31  he  struck  his 
first  octagonal  ingots.  (#10196)

1851  Augustus  Humbert  $50  Gold  or  “Slug.”  880  THOUS.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Reeded  edge,  as  last;  engine-turned  reverse.  Choice  cor¬ 
ners  and  all  lettering  present,  the  outer  margin  reads  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  and,  below,  the  date. 
Unt'l  late  in  1852,  the  Assay  Office,  under  the  directorship  of  Humbert,  was  constrained  by  law  to  strike  only  $50  denominations.  Millions  were  made  from  the 
native  California  gold,  with  finenesses  ranging  from  880  to  887  and  900  THOUS. 


In  addition  to  the  normal  Humbert  issues,  a  large  number  of  irregular  and  apparently  experimental  pieces  surfaced  during  the  1950s.  Original  models  for  the 
$50  ingot  obverses  were  made  by  the  illustrious  sculptor  and  medallist  Charles  Cushing  Wright  under  subcontract  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Humbert,  who 
had  been  a  watchmaker  in  New  York,  created  the  engine-turned  reverses.  (#10211)

desirable  —  Territorial  Gold  piece  from  an  aesthetic  standpoint,  as  well  as  a  monetary  one.  There  are  only  a  couple  of  tiny  field  marks  to  the  right  of  the  eagle, 
far  fewer  than  usually  associated  with  these  large,  heavy  coins  (or  “ingots”  as  they  were  called  at  the  time).  Likewise  the  strike  is  needle-sharp  with  each  detail  in 
the  eagle’s  wings  and  beautiful  intricate  reverse  complete.  The  fields  and  devices  are  free  of  all  but  the  most  trivial  contact  marks,  again,  a  remarkable  situation 
for  one  of  these.  Excellent  color  abounds,  lovely  deep,  deep  golden  with  faded  red  on  either  side.  Research  shows  that  this  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  around, 
most  found  are  Extremely  Fine  at  best,  and  with  numerous  surface  marks  or  abrasions.  But  here  is  a  stunning  Mint  State  61  coin,  fully  struck  and  with  superb 
eye-appeal.  Most  collectors  have  longed  to  own  such  a  remarkable  coin.  Few  have  been  able  to  locate  a  worthwhile  specimen.  With  this  coin,  at  least  one  collec¬ 
tor  will  see  his  heart-felt  dream  fulfilled  —  the  winning  bidder! 

Native  California  ores  ranged  from  about  850/1000  to  925/1000  gold,  the  rest  75-150/1000  silver.  Federal  gold  coins  had  to  contain  900/1000  gold,  not  over 
50/1000  silver,  the  rest  copper,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Jan.  18,  1837.  To  bring  California  gold  to  the  federal  standard  required  copper  (very  scarce)  and  parting 
acids  (concentrated  nitric,  sulfuric,  and  hydrochloric  acids),  which  were  not  locally  made,  and  could  not  be  safely  shipped  either  overland  or  via  Panama  or  Cape 
Horn.  The  new  Mint  Director,  George  N.  Eckert,  wrote  to  Treasury  Secretary  Corwin  that  some  150,000  lbs.  of  parting  acids  would  be  necessary  for  each  years 
operations  in  San  Francisco.  In  practice,  substandard  gold  was  brought  to  stated  fineness  (880,  884,  887,  or  900)  by  adding  measured  weights  of  proofing  pieces 
(small  bars  of  999  +  Fine  gold)  to  each  melt,  and  deducting  their  cost  from  the  value  of  the  finished  coins;  but  parting  acids  were  necessary  to  make  proofing 
pieces.  Calling  the  new  coins  “ingots”  and  the  new  provisional  branch  mint  “U.S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold”  was  a  neat  solution,  evading  any  possible  legal  penalties. 
But  the  Philadelphia  Mint  officials  treated  Augustus  Humbert  as  a  branch-mint  superintendent,  requiring  him  to  report  monthly  gold  and  imparted  ingot  man¬ 
ufactures  on  the  same  kinds  of  forms  used  by  all  branch  mints;  they  supervised  manufacture  of  master  dies  and  hubs  for  the  ingots.  (#10208)

been  procured,  the  provisional  mint  that  struck  these  massive  $50  ingots  was  able  to  produce  issues  at  the  regulatory  900  Fineness  as  provided  in  the  Coinage 
Act  of  1837.  As  before,  the  obverse  legend  reads  UNITES  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF  GOLD  SAN  FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA  and  the  date,  1852.  Breen- 
7715  with  medium  size  target  on  reverse.  Believed  to  have  been  struck  between  October  and  December  1852  and  included  in  the  13,800  reported  for  January 
1853.  Many  thousands  of  these  were  subsequently  melted  once  the  Federal  Mint  opened  for  business  in  1854.  (#10019) 

The  total  production  of  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  during  the  years  of  its  operation  is  not  known.  It  was  estimated  during  the  first  quarter  of  1851 
that  $600, dOO  worth  of  coins  of  the  $50  denomination  were  made.  Prices  Current  on  September  30,  1851,  noted  that  the  Assay  Office  had  been  increasingly 
busy  in  recent  times  and  occasionally  had  attained  the  production  of  $100,000  in  $50  ingots  per  day.  What  happened  to  them  all?  Edgar  H.  Adams  notes  that 
certain  foreign  bankers  preferred  octagonal  ingots  to  regular  American  coins,  thus  leading  to  the  export  of  huge  quantities,  some  from  San  Francisco  and  oth¬ 
ers  from  New  York  City.  A  newspaper  item  of  January  13,  1853,  notes  that  the  steamer  Asia  from  New  York  to  Liverpool  carried  $200,000  in  $50  pieces  from 
California. 

On  December  4,  1853,  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  ceased  operations.  Machinery  and  equipment  were  transferred  to  the  new  San  Francisco  Mint.

An  attractive  example  of  this  scarce 
Type.  The  “Assay  Office”  pieces  were  designed  by  Wright,  with  the  dies  engraved  by  Kuner.  The  earlier  offices  of  Augustus  Humbert  were  reorganized  with  the 
addition  of  Moffat  &  Company.  These  contain  a  medium  target  reverse  (Breen-771 4,  Kagin  13)  and  are  similar  to  the  Humbert  pieces  except  for  the  outer  leg¬ 
end;  UNITED  STATES  ASSAY  OFFICE  OF  GOLD  SAN  FRANCISO  CALIFORNIA  and  the  date.  (#10016) 

While  the  state  government’s  response  to  the  need  for  an  adequate  coinage  was  slow  and  never  satisfactory,  two  institutions  were  established  (the  State  Assay 
Office  of  California  and  the  United  States  Assay  Office)  that  did  provide  an  unconventional  and  partly  successful  attempt  to  supply  a  frontier  area  with  an 
acceptable  quantity  of  an  “official  circulating  medium. 

The  private  coinage  proscription  was  not  enforced  by  the  public  or  government  because  the  State  Assay  Office  failed  to  mint  enough  ingots  for  the  local  demand. 
Ironically,  an  institution  that  was  designed  to  replace  the  need  for  private  gold  minting  actually  preserved  it  (i.e.,  Moffat  &  Co.’s  undebased  coins  from  the  first 
period  continued  in  circulation)  and  in  fact  stimulated  its  resurgence  (i.e.,  the  second  period  of  private  gold  coinage  of  which  this  lustrous  1852  Assay  $50 
played  its  part  in  the  drama  then  unfolding). 
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HISTORIC  MORMON  $5  GOLD  COIN 


2876  1849  Mormon  $5  Gold.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  The  histo¬ 

ry  of  the  Gold  Rush  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  that  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  more  familiarly  known  as  the  Mormon 
Church.  As  Don  Taxay  has  pointed  out,  Mormon  “Forty-Niners”  included 
both  James  Marshall  (who  made  the  actual  discovery  of  gold,  Jan.  24,  1848) 
and  Sam  Brannan  (who  galloped  through  San  Francisco  streets  shouting 
about  it),  as  well  as  many  of  the  earliest  miners.  One  of  the  richest  deposits 
was  on  Mormon  Island,  downstream  from  Sutter’s  Mill  at  Coloma  on  the 
American  River.  The  Mormon’s  designed  some  of  the  earliest  private-issue 
gold  pieces  when  the  1849  issue  of  $2.50,  $5,  $10  and  $20  pieces  was  autho¬ 
rized  by  Brigham  young,  headmaster  of  the  Mormon  Church.  Young  per¬ 
sonally  supervised  the  mint  which  was  housed  in  a  little  adobe  building  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  The  mint  was  inaugurated  late  in  1849  as  a  public  conve¬ 
nience.  These  first  gold  coins  display  the  clasped  hands  of  friendship  on  most 
Mormon  coins  and  exemplify  strength  in  unity.  A  similar  device,  oddly 
enough,  is  used  on  the  2004  Jefferson  Nickel  commemorating  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  Expedition!  Well  struck  and  lustrous,  with  natural  light  brownish 
orange  patina.  Has  one  small  mark  below  the  eye.  Extremely  bold  centers  will 
immediately  draw  the  notice  of  all  collectors  of  this  series.  A  great  rarity  in 
such  beautiful  condition.  (#  1 0262)

2877  1860  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company  $2.50  Gold.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

61.  A  handsome  coin  whose  obverse  is  toned  with  irregular  brownish  gray 
patina  and  russet  colors  intermixed  over  luster,  while  the  reverse  is  more 
greenish  gold  in  its  hue  although  also  partially  toned.  Minor  handling  marks 
are  found  with  a  glass,  but  none  that  are  unusual  with  this  extremely  rare 
issue.  An  average  strike  on  the  CLARK  GRUBER  coronet  legend  and  weak¬ 
ness  carries  over  to  the  high  points  on  the  eagle.  Always  in  great  demand  as 
this  date  is  very  hard  to  find  in  Mint  State  grades.  Clark,  Gruber’s  operation 
was  later  folded  into  the  Denver  Assay  Office  once  minting  of  private-issue

Uncirculated  58.  Well  struck  and  featuring  clean  surfaces,  an  outstanding 
example  of  this  rare  issue,  the  strikes  of  1860  were  made  on  soft  gold. 
Coinage  totaled  some  $120,000  between  July  and  Oct.  1860,  according  to 
researchers,  continuing  into  the  winter  until  heavy  snows  made  further 
prospecting  impractical,  and  resuming  at  the  spring  thaw.  The  firm  discov¬ 
ered  quickly  that  its  issues  of  1860  were  too  soft  to  wear  well.  Accordingly, 
its  redesigned  issues  dated  1861  (coined  through  1862)  contained  a  little 
extra  alloy  in  the  interest  of  durability,  but  their  gold  content  remained  at  1% 
over  the  federal  standard  so  that  nobody  could  accuse  the  firm  of  debasement 
or  other  dishonesty.  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company  were  Colorado  Territory’s 
exact  counterpart  of  California’s  Moffat  &t  Co.,  even  to  a  federal  takeover  for 
conversion  into  a  branch  mint.  A  coin  that  is  very  hard  to  find  in  this  out¬ 
standing  grade.  (#10136)

dition,  this  one  should  please  most  collectors  for  the  frosty  golden  color  and 
strong  luster  around  the  mountain  and  other  devices.  Mottled  toning.  Look¬ 
ing  more  like  Mount  Fuji  in  Japan  than  the  real  monolith  of  Pike’s  Peak,  this 
idealized  version  of  the  mountain  graced  the  $10  denominations  of  Gruber’s 
company  in  1860.  New  designs  were  introduced  for  1861  (struck  into  1862, 
but  still  carrying  the  1861  date),  leaving  behind  the  memorable  design.  The 
reverse  mimics  the  $10  federal  coinage  of  the  period  closely  with  its  eagle  and 
shield  motif. 

The  phrase  PIKES  PEAK  GOLD  DENVER  has  to  do  more  with  mint  loca¬ 
tion  than  with  bullion  sources;  though  the  whole  area  was  known  as  the 
“Pike’s  Peak  District,”  most  of  the  nuggets  and  dust  actually  came  from  the 
Central  City  area  and  other  mining  towns  west  of  Denver.  The  famous 
14,000-foot  high  Pike’s  Peak  itself  dominates  the  skyline  west  of  Colorado 
Springs,  about  60-70  miles  south  of  Denver.  (#10137)

About  the  only  weakness 
occurs  on  the  reverse  where  some  of  the  numerals  and  letters  appear  blobby 
or  flattened  as  the  case  may  be.  However,  it  is  the  important  obverse  every¬ 
one  sees  first,  and  this  coin  is  a  real  fine  “looker”  —  take  our  word  for  it!

3001  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Three  Leaves  Under  Each  Wing.  PCGS  graded 

About  Uncirculated  50.  A  well  struck  medium-gray  toned  example  that  has 
areas  of  silvery  surface,  primarily  on  the  reverse,  and  a  touch  of  russet  brown 
undertone.  The  surfaces  show  minimal  signs  of  handling.  Close  examination 
reveals  slight  weakness  on  the  upper  curls,  typical  of  this  variety.  Well  suited 
to  a  United  States  Type  Set.  This  Bolender-5  variety  is  noted  for  having  a 
short  "dash”  behind  Liberty’s  head.  What  few  adjustment  marks  there  are 
occur  just  below  the  region  of  the  date  and  on  around  the  rim  to  the  area  of 
LIBERTY.  (#6852) 


3002  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Three  Leaves.  Very  Good  8.  Polished.  Well  centered 

and  evenly  struck  on  a  problem-free  planchet.  No  overpowering  marks  or 
injury  to  the  rims  which,  by  the  way,  are  toned  russet  brown,  probably  from 
the  coin  having  been  stored  in  an  old  coin  album.  Acceptable  for  any  collec¬ 
tor  who  isn’t  too  fussy  about  the  polished  surfaces.  (#6852) 


3003  1795  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Net  Extremely  Fine  45.  Cleaned  long  ago 

and  now  toned  nicely  in  deep  shades  of  purple  and  blue.  Scarce  Small  Eagle 
design  was  in  use  only  from  1795  to  1798,  and  then  in  only  a  few  months  of 
1795  and  1798  (both  of  which  are  transitional  years).  (#6853) 


3004  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Fiagle.  Bolender-4,  BB-61.  PCGS  graded  Very 

Fine  20.  Some  adjustment  lines  diagonally  through  the  obverse,  with  minor 
tooling  in  the  field  around  the  eagle  which  smoothes  the  roughness  in  this 
area.  Medium  gray  with  nice  russet  patina.  A  not  unattractive  instance  of  this 
scarce  year.  I  he  small  date  of  Obverse  1  is  mated  to  Reverse  A,  which  is  noted 
for  having  Large  Letters  in  the  legend.  Letters  AMER  crowded  and  touch  at 
bases.  The  1796  B-4  dollar  is  the  most  widely  available  variety  of  the  year, 
with  coins  turning  up  in  Very  l  ine  and  Extremely  Fine  grades  regularly,  but 
seldom  finer.  (#6860) 


3005  1797  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Stars  9  +  7.  Large  Letters.  ANACS  grad¬ 

ed  Very  Fine  35.  Surfaces  blessed  with  natural  medium  gray  patina  over 
which  reside  “rubbed”  silver  highlights  giving  the  coin  a  nice  accent  and 
rivers  of  originality  in  its  appearance  and  clean  surfaces.  The  rims,  too,  are 
extra  choice  for  an  early  Small  Eagle  bust  dollar.  Choice,  full,  and  providing 
a  nice  frame  for  the  central  devices.  (#6863) 


3006  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  New 

reverse  device  introduced  in  early  1798,  the  memorable  (if  short-lived)  large 
eagle  featuring  a  prominent  shield  of  the  Union  on  its  breast.  This  motif 
would  recur  in  various  iterations  throughout  much  of  the  following  century 
on  America’s  silver  and  gold  coins  before  the  shield  was  finally  dropped.  An 
appealing  specimen,  the  surface  is  medium  gray  with  lighter  gray  places  such 
as  the  bust.  General  weakness  occurs  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle  (an  area 
where  insufficient  metal  flowed  into  the  dies  because  of  the  competition  of 
Liberty’s  matronly  endowment  —  a  trair  found  on  all  but  the  most  boldly 
impressed  bust  coins  of  the  period).  Scarce.  (#6873) 


3007  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20. 

Smooth  evenly  worn  surfaces;  light  to  medium  gray  surfaces.  Stan¬ 
dard  die  breaks  through  the  date,  a  common  variety.  (#6873) 
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Bust  Dollars 


LOW  POPULATION  1801  MINT  STATE  62 


3008  1801  Bolender-1,  BB-211.  Wide  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Light  natural  gray  with  mid-level  steel  patina  around  the  reverse  devices.  Smooth,  even 

surfaces  are  free  of  the  usual  handling  marks,  while  the  rims  are  exceptional  in  their  choiceness  and  sharp  delineation.  Furthermore,  the  obverse  stars  are  unusu¬ 
ally  crisp,  showing  all  radial  ridges  and  complete  pin-point  ends.  Bolender-1  uses  reverse  “A”  in  which  the  first  arrowhead  ends  under  U  of  UNITED.  One  of  the 
more  plentiful  varieties  in  circulated  grades,  only  a  few  Mint  States  are  traced  (Bowers  lists  no  Uncirculated  examples  in  his  “Notable  Specimens”  sections  for  this 
variety!  Population  of  1,  with  2  higher  according  to  the  most  recent  census,  a  coin  sure  to  please  and  delight  the  specialist  or  cosmopolitan  buyer  of  early  Crowns 
of  the  World!  (#6893) 

Most  Silver  Dollars  of  1801,  1802,  and  1803  saw  strictly  limited  circulation.  This  was  because  their  high  silver  content  made  it  profitable  to  ship  newly  coined 
Dollars  overseas.  Once  overseas  they  would  be  melted  and  sent  back  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for  re-coinage  —  in  an  endless  cycle  —  with  a  small,  but  useful, 
profit  left  after  two-way  trans-shipment  and  melting  costs!  As  this  practice  became  more  flagrant,  mint  officials  decided  to  halt  coinage  rather  than  debase  the  sil¬ 
ver  content  of  the  Dollar  which  would  have  stopped  the  practice.  Thus,  many  early  Bust  Dollars  circulated  but  a  short  while  before  shipment  overseas.  One  can 
only  imagine  how  a  high  quality  specimen  such  as  this  gorgeous  MS62  could  have  survived  the  ravages  of  time  yet  remain  virtually  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  mim¬ 
ed.  Whatever  the  number  extant,  it  is  a  sure  bet  that  only  a  limited  number  can  approach  this  coin  for  overall  desirability  and  eye  appeal,  let  alone  surpass  it.

1801  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  25.  Much  cleaner  than  average  for  the  grade,  featuring  only  a  few  small  marks  within  the  starry  field  above  the  eagle;  choice  rims 
and  attractive  color.  Has  one  reed  mark  on  the  lower  neck  where  a  later,  reeded  edge  coin  such  as  a  seated  or  Morgan  dollar  came  into  contact  with  it.  Not  objec¬ 
tionable  in  the  least  and  choice  for  the  grade.  (#6893)

3010  1802  Narrow  Date.  Bolender-6,  BB-241.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  choice  representative  of  the  scarce  Draped  Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle  type  in  Mint  condi¬ 

tion.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  light  gray,  somewhat  speckled  on  the  reverse.  Devices  are  exceedingly  sharp  for  one  of  these,  and  handsome  to  boot,  featuring 
crisp  hair  curls  on  Liberty  including  a  sharp  “lovelock”  curl  on  the  neck,  excellent  detail  in  the  drapery  folds  along  the  lower  bust,  nice  stars  and  detail  in  the  hair 
ribbon.  For  the  reverse,  a  majestic  eagle  sports  nice  feather  detail  and  a  clear  shield  on  its  chest,  all  elements  coming  together  with  the  mint  frostiness  to  achieve 
a  notable  beauty  and  freshness  unlike  most  Uncirculated  Bust  Dollars. 

During  the  six  years  Draped  Bust  Heraldic  Eagle  dollars  were  struck,  1,153,709  coins  were  produced,  all  in  the  Philadelphia  mint.  There  are  dozens  of  die  vari¬ 
eties,  most  involving  only  a  minute  difference  in  the  placement  of  the  stars,  numerals,  letters,  or  other  design  elements.  But  there  are  several  important  design 
changes  in  the  series  that  are  of  interest  to  a  wide  range  of  collectors.  (#6895) 


301  1  1803  Small  3.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  Clearly  under-graded,  this  looks  to  be  an  EF45  or  better  by  our  expert  eye  with  luster  in  all  the  crevices  and  pro¬ 

tected  areas.  PCGS  must  have  put  much  emphasis  on  the  marginal  central  strike  which  is  typically  soft  for  this  year  since  by  all  other  objective  criteria,  the  coin 
easily  surpasses  many  EF40  examples  we  have  seen  in  third-party  grading  holders.  (#6900) 

3012  1803  Large  3.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deep,  irregular  toning  over  both  surfaces  creating  a  mottled  effect.  Final  year  of  the  design  and  featured 

in  many  early  19th  century  Type  Sets.  There  aren’t  all  that  many  survivors  in  this  upper  grade.  (#6901) 
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ATTRACTIVELY  TONED  CHOICE  PROOF  1838  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


3013  1838  Type  of  Judd-84.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  It  is  generally  accepted  that  only  a  handful  of  Proof  1838  Gobrecht  Dollars  were  produced  sometime  up  to  as 

late  as  1860,  all  are  extremely  rare  today.  Survivors  in  Proof  64  are  almost  unobtainable.  This  handsome  1838  has  well  preserved  fields  and  needle-sharp  strike. 
It  has  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  each  side  boasts  some  extremely  deep  steel  with  blue  iridescence.  A  splendid  looking,  near-gem  example  of  this  rarity! 

In  July  1 838  the  Treasury  asked  Mint  Director  Patterson  for  fifty  silver  dollars  of  the  new  Gobrecht  design;  these  were  duly  sent,  but  the  director  noted  that  all 
were  of  the  December  1836  coinage,  none  of  the  1837s  (dated  1836)  being  on  hand.  7'he  Treasury  asked  for  an  additional  twenty-five  on  July  7.  This  request 
apparently  triggered  the  execution  of  dies  dated  1838;  the  stars  were  now  switched  from  reverse  to  obverse.  There  is  no  record  of  the  twenty-five  dollars  being  sent  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  but  presumably  this  was  done. 

The  1 838  dollar  is  a  true  pattern  coin,  just  as  the  1 836  with  name  below  base  is.  Both  are  of  the  highest  rarity,  and  originals  are  virtually  never  seen  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  marketplace.  It  is  quite  possible  that  fewer  than  ten  pieces  exist  for  each  date.  The  pattern  silver  dollars  ot  1838  are  in  especially  great  demand  as  they  are 
listed  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  thus  play  to  a  wider  audience.  Of  the  three  dates  of  Gobrecht  dollars  (without  regard  to  die  combinations)  - 
1836,  1838,  and  1839,  the  1838  is  regarded  as  the  rarest.  The  usually  seen  1838  variety  is  with  stars  on  the  obverse  and  starless  reverse,  silver,  reeded  edge,  the 
Judd-84  offered  here.  (#11352)

MAJESTIC  PROOF  1839  “ORIGINAL”  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


3014  1839  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Original.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Totally  pristine  blue  with  sleek  steel  iridescence  on  this  appealing  coin,  a  memorable  offering  to  all 

who  take  the  time  to  view  the  superb  quality  offered.  First  off,  the  devices  are  piled  high  from  the  razor-sharp  strike  of  the  dies,  with  no  signs  of  weakness  any¬ 
where  on  Liberty,  the  stars,  or  throughout  the  immense  expanse  of  eagle  feathers.  There  are,  however,  a  few  very  minute  contact  marks  in  the  field  that  limit  the 
grade  to  Proof  64  rather  than  a  higher  number  which  it  might  easily  have  earned.  Deeply  mirrored  fields  surround  the  devices,  and  this  was  likely  one  of  the  finest 
couple  of  dozen  pieces  struck  by  the  dies  that  year.  Best  of  all,  the  quality  of  the  surfaces  is  outstanding  for  an  1839  Gobrecht  Dollar  Proof,  since  these,  more 
often  than  not,  were  carried  as  pocket  pieces.  An  exceptional  Proof  64  for  the  discriminating  numismatist.  (#11444)

the  300  mintage  to  some  points  to  it  being  a  Pattern  instead.  Regardless,  1  839  is  much  scarcer  than  the  1836  issue  of  this  memorable  design  by  noted  American 
artist  Christian  Gobrecht.  His  flying  eagle  was  so  artistically  precise  that  when  James  Barton  Longacre  came  to  design  his  “flying  eagle”  cents  of  1856-58,  he  repli¬ 
cated  the  design;  similarly,  when  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  created  his  masterpiece  $20  gold,  he  too  drew  upon  Gobrecht’s  soaring  eagle.

high  water  period  of  the  1840s  when  the  nation  yet  had  an  appetite  for  one-dollar  circulating  coins.  Both  sides  are  well  defined  and  naturally  toned  from  the 
aging  process.  The  obverse  is  light  gray  with  deeper  blue  accents  around  the  rim;  the  reverse  is  a  darker  shade  of  gray  and  the  blue  iridescence  more  thoroughly 
involved  in  the  process  where  it  creeps  well  into  the  fields  from  the  outer  margin  and  protected  regions  around  the  legend.  A  handsome  seated  Libert)'  dollar!

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3017  1855  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Outstanding  surfaces  for  this 

very  elusive  date  from  the  mid- 1850s,  the  fields  are  unusually  choice  and 
smooth.  Typical  softness  at  the  eagle’s  wing  and  leg  feathers  (as  made).  Only 
26,000  1855  seated  Liberty  dollars  minted  from  one  pair  of  business  strike 
dies  coined  June  29.  Many  of  these  were  shipped  to  California  and  presum¬ 
ably  were  exported  to  the  Orient.  (#6998)

3019  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  The  deeply  reflective  fields  shimmer  through 

cloudy  steel  gray  iridescence.  Blue  and  dusky  russet  brown  accents  are  also 
visible  at  certain  angles  under  direct  lighting.  Pinpoint  strike  defines  both  the 
side  with  Liberty  and  the  side  with  the  eagle,  bringing  up  every  last  design 
feature.  Fully  original  throughout.  (#7002) 


CHOICE  TONED' PROOF  1859  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR 


3018  1859  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  impressive  lightly  toned  Proof  example  of 

this  early  date  in  a  carefully  graded  PCGS  holder.  This  splendid  near-gem  is 
nearly  deep  mirrored  in  places  and  certainly  a  candidate  for  further  exami¬ 
nation  by  collectors.  The  sharp  features  will  impress  you,  especially  when  the 
coin  is  viewed  under  5x  or  lOx  magnification,  which  reveals  all  of  its  fine 
workmanship. 

A  few  more  of  the  silver  dollars  are  around  than  of  the  smaller  denomination, 
reflecting  mint  policy  of  1858-60  of  coining  more  proof  dollars  in  expecta¬ 
tion  of  a  large  market  for  this  denomination  among  souvenir  hunters,  etc. 
Dollars  were  sold  by  the  mint  for  $1.08  apiece,  with  the  8c  premium  repre¬ 
senting  a  proofing  charge  levied  on  individual  dollars  or  on  sets.  According 
to  Archives  records,  even  the  Mint  Cabinet  itself  was  charged  this  8c  premi¬ 
um  for  yearly  proof  sets  above  their  face  value.  (#7002)

3020  1859-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Ex  John  Jay  Pittman  Collection. 

Shows  a  wealth  of  design  detail  in  Liberty’s  drapery,  her  shield  with  its  incuse 
LIBERTY  on  a  diagonal  band;  even  Liberty’s  sandal  shows  its  straps  and 
leather  sole!  A  few  tiny  bagmarks  as  often  found,  but  none  that  remove  it 
from  its  very  choice  MS64  classification.  The  fields  are  prooflike,  although 
this  feature  isn’t  mentioned  on  the  NGC  holder,  it  should  make  for  a  mem¬ 
orable  addition  to  one’s  silver  dollar  holdings  or  rare  coin  portfolio.  John  Jay

example  of  this  hoard  date,  fully  white  and  frosty.  The  surface  is  much 
choicer  than  average  for  the  group  of  about  1,000  to  2,000  mostly  bag- 
marked  Bus  that  the  Treasury  Department  released  sometime  around  1961 
or  1962.  Nice  “cartwheel  luster.  (#6950) 


LOVELY  TONED  PROOF  1868  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR 


3022  1868  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Features  rich  lavender-gray  and  steel-with- 

blue  toning,  the  obverse  being  iridescent,  while  all  surfaces  are  reflective  from 
the  mirror  polish  imparted  by  the  dies.  Choice  throughout  barring  a  few  light 
hairlines,  the  strike  is  pinpoint  sharp  on  all  devices,  even  the  smallest  design 
feature.  View  it  under  low  power  magnification  and  you’ll  be  captivated  by 
the  remarkable  detail.  Proof  mintage  was  only  600  pieces  this  year.  (#7016)

Most  Philadelphia  dollars  in  collectors’  hands,  1 866-73,  are  average  proofs  or 
impaired  proofs.  Several  gem  uncirculated  business  strikes  of  this  period  have 
turned  up  in  original  proof  sets  in  Mint  wrappers,  reflecting  less  carelessness 
at  the  Mint.  On  the  other  hand,  nicked  mint  states  of  1871  and  1872  are 
common  from  original  bags  retrieved  from  Treasury  holdings  in  the  period 
from  1962-63.  Curiously,  some  dollars  of  1871-72  (business  strikes  as  well  as 
proofs)  were  coined  out  of  bullion  from  melted  horns  of  Philadelphias  Dili¬ 
gent  Fire  Engine  Co.  #10  according  to  Chapman  in  his  May  27,188  3  auc¬ 
tion!  Others  were  made  from  melted  obsolete  coins.  (#87021)

Original  toning;  mintage  in 
Proof  came  to  an  even  900  pieces  in  1878. 


By  the  later-1870s,  it  became  clear  to  everyone  except  congressmen  that 
Americas  Trade  Dollar  experiment  was  a  dismal  failure.  Many  of  these  non- 
monetized  coins  remained  at  home  instead  of  circulating  in  the  Orient,  as 
had  been  the  primary  intent,  and  caused  untold  grief  to  workers  and  small 
businessmen.  Eventually,  the  wheels  of  congress  began  turning:  after  1878, 
only  Proofs  were  struck,  and  these  exclusively  for  collectors.  Finally,  in  1 887, 
our  “Coconuts  on  the  Hilf’  (as  H.  L.  Mencken  called  these  erstwhile  DC. 
gentlemen)  put  an  end  to  the  experiment  by  abolishing  the  Trade  Dollar  alto¬

Silver  Dollars  had  never  been  popular  with  Easterners,  who  had  stubbornly 
refused  to  lug  such  bulky  coins  around  with  them  in  their  pockets  and 
change  purses.  And  yet,  the  Mint  kept  right  on  striking  them.  That  is,  they 
were  made  annually  until  1873,  when  Congress  passed  the  Act  of  1873 
demonetizing  Silyer  Dollars  (at  the  time,  Seated  Dollars).  Instead,  a  new 
Trade  Dollar  was  substituted.  The  Trade  Dollar  was  meant  to  circulate  in  the 
Far  East,  specifically  in  the  China  trade,  which  then  was  burgeoning. 

However,  quick-witted  Americans  soon  began  to  buy  them  up  at  their  bullion 
value.  (Since  Trade  Dollars  had  never  been  monetized  they  could  not  techni¬ 
cally  be  placed  into  circulation  in  the  States.)  These  they  then  sold  to  jobbers 
who  turned  around  and  wholesaled  them  to  employers.  The  employers  foisted 
them  oft  on  their  employees,  making  a  small,  but  useful  profit  on  the  transac¬ 
tion!  Imagine  the  stink  that  would  arise  if  your  employer  were  to  pay  your 
wages  in,  say,  unspendable  Canadian  dollars,  and  you  get  some  idea  of  the  has¬ 
sle  US  Trade  Dollars  caused.  Congress  finally  solved  the  mess  in  1887  when  it 
canceled  the  issue’s  authorization  and  ceased  production.  (#7063)

After  intensive  labor  in  early  1878,  the  year  of  this  7  Tail  Feathers  piece, 
George  T.  Morgan  completed  the  design  for  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin.  The 
elements  themselves,  an  eagle  and  wreath,  had  been  used  on  his  pattern  half 
dollars  of  the  previous  year.  As  executed  by  Morgan,  they  displayed  a  decid¬ 
edly  different  interpretation  than  previous  U.S.  coins.  The  slender  eagle  with 
raised  wings  may  have  lacked  anatomical  perfection,  but  it  did  embody  the 
concept  of  freedom  without  wearing  the  ridiculous  shield  seen  on  the  birds 
engraved  for  other  coins. 

Morgan  began  with  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin  out  of  necessity.  1  reasury  offi¬ 
cials  wanted  the  designs  readied  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  Morgan  was  not 
certain  what  he  wanted  to  engrave  for  the  obverse  side.  Perhaps  he,  too,  had 
tired  of  the  Seated  liberty  design,  derived  from  the  symbolic  figure  of  Bri¬ 
tannia  with  which  he  was  so  familiar.  After  due  consideration,  he  decided  to 
portray  liberty  as  a  goddess.  Too  much  of  a  realist  to  be  satisfied  with  a  mere 
product  of  fancy,  he  determined  the  head  should  be  a  representation  of  a  real 
American  girl.  Selected  was  one  of  his  own  designs  from  an  1877  pattern  halt

These  coins  consisted  primarily  1882-CC, 
1883-CC  and  1884-CC  dates,  with  a  scattering  of  other  issues,  1878-CC  to 
1893-CC,  and,  when  housed  in  their  original  packaging  consist  of  a  black 
cardboard  box  with  seal  of  the  United  States;  inside  the  box  which  is  lined  in 
blue  felt,  the  inscription:  “As  we  approach  America’s  Bicentennial,  this  his¬ 
toric  silver  dollar  is  one  of  the  most  valued  reminders  of  our  national  heritage

“tarnished”  specimens  of  random  dates  sold  at  $15  apiece.  Later,  in  a  second 
phase  of  the  GSA  sales,  collectors  could  order  individual  issues  by  date  at 
higher  prices  than  the  initial  sales.

3290  1895  NGC  graded  Proof  68.  Superb!  With  the  circulation  strikes  seemingly  lost  forever  to  the  mass-melting  of  1918-20,  the  Proofs  of  1895  became  the  keys 

to  completing  the  enormously  popular  Morgan  Dollar  series.  Sad  to  say,  most  surviving  pieces  are  impaired  through  carelessness  and  or  crude  attempts  at  clean¬ 
ing.  Gems  are  thus  rare  and  highly  sought. 

To  call  this  lovely  specimen  merely  “gem”  would  be  to  do  it  an  injustice.  So  pristine  is  this  beauty  that  it  may  reasonably  be  described  as  flawless.  A  resplendent, 
cameo  proof  in  other  words,  its  nicely  frosted  devices  are  set  within  deeply  mirrorlike  fields.  Subtle  colors  of  pale  russet  toning  with  blue-as-steel  shades  paint 
both  sides  of  this  delightful  specimen.  Dollar  specialists  will  agree  its  superior  qualifications  are  written  all  over  its  majestic  surface;  and  this  glorious  proof  was 
formerly  a  part  of  one  of  the  early  Proof  sets  long  ago  broken  up  for  singles. 

The  American  Numismatic  Association  was  an  infant  of  four  years  old  when  this  magnificent  Proof  was  sold  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  At  the  time,  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  sets  of  proofs  had  become  an  annual  ritual  for  several  hundred  American  coin  collectors.  A  total  of  880  such  sets  were  minted  with  the  silver  dollar  in 
1 895,  a  number  whose  significance  lies  in  the  fact  that  12,000  other  pieces  intended  for  circulation  seem  to  have  been  swallowed  by  a  Black  Hole.  It  is  now  clear 
to  later  generations  of  numismatists  that  the  attempt  to  complete  a  Museum  Class  set  of  Morgan  dollars  requires  this  very  coin,  the  acclaimed  1895  Proof! 

Aside  from  the  annual  issue  of  Proofs,  coins  of  this  type  were  routinely  ignored  by  the  vast  majority  of  hobbyists  in  those  days.  It  wasn  t  until  decades  later  in  the 
1950s  and  1960s  that  collectors  began  to  chase  after  an  example  of  each  mint’s  product  for  each  respective  year.  Only  then  did  it  become  apparent  just  how  rare 
ad  desirable  1895  was!  Not  a  single  verifiable  example  of  a  Mint  State  has  been  located,  and  the  demand  for  the  issue  continues  to  grow  —  all  of  this  pressure 
falling  entirely  on  a  few  hundred  Proofs  minted  nearly  1  10  years  ago!  (Coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  #1743100-014.)  (#7330)

And  the  VAM  4 
is  a  circulated  EF40. 

3362  1 878-P  (Seven  8-TF  coins)  8-TF  Morgans  are  getting  harder  to  find  in  any 
grade.  Here,  we  offer  the  VAM  1  in  VF;  the  VAM  2  in  XF;  the  VAM  6  n  VF; 
the  VAM  7  in  an  EF40  PCI  holder;  the  VAM  8  in  VF;  the  VAM  14.1  in  VF;

The  amazing  thing  is  that  we  now 
know  what  die  pair  produced  the  first  dollars  that  were  struck  —  it  was  the 
VAM  9.  Indeed,  the  specimen  offered  here  was  in  the  first  batch  of  Morgan 
dollars  minted.  The  VAM  9  is  scarce  in  all  grades  and  is  a  major  rarity  in  BU, 
with  fewer  than  ten  uncirculated  specimens  known.  This  “Top  100”  variety 
is  on  everyone’s  Hit  List,  and  the  specimen  offered  here  is  quite  attractive  for 
the  grade.

Morgans.  The  amazing  thing  is  that  even  circulated  8-TFs  are  becoming  as 
scarce  as  hen’s  teeth.  The  following  are  from  the  consignor’s  set:  VAM  10  in 
MS60  with  reflective  surfaces;  VAM  14  in  EF45;  VAM  14.1  in  EF45;  VAM 
14.2  in  EF45;  VAM  14.10  in  Fine  cleaned;  and  two  VAM  22  “Hot  50”  spec¬ 
imens,  one  in  good  and  the  other  in  VF. 


The  measure  of  any  VAM  sale 
is  the  presence  of  1878-P  varieties  like  VAM  5,  VAM  9  and  the  VAM  1  5  pre¬ 
sented  here.  This  VAM  15  is  spectacular,  with  full  proof-like  surfaces,  nice 
contrast,  and  a  minimum  of  marks.  Note  that  the  word  LIBER  I  Y  in  Lib¬ 
erty’s  headband  shows  strong  doubling.  This  is  a  key  diagnostic.  As  for 
appearance,  this  VAM  15  has  the  “look”  of  a  higher  grade  and  is  destined  for 
a  first-rate  VAM  collection. 

The  VAM  23,  with  Liberty’s  profile  strongly 
doubled,  is  the  super-star  here.  Included  in  the  lot  are  VAMs  16  &  17,  both 
raw  VF;  VAM  1 9  in  an  ANACS  holder  grading  AU50;  VAM  21  is  a  raw  VF;

The  key  attributes  of  a  VAM  44  are  the  tripled  features  in  Liberty’s  bonnet, 
most  notably  the  edges  of  the  cotton  blossoms  and  leaves.  This  “Top  100” 
coin  has  semi-prooflike  surfaces,  and  super  eye-appeal.  For  those  interested 
in  the  best  of  the  best,  you  can  hardly  go  wrong  with  an  attractive  AU  VAM 
44!

One  of  the  under-val¬ 
ued  areas  of  VAM  collecting  is  the  7-TF  varieties.  This  group  of  five  coins  all 
have  what’s  called  a  “Bl”  Reverse,  which  means  the  center  arrow  shaft  is 
longer  than  on  the  later  design.  The  VAM  70,  a  popular  “Top  100”  variety, 
is  in  an  ANACS  MS60  holder;  the  VAM  80  is  in  an  AU55  ANACS  holder; 
the  VAM  82  has  been  slabbed  by  ANACS  as  an  MS61;  the  VAM  83  is 
ANACS  AU55;  and  the  VAM  84  is  an  unslabbed  EF.  Interestingly,  these  five 
VAMs  represent  five  of  six  known  78-P  Bl  VAMs. 
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3374  1878-P  (Six  Slabbed  7-TF  VAMs).  Prior  to  the  new  book  and  CD  coming 
out  for  7-TF  varieties,  the  attribution  ot  these  varieties  has  been  a  mystery  for 
many,  it  not  most,  VAM  collectors.  This  group  of  six  7-TF  varieties  is  a  good 
beginning  tor  a  set.  The  first  is  a  SEGS  MS62  VAM  100.  Following  is  an 
ANACS  EF45  VAM  1 15,  which  is  a  popular  “Top  100  variety  with  tripled 
leaves  in  Liberty’s  head-dress;  next  is  a  VAM  1 17  with  UNC  details  graded 
net  AU 5 5  by  ANACS.  The  VAM  141  follows  in  ANACS  AU58.  (Note  that 
VAMs  1 17  and  141  share  the  same  “Tripled  Star  "  obverse.)  Next,  the  VAM 
171  with  “Tripled  R”  obverse  grades  EF  details  net  VF,  and  finally  there  is  a 
YAM  195A  in  ANACS  AU55  DMPL.  All  in  all,  this  group  of  “Top  100” 
varieties  is  especially  nice  for  the  grades. 

3375  1878-P  (Eight  7-TF  VAMs,  3  in  ANACS  holders).  This  is  continuation  of 
the  consignor’s  7-TF  collection.  There  is  a  VAM  1 13  in  ANACS  AU50;  a 
VAM  1 14  in  raw  VF;  a  VAM  119  in  raw  EF;  two  unattributed  polished  VF 
B1  specimens;  VAM  131  in  an  unattributed  ANACS  MS63  holder;  and  a 
misattributed  ANACS  AU55  specimen  that’s  labeled  VAM  144  on  the  hold¬ 
er,  but  has  a  “Rev.  of  ‘79”  Reverse.  The  final  coin  in  the  lot  is  a  particularly 
good  one,  a  raw  VAM  145  that  grades  AU58  or  better.  The  VAM  145  is  list¬ 
ed  as  a  “Hot  50”  variety,  and  is  scarce  up  through  EF,  rare  in  AU,  and  ultra- 
rare  in  BU. 


3376  1878-P  (Nine  7-TF  VAMs  with  B2  Reverse).  This  is  the  last  of  the  con¬ 
signor’s  7-TF  set,  and  it  was  worth  waiting  for.  It  starts  with  a  VAM  163  in 
ANACS  MS60,  and  continues  with  a  raw  EF  VAM  165;  an  unattributed  raw 
B2  Reverse  in  EF;  a  raw  VAM  169  in  VF;  raw  VAMs  186,  188  and  195  in 
VF;  a  raw  VAM  196  in  MS60;  and  a  raw  VAM  197  in  AU.  The  stand-out 
variety  here  is  the  VAM  188,  with  its  over-polished  L  in  LIBERTY,  which  is 
presently  unknown  in  BU  and  rare  in  all  grades. 

3377  1878-P  (Three  7-TF  “Rev.  of ‘79”  ANACS  VAMs).  This  lot  contains  the 
three  “Top  100”  VAMs  that  are  the  key  “Rev.  of ‘79”  varieties.  The  first  is 
the  VAM  203  in  ANACS  AU55.  The  VAM  203  is  notable  for  its  short,  front 
wheat  leaf.  Next  is  the  VAM  220,  which  grades  EF45  in  an  ANACS  holder, 
and  is  a  major  rarity  in  higher  grades.  And  lastly,  the  VAM  223  is  in  an 
ANACS  slab  labeled  AU53,  identified  by  its  over-polished  “L”  in  the  word 
LIBERTY.  If  rarity  is  your  “thing,”  then  this  group  of  three  has  it. 

3378  1878-P  (Four  Rev.  of ‘79  Specimens).  The  Reverse  of  1879  “Round  Breast 
design  remains  a  relatively  unexplored  segment  of  VAM  collecting,  as  only 
recently  has  there  been  significant  research  on  this  final  design  of  1878. 
Included  here  are  four  different  varieties,  starting  with  the  VAM  202  in  an 
ANACS  MS60  holder;  a  VAM  210A  that’s  a  raw  AU;  a  raw  VAM  222  that 
grades  EF;  and  a  VAM  21 0B  in  an  ANACS  MS6lslab.  All  are  conservative¬ 
ly  graded. 

3379  1878-P  7-TFs  (Eleven  VAMs).  Want  to  expand  your  inventory  of  circulat¬ 
ed  78-P  7-TF  coins?  Then  this  lot  is  a  bonanza.  All  eleven  coins  are 
unslabbed,  and  Bl,  B2  and  C  reverses  are  all  represented  here.  Grades  aver¬ 
age  XF,  but  specific  coins  have  problems.  So,  inspection  is  suggested  if  the 
VAM  numbers  are  important. 

3380  1878-CC  (Four  ANACS  coins).  “Carson  City”  is  a  battle-cry  in  the  current 
market,  and  it  seems  that  any  dollar  with  a  “CC  mintmark  is  in  instant 
demand.  Add  to  the  mix  the  important  VAM  varieties  from  that  mint,  and 
you  have  a  prescription  for  runaway  prices.  And  thats  what  weve  seen. 
Here,  we  offer  a  circulated  VAM  2  that’s  been  cleaned;  a  circulated  VAM  3 
that’s  been  cleaned,  a  solid  EF  VAM  4,  and  a  drum  roll  pleaseO..  A  wonder¬ 
ful  VAM  1 1  in  MS62.  The  VAM  1 1  “Top  100”  variety  has  lots  of  appeal, 
and  the  specimen  here  could  bring  a  lot  of  attention.  Semi-prooflike  sur¬ 
faces,  sharp  detail,  and  fewer  than  normal  bagmarks  all  add  to  the  appeal. 


3381  1878-CC  (Three  Top  100  VAMs  in  ANACS  holders).  The  three  1878-CC 

varieties  in  this  lot  represent  the  pinnacle  of  rarity  for  this  date  and  mint- 
mark,  and  all  three  appear  on  just  about  everyone’s  Want  Lists.  The  VAM  6 
is  one  of  only  two  varieties  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series  where  a  mintmark 
actually  touches  the  wreath  on  the  Reverse.  This  AU53  specimen  is  quite 
attractive  and  has  proof-like  surfaces.  The  VAM  18  is  an  especially  tough 
variety  to  obtain,  and  this  ANACS  FT40  specimen  could  well  be  the  answer 
to  someone’s  search.  Note  that  both  VAM  6  and  18  share  the  same  strongly 
Doubled  Die  obverse.  And  finally,  the  VAM  24  grades  ANACS  EF40.  All 
three  rarities  have  “Doubled  Leaves”  obverses. 


3382  1878-S  (A  Group  of  Six  VAMs).  Considering  that  their  Philadelphia  coun¬ 

terparts  have  received  all  the  attention,  collectors  interested  in  a  fertile  new 
area  of  VAM  research  might  consider  1878  silver  dollars  struck  at  the  San 
Francisco  branch  mint.  As  a  reference  point,  the  consignor  started  with  the 
VAM  1,  a  nice  ANACS  specimen  grading  MS62.  Also  included  in  this  lot  is 
a  raw  VAM  IB  in  AU;  an  ANACS  VAM  2  in  MS62;  a  raw  VAM  5  in  Choice 
XF;  a  raw  AU58  VAM  7;  and  an  ANACS  MS63  VAM  8  with  proof-like 
Obverse.  This  is  a  nice  beginning  for  a  set. 


3383  1878-S  (Six  VAMs,  Three  in  ANACS  holders).  This  lot  contains:  A  raw 

VAM  9  in  AU;  a  raw  VAM  17;  a  BU  coin  attributed  VAM  17,  possibly 
whizzed;  a  VAM  19  in  ANACS  MS62  holder;  a  VAM  20  in  ANACS  MS64 
holder;  a  VAM  29  in  ANACS  MS63  holder;  and  a  raw  AU  specimen  labeled 
VAM  30.  Here’s  a  real  opportunity  to  obtain  some  nice  78-S  VAMs,  before 
they  become  the  focus  of  more  collector  attention. 


3384  Potpourri  of  VAMs  (Eight  Varieties)  Here  is  an  interesting  grouping  of 
VAMs  that  begin  with  an  1878-S  with  Bl  Reverse.  The  ANACS  holder  says 
Fine  12  and  labels  the  coin  as  a  VAM  27.  However,  the  attribution  is  wrong. 
The  next  six  coins  are  1879-P  varieties  ranging  in  grade  from  EF  to  BU, 
labeled  VAMs  14,  15,16,  25,  29  &  34.  The  final  coin  is  an  unattributed 
ANACS  1879-S  Rev.  of  1878  in  AU50. 


3385  1879-CC  (Three  Varieties).  Certain  Morgan  dollar  dates  are  pure  magic  in 

the  minds  of  collectors,  and  the  1879-CC  is  in  that  category.  First  is  a  raw 
VAM  2  in  VG,  followed  by  a  worn  Good  VAM  3.  Last  is  the  key  to  the 
group,  a  PCGS  VAM  3  in  VF20.  Of  interest  here  is  the  fact  that  the  last  two 
specimens  are  the  so-called  “Capped  Die”  variety,  a  “Top  100  designated 
rarity,  where  a  large  “CC”  mintmark  was  punched  into  the  die  over  the  par¬ 
tially  effaced  small  “CC.” 


3386  1879-0  (Eight  VAMs,  two  in  ANACS  holders).  There's  one  “Top  100 

VAM  in  this  group  of  varieties  —  the  VAM  4  with  repunched  mintmark. 
I  his  variety  has  long  been  listed  as  having  an  “O/Horizontal  Q  mintmark. 
which  makes  it  unique  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  The  other  possibility  is 
that  it  has  an  “O/O/O”  mintmark.  In  either  case,  the  VAM  4  fascinates  col¬ 
lectors.  I  he  second  coin  in  the  group  is  a  VAM  20  in  an  ANACS  AU58 
holder.  1  he  rest  of  the  lot  consists  of  six  unslabbed  varieties,  which  include 
VAMs  3,  5,  7,  16,  24  &  27,  all  ranging  in  grade  from  XI  to  AU. 
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3387  1879-S  (Six  VAMs  in  ANACS  holders).  Do  you  like  great  looking  coins? 

Then  here  is  a  lot  of  six  BU  1879-S  specimens,  all  with  VAM  numbers 
thrown  in.  This  group  includes:  A  VAM  3  in  MS63;  a  VAM  12  in  MS60; 
a  VAM  13  in  MS62;  a  VAM  18  in  MS62;  a  VAM  22  in  MS63;  and  a  VAM 
30  in  MS63. 


3388  1880-P  (Eleven  VAMs).  The  first  item  in  this  lot  is  a  “Top  100”  variety,  the 

VAM  1A  “Hangnail”  variety  in  ANACS  EF45.  This  one  is  followed  by  a 
VAM  3  in  ANACS  MS63PL,  which  is  a  appealing  grade  for  any  1880-P. 
What  follows  is  nine  raw  specimens,  labeled:  VAMs  6,  12,  13,  13,  17,  24, 
26,  28  and  38.  The  VAM  6  only  grades  Good,  while  the  other  eight  varieties 
average  at  least  EF. 


3389  1880-P  (Two  VAMs  in  ANACS  Holders).  These  two  overdates  represent 

the  cream  of  the  crop.  The  first  is  a  VAM  6  in  ANACS  AU55.  1  he  VAM  6 
“8/7  Spikes”  overdate  feature  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series, 
with  strong  overdate  remains  in  the  upper  loop  of  the  “8.  The  VAM  8  is  a 
major  rarity  in  any  grade,  and  is  lacking  in  all  but  the  top  VAM  collections, 
and  here  it  grades  AU  details  net  40  in  an  ANACS  holder.  Both  are  major 
“Top  100”  rarities. 


3390  1880-P  (Four  VAMs,  Two  in  ANACS  holders).  This  lot  consists  of  four  80- 

P  overdates.  The  first  is  a  VAM  9  “8/7  Stem”  variety  in  an  ANACS  MS60 
holder.  The  second  is  a  VAM  1 0  “8/7  Bit”  variety  in  ANACS  MS61 .  T  he  last 
two  are  raw  specimens  of  VAMs  11  and  16,  both  so-called  Checkmark 
overdate  varieties  in  raw  AU.  This  is  a  nice  group. 


3391  1880-P  (  Two  Slabbed  VAMs).  Here  are  two  stars  in  the  overdate  firma¬ 

ment.  First  is  the  VAM  7  “Crossbar”  variety,  which  is  outrageously  rare  in  all 
grades  and  is  unknown  in  UNC.  This  specimen  has  AU  details  and  grades 
net  EF40  in  an  ANACS  holder.  The  second  specimen  is  a  VAM  23  “80/79 
Overdate”  which  is  also  rare  in  all  grades.  This  one  grades  FF40  in  an 
ANACS  holder.  Together,  these  important  overdates  would  make  a  welcome 
addition  to  any  VAM  collection. 


3392  1880-CC  (Four  VAMs  in  Slabs).  Talk  about  powerful!  Here  are  four 

slabbed  80-CC  varieties  that  some  would  die  for.  The  VAM  4  is  in  an 
ANACS  MS63  holder,  and  is  an  important  overdate  variety  with  the  “Flat 
Breast”  Reverse  of  1878.  This  premium  coin  shows  has  especially  clean  sur¬ 
faces.  The  second  coin  is  a  PCGS  MS62  VAM  5  overdate.  Nice!  The  third 
coin  is  a  VAM  9  in  ANACS  EF40  holder,  and  the  last  is  a  VAM  10  that’s 
been  cleaned,  and  the  holder  has  no  grade.  In  light  of  the  current  runaway 
popularity  of  “CC”  dollars,  this  lot  will  appeal  to  general  collectors  and  VAM 
specialists,  alike. 


3393  1880-CC  (Three  Slabbed  VAMs).  Here  are  three  more  1880-CC  speci¬ 

mens:  VAM  3  is  ANACS  MS62;  VAM  6  is  a  cleaned  “No  Grade”;  and  VAM 
8  is  ANACS  MS63.  The  VAM  6  is  an  “eye-popping”  overdate  variety,  but 
deep  hairlines  detract.  However,  the  other  two  coins  are  extremely  attractive. 


3394  1880-0  (Two  “Top  100”  ANACS  VAMs).  The  two  VAMs  in  this  lot  are 

both  desirable  to  specialists.  The  first  is  a  VAM  1 A  “Hangnail”  variety  in  an 
ANACS  AU38  holder.  This  variety  gets  its  name  from  the  small  die  gouge 
found  on  the  eagle’s  left-most  tail-feather.  The  second  variety  is  the  VAM  43 
in  ANACS  AU58.  This  one,  notable  for  Liberty’s  doubled  ear,  is  rarely 
encountered. 


3395  1880-0  (8  VAMs)  This  lot  is  a  treasure  trove  of  80-0  varieties.  Starting 

with  two  ANACS  overdates,  the  VAM  4  overdate  grades  AU55,  and  the 
VAM  5  overdate  grades  AU55PF.  These  two  VAMs  are  key  components  of 
the  1 880-0  overdate  set,  and  both  are  highly  sought  after.  The  rest  of  the 
VAMs  consist  of  six  raw  coins,  all  grading  AU  except  for  one,  which  grades 
Good/VG.  They  are  VAMs  2,  6A,  8,  9,  13  and  the  low  grade  coin. 
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3396  1880-0  (  Three  Important  Overdates).  1  his  concludes  the  1 880-0  section 

of  the  sale,  but  the  best  was  saved  for  last.  First  is  the  VAM  6  in  ANACS 
AU55  holder.  What’s  interesting  here  is  that  this  variety  has  now  been  des¬ 
ignated  VAM  6C  due  to  the  clash  mark  on  the  obverse.  The  second  coin, 
which  is  the  most  common  of  the  overdates,  is  the  VAM  6A  in  a  PCI  EF45 
slab.  And  the  final  coin  is  the  “piece  de  resistance,”  the  ultra-rare  VAM  6B 
in  an  ANACS  AU50  holder.  A  group  of  coins  like  this  would  make  a  great 
beginning  of  a  Morgan  dollar  overdate  set. 


3397  1880-S,  80  over  79.  VAM-8  “Top  100”.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65. 
Deep  Prooflike.  Features  a  Medium  S  mintmark.  Full-bore  cameo  contrast 
between  the  frosty  white  devices  and  mirror-deep  field  on  both  sides.  A 
resplendent  gem  of  this  popular  but  elusive  VAM  variety.  The  grade  says 
much  about  its  current  state  of  preservation  and  future  potential!  (#97123) 

3398  1880-S  “0/9”  NGC  MS65  Here  is  a  second  80-S  VAM  8  specimen,  again 
near  the  top  end  of  the  grade  range.  The  “0/9”  variety  feature  is  quite  clear 
and  the  coin  surfaces  are  without  color.  The  reverse  has  the  diagnostic  “Medi¬ 
um  S”  mintmark,  and  overall,  the  coin  has  strong  luster  and  lots  of  eye 
appeal.  (#7122) 

3399  1880-S  “8/7”  PCGS  MS64  Two  overdate  1880-S  varieties  share  this  same 
“8/7”  obverse.  The  coin  here  is  the  VAM  8  with  “Medium  S”  mintmark, 
which  can  be  distinguished  by  its  mintmark  from  its  “Large  S”  mintmark 
VAM  9  counterpart.  Both  are  equally  scarce.  This  specimen  is  a  PQ  MS64, 
which  makes  it  quite  desirable  to  VAM  specialists.  (#7120) 

3400  1880-S  “0/9”  PCGS  MS65  This  VAM  1 1  specimen  with  its  “0/9  overdate 
feature  is  spectacular  in  terms  of  eye  appeal.  Its  frosty  surfaces  show  some  yel¬ 
lowish-brown  and  dark  brown  toning  around  the  periphery  on  the  obverse 
and  a  little  toning  on  the  reverse.  In  fact,  it  has  the  “look”  of  an  even  high¬ 
er  grade,  and  would  fit  into  a  high  grade  variety  set.  (#7122) 

3401  1880-S  VAM  1 1  NGC  MS65.  The  “Hot  50”  variety  offered  here  is  the  only 
known  “0/9”  overdate  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series  and  is  in  a  top  grade,  as 
well.  This  NGC  specimen  clearly  shows  the  remains  of  a  “9”  at  the  top  inside 
of  the  “0”  in  the  date.  It’s  a  gorgeous  specimen,  as  well,  with  golden  tones 
around  the  periphery.  (#7122) 

3402  1880-S  (Five  VAMs).  Four  ANACS  coins  are  included  here.  The  VAM  1  is 
graded  MS64;  the  VAM  3  is  MS61;  the  VAM  7  is  MS61  and  the  VAM  18  is 
MS63.  The  fifth  coin  is  a  kicker  for  those  who  like  pedigrees,  where  the  spec¬ 
imen  is  a  raw  MS63  VAM  8  acquired  out  of  the  legendary  Terry  Armstrong 
auction.  This  group  of  coins  is  very  attractive. 

3403  1880-S  (Three  Overdates).  Here  is  the  heart  of  the  80-S  overdate  set.  All 
are  in  ANACS  holders.  The  VAM  8  is  an  AU58  and  the  VAM  9,  which 
shares  the  same  obverse,  grades  MS61.  Then,  the  “stopper  of  the  set  is  the 
VAM  10,  which  grades  MS64.  If  it’s  best  that  one  coin  in  the  bunch  grades 
MS64,  then  the  VAM  10  should  be  the  one,  because  it’s  by  far  the  rarest  of 
all  the  80-S  overdates.  Worth  noting  is  the  incredible  eye  appeal  for  the  two 
BU  coins. 


3404  1880-S  (7  VAMs).  This  is  the  last  of  the  80-S  VAMs.  Seven  different  vari¬ 
eties  are  included:  The  VAM  21  is  a  raw  Choice  AU;  the  VAM  23  is  a  raw 
EF;  there  are  two  ANACS  VAM  31s,  one  grading  AU55  and  the  other 
MS62;  the  fifth  coin  is  a  VAM  35  in  ANACS  MS63;  the  sixth  is  a  VAM  43 
in  BU  and  the  seventh  is  listed  as  a  VAM  45  in  MS63.  It’s  hard  to  go  wrong 
with  1880-S  Morgans  in  terms  of  quality. 

3405  1880-S  (Eight  VAMs).  Inspection  of  this  lot  is  encouraged,  because  the  value 
here  is  the  underlying  coins,  not  the  varieties.  Six  or  seven  of  the  coins  are 
beautiful  BU  specimens,  and  all  are  unslabbed,  except  for  the  ANACS  MS64 
VAM  4 1 .  The  listed  VAM  numbers  are  as  follows:  VAMs  36,  4 1 , 42,  43,  44, 
46,  48  and  50. 

3406  1880-S  (Five  VAMs).  This  bonanza  of  miscellaneous  80-S  VAMs  includes 
the  following:  VAM  7  as  a  raw  BU;  VAM  55  in  an  ANACS  MS62  holder; 
VAM  56  as  a  high-end  Circ.;  VAM  60  in  a  PCI  MS64PQ  holder;  and  VAM 
65  in  an  ANACS  MS64  holder.  A  lot  like  this  one  may  be  a  good  way  to  get 
one’s  feet  wet  in  varieties.  None  is  worth  a  large  premium. 

3407  1881-P;  1881-0  (Six  VAMs).  Three  81-P  and  three  81-0  varieties  comprise 
this  lot.  All  are  unslabbed.  The  listed  attributions  include:  81-P  VAMs  1A, 
6  and  8;  and  81-0  VAMs  7,  10  and  1 1.  The  average  grade  is  AU,  although 
a  few  grade  UNC. 

3408  1881-0  (Six  VAMs).  Four  unslabbed  varieties  begin  this  lot.  Included  are 
VAMs  1,  1A,  2A  and  3,  all  choice  AU  or  better.  The  last  two  VAMs  are  in 
ANACS  holders:  VAM  6  grades  AU58  and  VAM  6A  grades  MS61.  VAM 
2A  is  the  highlight  here,  with  an  “O/O”  repunched  mintmark  and  a  die  chip 
in  the  upper  loop  of  the  first  “8”  in  the  date. 

3409  1881-0  (Seven  VAMs).  Six  raw  coins  and  one  ANACS  slab  make  up  this  lot 
of  81-0  varieties.  The  raw  coins  are  VAMs  17,  18,  19,  21,  23,  and  24.  Most 
are  uncirculated.  The  seventh  coin  is  a  VAM  13  0/0  Repunched  Mintmark 
in  an  ANACS  holder  and  it  grades  MS61. 

3410  1881-S  (Nine  VAMs).  There  are  four  coins  in  ANACS  holders:  VAM  1A  in 
MS61;  VAM  4  in  MS64;  VAM  6  in  MS63  and  VAM  8A  in  MS62.  The 
unslabbed  varieties  are  labeled:  VAM  1A  in  BU,  VAM  4  in  Choice  AU; 
VAM  5  in  AU;  VAM  7  in  BU;  and  VAM  9  in  BU.  Here  are  nice  coins  in 
abundance. 


3411  1881-S  (8  VAMs).  There  are  three  ANACS  slabs  in  this  group:  VAM  1 1 
grading  MS63,  VAM  14  grading  MS62  and  VAM  17  grading  MS64.  T  he 
remaining  unslabbed  coins  are  labeled  VAM  12  in  AU;  VAM  14  in  UNC., 
VAM  22  in  AU,  VAM  28  in  UNC  and  VAM  42  in  UNC. 

3412  1882-P  (Ten  VAMs).  Here  is  the  consignor’s  entire  set  of  1882-P  varieties, 
and  the  lot  itself  contains  some  items  of  real  interest  to  specialists.  It  begins 
with  two  unslabbed  VAMs  IB  and  ID,  both  UNC.  Next  is  the  VAM  3 
which  is  low  grade  and  cleaned.  VAM  4  follows  in  an  ANACS  holder  and  it 
grades  MS63.  The  next  five  varieties  are  all  raw  coins  with  grades  averaging 
AU:  VAMs  7,  8,  14,  15  and  16.  And  the  final  coin  is  a  VAM  19  in  an 
ANACS  MS63  holder.  Although  the  individual  VAMs  are  not  high-end 
items,  it  would  take  years  to  assemble  particular  varieties  such  as  these. 

3413  1882-CC  (Two  Slabbed  VAMs).  Two  high-grade  “CC”  dollar  comprise  this 
lot.  The  first  is  a  VAM  2  grading  MS64  in  an  ANACS  holder,  and  it’s  in  out¬ 
standing  condition.  The  second  Carson  City  coin  is  a  VAM  3  grading  MS63 
in  an  ANACS  holder.  This  one  has  superb  luster,  and  something  worth  not¬ 
ing  tor  VAM  specialists  —  double  clash  marks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
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3414  1882-CC  VAM  5  grading  MS65  in  ANACS  holder.  Like  top-end  Carson 

City  dollars?  Then  this  lot  is  for  you.  In  terms  of  the  VAM  5,  the  variety,  a 
doubled  date,  is  less  important  than  the  grade.  Indeed,  considering  today’s 
frantic  CC  market,  this  should  be  a  popular  lot  with  collectors. 


3415  1882-0,  Recut  O.  VAM-7.  “Top  100”.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full¬ 
blown  luster.  Radiant  snow  white  frostiness  further  improved  by  the  crisp 
detail  on  all  devices.  A  remarkable  gem.  (#7134) 

3416  1 882-0  (Ten  VAMs).  Here  is  a  starter  set  of  1882-0  VAMs,  including  the 
following  unslabbed  varieties  labeled:  VAMs  1;  3;  3;  3;  4;  4;  5  and  6,  two  of 
which  grade  AU,  while  the  rest  are  in  various  circulated  grades.  VAMs  3,  4 
and  5  represent  the  popular  “O/S  varieties.  1  he  last  two  coins  in  this  lot 
are  a  VAM  10  in  a  PCI  “Red”  holder  with  VF35  on  the  label  and  a  VAM  35 
grading  AU55  in  an  ANACS  holder.

3417  1882-0  (Four  ANACS  “Top  100”  VAMs).  All  four  coins  in  this  lot  are  in 
ANACS  holders  and  are  widely  sought  after  varieties.  Three  are  “O/S” 
VAMs,  where  the  Philadelphia  Mint  took  three  reverse  dies  originally  intend¬ 
ed  for  the  San  Francisco  Branch  Mint  and  removed  the  S  mintmark,  then 
punched  an  “O”  mintmark  over  the  mostly  effaced  “S.”  The  result?  What 
collectors  now  call  the  “O/S  Over-Mintmarks.”  Three  such  instances  are 
now  known,  and  all  are  represented  here.  The  VAM  3  grades  AU55,  the 
VAM  4  grades  AU53,  and  the  VAM  5  grades  AU55.  Also  included  here  is 
an  1882-0/0  VAM  7  in  AU55. 

3418  1882-0  (Eight  VAMs).  For  VAM  specialists  1882-0  is  an  interesting  date, 
as  it  contains  the  extremely  popular  “O/S”  varieties.  This  lot  includes  five 
unslabbed  82-0  varieties:  VAMs  11,  15,  15,21  and  32,  conservatively  grad¬ 
ed  AU  or  better.  The  rest  of  the  lot  consists  of  three  varieties  attributed  by 
ANACS:  VAM  29  in  AU50;  VAM  30  in  MS60  and  VAM  31  in  AU50.  Of 
interest  to  “VAMMERS,”  two  of  the  above,  VAMs  15  &  30,  have  0/0 
Repunched  Mintmarks. 


3419  1882-S  (Four  VAMs).  In  this  lot  of  four  there  are  a  couple  of  interesting  vari¬ 
eties.  The  first  is  the  VAM  6  in  ANACS  MS64.  The  key  feature  here  is  the 
“S/S”  repunched  mintmark  with  the  underlying  “S”  visible  as  a  small  curve 
above  the  primary  “S”  mintmark.  The  next  two  lots  are  in  PCI  holders.  The 
first  is  a  VAM  10  grading  MS63  and  the  second  is  a  VAM  1 1  grading  VF30. 
The  last  coin  is  a  VAM  1 3A  grading  MS63  in  an  ANACS  holder.  Die  breaks 
are  an  important  part  of  the  VAM  hobby,  and  the  VAM  13A  is  desirable  for 
its  die  break  in  the  left  wreath  on  the  reverse. 

3420  1882-S  (Six  VAMs).  Here  are  some  nice  looking  coins  that  would  impress 
all  but  the  most  jaded  collector.  The  first  is  a  VAM  14  in  ANACS  MS63.  A 
VAM  16  in  a  PCI  MS64  holder  follows.  Next  is  an  ANACS  labeled  VAM  1 8 
in  MS63.  There’s  a  raw  VAM  20  that’s  BU,  and  a  VAM  23  in  an  ANACS 
holder  grading  MS63.  And  last  is  what’s  labeled  a  VAM  24  in  AU  or  better 
condition. 


3421  1883-P  in  PCGS  MS66  Holder.  If  high  grade  coins  are  your  “thing,”  then 

this  is  the  coin.  No  VAM  attribution  is  necessary  (actually  it’s  a  VAM  1), 
because  the  coin  is  a  monster.  A  hint  of  toning  at  the  top  of  the  obverse  is  the 
only  color,  and  Liberty’s  cheek  is  what  you  would  expect  from  a  PCGS 
MS66. 


3422  1883-P  VAM  10  in  ANACS  Holder.  What  the  last  lot  (a  PCGS  MS66  coin) 
was  for  general  silver  dollar  collectors,  the  83-P  VAM  10  in  a  ANACS  AU55 
holder  is  to  VAM  specialists.  Even  the  name  is  intriguing.  How  can  one  not 
be  impressed  by  a  “Sextupled  Stars”  variety.  This  “Top  100”  variety  is  miss¬ 
ing  from  most  VAM  collections  and  even  its  high  price  doesn't  reflect  its  true 
rarity. 

3423  1883-P  (Eight  VAMs).  This  large  lot  contains  two  ANACS  coins,  a  VAMs 
2  and  4,  both  in  MS62,  and  six  raw  coins,  beginning  with  an  XF  VAM  5. 
Next  are  five  varieties  in  AU  or  better  condition,  including  VAMs  6,  12,  13, 
15  and  16.  This  is  a  somewhat  better  date  for  a  run  of  VAMs  like  this. 

3424  1883-CC  (Three  Slabbed  VAMs).  The  three  83-CC  VAMs  here  are  all  in 
ANACS  holders.  The  first  is  a  VAM  1  grading  MS64.  Of  possible  interest  is 
the  unusual  die  chip  on  the  right  side  of  the  first  “8"  I  the  date.  Second  is  a 
VAM  6  in  MS62.  And  last  is  what’s  labeled  a  VAM  7  in  MS62. 
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3425  1883-0  (Five  VAMs).  The  key  variety  here  is  the  “Top  100”  VAM  4  in  an 
NGC  MS63  holder.  This  strong  “O/O”  repunched  mintmark  shows  a  large 
shift  between  the  underlying  “O”  and  the  primary  “O”  mintmark.  Two 
ANACS  coins  are  also  included  in  this  lot,  a  VAM  1A  in  MS60  and  a  VAM 
3  in  MS63.  Rounding  out  the  lot  are  two  raw  coins,  one  labeled  a  BU  VAM 
2  and  the  other  an  unattributed  XF. 

3426  1883-0  (Seven  VAMs).  Here’s  another  VAM  4,  this  one  in  a  PCI  MS64 
holder.  The  rest  of  the  lot  consists  of  one  ANACS  MS61  VAM  10  and  five 
unslabbed  varieties  with  an  average  grade  of  EF,  labeled  as  VAMs  6,  9,  10  and 
1 1,  and  one  unattributed  83-0. 

3427  1883-0  (Five  Slabbed  VAMs).  A  quick  listing  from  the  consignor  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  VAM  12  in  ANACS  MS63;  VAM  13  in  ANACS  MS62;  VAM  17  in 
ANACS  MS62;  VAM  18  in  ANACS  AU55  and  VAM  21  in  ANACS  MS61. 
Common  varieties  for  a  common  date. 


3428  1883-0  (Six  VAMs).  All  have  been  slabbed  by  ANACS  except  for  one  raw 
uncirculated  specimen  labeled  VAM  32.  The  slabbed  coins  begin  with  what’s 
labeled  VAM  22  in  an  ANACS  MS60  holder.  However,  the  attribution  is 
wrong.  The  rest  have  been  slabbed  by  ANACS  as  follows:  VAM  26  in  MS61; 
VAM  27  in  MS63;  VAM  33  in  MS60  and  VAM  38  in  MS60. 

3429  1883-S  (Three  VAMs).  There  are  no  1883-S  varieties  listed  in  the  “Top 
100,”  but  the  rarity  of  the  date  more  than  makes  up  for  it.  All  three  coins 
from  this  consignor  are  unslabbed,  starting  with  the  low  grade  circulated 
VAM  1 ,  which  is  cleaned  and  scratched.  VAM  2  is  a  cleaned  EF,  and  the  last 
unattributed  coin  is  EF.  Not  much  here,  but  still  a  good  date. 

3430  1883-S  (Four  VAMs).  The  four  coins  here  are  all  circulated  and  unslabbed. 
The  first  is  labeled  a  VAM  4  and  grades  XE40.  Next  is  a  dark  VAM  5  that’s 
been  cleaned.  VAM  7  is  an  AU  that’s  been  cleaned.  And  last  is  a  VAM  8 
that’s  XF40. 

3431  1884-P  (Nine  VAMs).  This  lot  should  have  some  allure  for  VAM  collectors. 
The  first  three  coins  have  been  slabbed  by  ANACS,  beginning  with  the  84- 
P  VAM  2A.  This  is  a  “Hot  50”  variety  has  a  “Clashed  E”  on  the  reverse.  An 
MS63  grade  puts  it  in  the  upper  echelons  for  this  variety.  Next  are  the  two 
“Dot”  varieties  with  dots  next  to  Morgan’s  designer  initials  on  both  obverse 
and  reverse.  They  both  grade  VF35.  Six  raw  coins  follow,  and  have  been 
labeled  as:  VAM  3  in  VG;  VAM  4  in  Good;  VAM  8  in  AU;  VAM  8  in  AU; 
VAM  9  in  AU  and  one  unattributed  coin. 

3432  1884-CC  (Three  VAMs).  In  today’s  marketplace,  these  three  Carson  City 
coins  will  undoubtedly  garner  lots  of  attention.  The  first  variety  here  is  a 
VAM  3  grading  MS62  in  a  PCI  holder.  The  second  is  a  VAM  4  grading 
MS62  in  an  ANACS  holder.  And  the  last  is  a  VAM  5  in  an  ANACS  slab  des¬ 
ignated  MS63.  All  are  notable  for  their  nice  luster  and  extremely  frosty  sur¬ 
faces. 

3433  1884-0  (Eight  VAMs).  Jumping  right  in,  the  one  raw  coin  of  the  bunch  is 
labeled  VAM  5  and  grades  AU.  The  remaining  seven  coins  are  all  in  ANACS 
holders.  They  are:  VAM  1  in  MS63;  VAM  2  in  MS61;  VAM  3  in  MS62; 
VAM  4  in  net  AU;  VAM  5  in  MS62;  VAM  6  in  MS63  DMPL  (this  coin  is 
nice!)  and  VAM  7  in  MS63.  As  it  is  a  complete  run  from  VAM  1  to  VAM 
7,  this  group  of  coins  would  make  a  great  start  for  a  collector  interested  in 
the  date. 

3434  1884-0  (Seven  VAMs).  The  run  of  varieties  continues  here  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  ANACS  coins:  VAM  9  in  MS62;  VAM  10  in  MS61;  VAM  14  in  MS62; 
VAM  15  in  MS62;  VAM  16  in  MS63  and  VAM  18  in  MS62.  There  is  also 
a  duplicate  raw  VAM  10  in  VE 


3435  1884-0  (Eight  VAMs).  The  84-0  run  of  varieties  concludes  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ANACS  graded  coins:  VAM  21  in  MS60;  VAM  22  in  MS63;  VAM 
23  in  MS62;  VAM  28  in  MS63;  VAM  29  in  MS62  and  VAM  31  in  MS63. 
VAM  32  is  raw,  and  possibly  cleaned,  AU.  A  duplicate  VAM  21  in  Choice 
AU  is  also  included.  Anyone  acquiring  all  three  of  the  last  lots  would  have  an 
amazing  84-0  set. 

3436  1884-S  (Seven  VAMs).  It’s  a  safe  bet  that  very  few  collectors  have  ever 
encountered  seven  84-S  specimens  in  one  lot!  Well,  here  it  is.  Starting  off 
with  two  unslabbed  coins,  VAMs  1  and  3  grade  VF.  An  ANACS  EF45  VAM 
4  follows.  Another  raw  coin  labeled  VAM  4  grading  cleaned  AU  is  includ¬ 
ed.  Next  is  an  unslabbed  VAM  6  that  might  stretch  to  AU.  And  finally,  two 
ANACS  slabs  make  up  this  run  of  1884-S  coins,  a  VAM  5  in  EF45  and  a 
VAM  7  in  AU50. 

3437  1885  1885  (Six  VAMS)  Mint  State  Six  different  but  common  VAMS  in 
MS-62  to  MS-64.  The  rundown  looks  like  this:  VAM-9,  VAM  la,  VAM  3 
and  three  other  insignificant  varieties  from  1885. 

3438  1885-P  (Eight  VAMs).  This  run  of  VAMs  includes  the  following  three 
ANACS  coins:  VAM  4  in  AU55;  VAM  6  in  MS62  and  VAM  7  in  MS63.  The 
raw  coins  include:  VAMs  10,  11,  14,  17  and  20,  all  averaging  AU  or  better. 


3439  Two  Slabbed  1885-CC  and  1885-S  Coins.  This  lot  contains  two  varieties 
of  interest,  both  in  ANACS  holders.  The  first  is  an  1885-CC  in  MS63.  That 
description  alone  gets  our  attention.  If  more  is  needed,  the  variety  is  a  VAM 
2  which  refers  to  a  “Low  Dash”  under  the  second  “8”  in  the  date.  (The  Mint 
Engraver  used  this  “dash”  to  mark  the  die  to  correctly  position  the  date 
numerals.)  The  other  scarce  coin  is  a  “Top  100”  1885-S/S  VAM  6  in  AU55. 

3440  1885-0  (Seven  VAMs).  Here’s  the  list:  VAM  1  in  ANACS  MS64;  VAM  1 A 
in  raw  AU  or  better;  VAM  4  in  raw  BU;  VAM  5  in  raw  BU;  VAM  6  in 
ANACS  MS63;  VAM  7  in  raw  BU  and  VAM  8  in  raw  BU.  This  represents 
quite  a  run  of  85-0  varieties,  which  should  interest  those  putting  together 
complete  sets  of  different  dates. 

3441  1886-P  (Seven  VAMs).  Four  slabs  and  three  raw  coins  comprise  this  lot.  VAM 
1  is  a  raw  BU.  VAM  1A  is  an  ANACS  MS61.  VAM  IB  is  an  ANCS  MS63. 
VAM  3  is  a  raw  AU.  There  are  two  VAM  8  specimens.  One  is  a  PCI  MS62, 
while  the  second  is  a  raw  EF.  And  the  last  coin  is  labeled  a  VAM  9  in  an  MS61 
ANACS  holder.  A  few  of  these  varieties  sometimes  prove  to  be  elusive. 

3442  1886-P  (Four  VAMs  in  Holders).  Two  of  the  lour  varieties  in  this  lot  are 
“  Fop  100"  VAMs.  The  VAM  1A  grades  AU55  and  the  VAM  IB  grades 
AU53.  Both  are  in  ANACS  holders.  Next  is  the  VAM  3  in  MS63  and  last  is 
the  VAM  4  in  AU58.  Both  of  these  are  also  ANACS  coins.  All  in  all,  this 
lot  is  an  inexpensive  way  to  acquire  some  nice  VAMs. 
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3443  1886-P  (Five  Slabbed  VAMs).  All  these  varieties  are  in  ANACS  holders. 
The  VAM  5  grades  MS62.  1  here  are  two  VAM  6  specimens,  both  grading 
MS62.  A  VAM  7  in  MS65  and  a  VAM  17  in  MS60  are  also  included.  The 
“sleeper”  here  is  the  VAM  3. 

3444  1886-P  (Five  VAMs).  The  high-power  VAM  here  is  the  “Doubled  Arrows” 
VAM  17  in  a  PCGS  MS64  holder.  The  rest  of  the  coins  include  a  raw  BU 
VAM  6,  a  BU  raw  VAM  7,  an  ANACS  MS60  VAM  1 3,  and  an  ANACS  MS63 
VAM  18.  The  VAM  17  is  a  “Top  100”  variety  in  top-drawer  condition. 

3445  1886-0  (Four  VAMs).  1 886-0  can  be  a  very  elusive  date  in  higher  grades,  and 
the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  significant  varieties  for  this  date  makes  com¬ 
pleting  a  VAM  set  that  much  more  difficult.  The  first  coin  here  is  the  most 
important,  the  86-0  VAM  1A  with  Clashed  “E”  on  the  reverse.  Grading 
ANACS  AU53,  this  specimen  has  an  “E”  reverse  with  evidence  of  the  dies 
clashing  seven  times.  That  effect  is  unique  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  Also 
included  here  are  a  raw  EF  VAM  1 ,  another  VAM  1 A  in  EF  that’s  raw  (this  one 
shows  two  clashes),  and  finally,  a  VAM  2  grading  AU50  in  an  ANACS  holder. 

3446  1886-0  (Eight  VAMs)  Have  you  seen  eight  1886-0  specimens  in  one  lot, 
lately?  Probably  not.  Here  we  offer  seven  raw  coins,  including  what’s  labeled 
VAMs  2  and  6  in  EF,  a  VAM  7  in  EF  or  better,  a  VAM  8  in  VG,  VAMs  1 1 
and  13  in  XF  or  better  and  a  VAM  14  in  AU.  And  the  final  coin  is  an 
ANACS  slabbed  VAM  9  that  the  holder  says  “cleaned.” 


3450  1887-P  (Six  VAMs).  The  one  coin  worth  particular  attention  here  is  the  raw 
MS63  VAM  6.  This  is  a  beautiful  specimen  of  the  scarce  and  under-rated 
“Spiked  Tail-feather”  variety,  which  formerly  came  from  the  legendary  Terry 
Armstrong  collection.  Also  included  in  this  lot  is  a  raw  circulated  VAM  5, 
an  ACC  MS62,  a  raw  AU  VAM  8,  an  ANACS  VAM  10  in  MS63  and  a  low 
grade  unattributed  coin. 

3451  1887-P  (Five  Slabbed  VAMs).  Here  is  a  run  of  five  ANACS  varieties. 
Included  is  a  VAM  1 1  in  MS62,  a  “Top  100”  VAM  12  in  MS64,  a  VAM  13 
in  AU58,  a  VAM  14  in  MS62  and  a  VAM  16  in  MS62.  It  would  be  sur¬ 
prisingly  difficult  to  put  together  a  consecutive  group  of  VAMs  like  this. 

3452  1887-P  (Three  Slabbed  VAMs).  The  name  may  be  more  interesting  than 
the  variety,  but  this  lot  starts  with  an  ANACS  VAM  12  “Alligator  Eye”  vari¬ 
ety  in  MS63.  Next  is  a  VAM  3  in  ANACS  MS62.  And  last  is  an  unattrib¬ 
uted  87-P  in  ANACS  MS64.  All  three  coins  are  PQ  for  the  grade. 

3453  1887-0  (Three  Slabbed  VAMs).  Of  the  four  87-0  varieties  included  in  the 
“Top  100,”  three  are  represented  here,  and  all  are  in  ANACS  holders.  First 
is  the  VAM  2  in  MS62,  followed  by  the  VAM  5  in  EF45.  Both  have  strong¬ 
ly  repunched  dates.  And  lastly  is  the  VAM  22  in  VF35.  This  last  variety 
shows  strong  pitting  on  the  reverse  above  the  ribbon  bow,  and  has  now  been 
designated  the  VAM  22A.  An  interesting  lot  for  the  specialist. 


3447  1886-S  (Seven  VAMs).  This  lot  contains  several  interesting  VAMs.  Four 

coins  are  in  ANZACS  holders:  VAM  1A  grades  AU50;  there  are  two  VAM  2 
“Top  100”  specimens,  both  grading  AU55,  and  VAM  3  grades  AU50.  Three 
raw  coins  complete  the  lot,  a  cleaned  VAM  1  in  AU,  an  EF  VAM  2  and  an 
AU  VAM  3.  1886-S  is  a  scarce  date,  which  makes  VAM  2  specimens  even 
harder  to  find. 


3448  1887-P  Slabbed  VAM  1A  .  This  is  one  of  the  most  sought  after  VAMs  in 

the  “Top  100,”  the  VAM  1A  “Donkey  Tail”  variety.  Graded  VF30  by 
ANACS,  the  die  break  on  the  “D”  of  DOLLAR  on  the  lower  reverse  is  clear¬ 
ly  visible.  And  in  terms  of  grade,  this  specimen  is  an  “arms-length”  EF.  Only 
a  couple  of  UNC’s  are  known. 


3449 


1887-P  (Two  Slabbed  VAMs)  The  1887-P  “7/6”  overdate,  along  with  its 
1 887-0  overdate  counterpart,  is  an  exciting  variety  for  both  the  general  Mor¬ 
gan  dollar  collector  and  the  VAM  specialist  alike.  Discovered  in  the  1970  s, 
the  87-P  VAM  2  is  scarce  in  all  grades.  Phis  ANACS  graded  “AU  details,  net 
AU50”  specimen  is  actually  much  better  than  the  description  sounds.  First 
of  all  it  has  the  “look”  of  BU  coin  and  the  cleaning  is  barely  detectable.  I  he 
second  coin,  a  VAM  5,  is  graded  MS60  by  ANACS.  This  is  the  variety  with 


the  strongly  doubled  date. 


3454  1887-0  (Six  VAMs).  This  lot  contains  three  “Top  100”  VAMs.  First  is  a 
variety  that’s  well  known  to  all  silver  dollar  collectors,  the  1887-0  “7/6’  over¬ 
date.  Here  it  grades  EF  details,  net  VF  in  an  ANACS  holder.  The  VAM  2 
with  repunched  mintmark  is  a  raw  EF.  And  the  VAM  5  grading  raw  MS60 
is  from  the  Terry  Armstrong  collection.  Also  included  are  two  raw  coins,  the 
VAM  7  in  AU58  and  the  VAM  14  in  AU.  Completing  the  lot  is  what’s 
labeled  a  VAM  9  in  PCI  MS62. 

3455  1887-S  (Five  VAMs).  The  two  ANACS  coins  in  this  lot  are  the  VAM  1  in 
MS61  and  the  VAM  2  in  AU55.  The  three  raw  coins  are  the  VAM  5  in  AU 
and  VAMs  6  and  8  in  cleaned  AU. 

3456  1888-P  (Four  VAMs).  The  four  varieties  in  this  lot  consist  of  the  following: 
VAM  1  in  ANACS  MS63;  VAM  3  in  raw  AU58;  VAM  4  in  ANACS  MS61; 
and  the  VAM  7  in  ANACS  AU58. 


3457  1888-P  (Five  VAMs).  Two  ANACS  coins  begin  this  lot,  the  VAM  1 1  “Top 
100”  variety  in  MS64  and  the  VAM  10  in  MS63.  Filling  it  out  are  three  raw 
coins,  VAMs  8  and  10  in  MS60  and  VAM  9  in  AU. 

3458  1 888-0  VAM  1 B  Early  &  Late  States.  The  first  coin  in  this  lot  is  one  of  the 
hottest  VAMs  in  today’s  market  —  the  “Scarface”  variety.  What  makes  this 
VAM  so  desirable  is  the  amazing  die  break  that  runs  down  Liberty’s  cheek, 
unlike  anything  else  in  the  Morgan  dollar  senes.  Vffien  specialists  finally 
realized  its  true  rarity,  the  price  of  the  VAM  IB  “Scarface”  variety  literally 
went  through  the  roof.  The  grade  of  this  particular  specimen  is  MS62,  which 
is  “hum-drum”  by  Morgan  dollar  standards,  but  spectacular  for  this  rare  vari¬ 
ety.  The  second  coin  here  is  an  early  die  state  of  the  same  die  pair.  This  could 
well  turn  out  to  be  the  top  lot  in  the  VAM  section  offered  in  this  sale. 

3459  1888-0  (Three  VAMs).  Here  are  three  premium  varieties,  all  in  ANACS 
holders.  The  first  is  a  VAM  1A  in  MS62.  T  his  variety  is  notable  for  its 
“Clashed  E”  reverse.  Next  is  the  Number  One  Obverse  Doubled  Die  in  the 
Morgan  dollar  series,  the  VAM  4  with  EF  details,  net  VF30.  And  finally,  the 
VAM  9  with  Reverse  Doubled  Die  closes  out  the  lot  in  MS62. 
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3460  1888-0  (Eight  VAMs).  1  his  lot  is  a  bonanza  of  interesting  Morgan  dollar 
varieties.  Four  VAMs  have  “Oval  O  mintmarks,  which  was  an  anomaly  for 
1888  where  all  but  a  lew  ol  the  dies  had  “Round  O”  mintmarks.  Three  of 
these  are  raw  coins  averaging  VG  condition.  But  the  fourth  coin  is  an 
ANACS  AU58  VAM  17,  which  is  quite  desirable  in  this  grade.  The  remain¬ 
ing  four  raw  coins  are  VAMs  10,  11,  12  and  14,  all  averaging  EF  grades. 

3461  1889-P  (Seven  VAMs).  Ihe  key  to  this  lot  is  the  ANACS  AU55  VAM  5A 
“Bar  Wing”  variety  in  AU55.  The  other  ANACS  coin  is  labeled  a  VAM  7  in 
MS61.  Five  other  raw  varieties  are  included,  VAMs  1,  5,  9,  13  and  14.  All 
are  AU  to  MS60  in  grade. 

3462  1889-0  VAM  1A  in  ANACS  AU55  Holder.  Now  here’s  the  good  stuff! 
And  yes,  this  variety  is  correctly  attributed  as  a  VAM  1A  with  “Clashed  E” 
reverse.  Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  this  is  the  “One  Clash”  variety.  The  VAM 
1A  is  a  major  rarity  in  the  “Top  100”  and  less  than  five  BU  specimens  are 
known.  So,  this  AU55  coin  is  an  important  offering. 


3471  1891-P  (Nine  VAMs).  Here,  the  VAM  3  grading  MS61  is  in  an  ANACS 
holder.  The  other  eight  varieties  are  unslabbed  as  follows:  VAM  1 A  in  choice 
AU;  VAM  2  in  cleaned  Fine;  VAMs  4,6,  and  7  in  AU58;  and  three  unattrib¬ 
uted  coins  in  circulated  grades. 

3472  1891-P,  1891-0  (Eight  VAMs).  Three  “Top  100”  91-P  VAM  2  specimens 
begin  this  lot:  An  ANACS  AU58;  an  ANACS  EF45;  and  a  raw  EF45.  Also 
included  are  five  raw  91-0  varieties  attributed  by  the  consignor  as:  VAM  1 
in  MS60;  a  VAM  1A  “Clashed  E  Reverse”  in  VF;  a  VAM  3  in  VG;  a  VAM  3 
in  cleaned  EF  and  a  VAM  8  in  VF. 

3473  1891-P,  1891-S  (Two  VAMs).  The  first  coin,  an  ANACS  Net  VF20  polished 
VAM  2A,  is  one  of  the  high-value  varieties  in  the  “Top  100.”  Whimsically 
called  the  “Moustache  Variety,”  based  on  the  extra  metal  above  Liberty’s  top 
lip,  the  VAM  2A  is  highly  regarded  in  any  grade,  even  VF.  The  fact  is  that 
few  sales  or  auctions  have  this  variety.  The  second  coin  is  the  1891-S  VAM 
3,  an  under-appreciated  variety,  which  shows  doubling  on  the  obverse  stars. 
These  two  coins  make  an  extremely  desirable  pair. 


3463  1889-0  (Eight  VAMs).  This  lot  contains  eight  coins,  most  in  very  low  cir¬ 

culated  condition.  The  two  VAM  1A  specimens  are  misattributed.  The  other 
labels  read  VAMs  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  10.  But  this  lot  does  contain  two  signifi¬ 
cant  varieties,  the  VAM  6  in  ANACS  AU55  and  the  VAM  17  “Oval  O”  VAM 
17  with  AU  details,  net  EF45  in  an  ANACS  holder. 


3474  1891-CC  (Five  VAMs).  It’s  fortunate  for  this  lot  that  all  “CC”  dollars  are 

hot,  because  there’s  not  much  here  in  the  way  of  highlight  coins.  All  five 
specimens  are  CIRCs  with  an  average  grade  of  VF,  and  the  variety  designa¬ 
tions  are  VAM  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5.  Nothing  to  write  home  aboutO. 


3464  1889-0,  1891-0  (Eight  VAMs).  Of  the  seven  89-0  varieties  in  this  lot,  six 

are  raw  and  all  are  low  grade  CIRCs  except  for  VAMs  1 1  and  14  in  raw  AU, 
and  a  VAM  12  in  PCI  MS62.  The  closer  for  this  grouping  is  an  1891-0 
VAM  1A  “Clashed  E”  reverse  in  ANACS  AU50,  which  has  the  most  dra¬ 
matic  “E”  reverse  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series. 

3464A  1889-S  (Seven  VAMs)  This  lot  leads  off  with  an  ANACS  graded  MS-60  and 
designated  as  VAM-1  by  the  collector  though  not  so  designated  on  the  hold¬ 
er.  Six  other  coins  all  dated  1 889-S  and  ranging  in  grade  from  VF  to  Unci- 
cruclated  add  a  great  deal  of  value  to  this  ot.  Per  the  collector  the  lot  includes 
VAM-2,  VAM-5,  VAM-9. 


3475  1891-CC,  1891-0  (Four  VAMs).  The  1 891 -CC  is  one  of  only  two  or  three 
“Top  100”  VAMs  that  is  not  worthy  of  a  premium,  and  it  was  originally 
included  to  stabilize  the  market  for  this  common  VAM.  Referred  to  as  the 
“Spitting  Eagle”  variety,  the  name  alone  has  carried  the  VAM  3  along  with 
collectors.  The  specimen  here  is  an  ANACS  MS61.  Next  are  two  raw  1891- 
O  varieties,  labeled  VAMs  10  and  11.  Both  are  low  grade  CIRCs  that  have 
been  cleaned.  And  the  last  coin  is  a  PCI  MS62  specimen  labeled  VAM  9. 

3476  1891-S  (Nine  VAMs).  The  coins  in  the  lot  are  unslabbed,  and  all  are  basi¬ 
cally  in  AU  condition.  To  be  specific,  this  lot  contains  VAMs  1,  2,  3,  4,  5, 
5,  7,  9  and  10. 


3465  1890-P  (Eight  VAMs).  This  was  the  consignor's  1890-P  set,  consisting  of  six 
raw  specimens:  VAMs  1,7,  9,  10,11  and  14,  mostly  AU  or  UNC.  The  last 
two  coins  are  a  VAM  1 1  in  MS61  and  a  VAM  13,  both  in  ANACS  holders. 

3466  1890-CC  (Five  VAMs).  None  of  the  five  coins  grades  above  EF40,  and  all 
are  raw  except  for  the  one  significant  variety,  the  90-CC  VAM  4  “Tailbar” 
specimen  in  a  PCI  Finel2  holder.  The  other  varieties  are  VAMs  1,1,2  and 
3. 

3467  1890-CC  (Six  VAMs).  The  one  slab  in  the  group  is  the  ANACS  VAM  5  that 
grades  VF20.  The  other  raw  coins  are:  VAMs  6;  7  and  1 1  which  average  EF, 
VAM  12  in  VF,  and  one  unattributed  coin  in  About  Good. 

3468  1890-0  (Eight  VAMs).  This  group  of  varieties  consists  of  eight  raw  coins, 
ranging  in  grade  from  Good  to  AU  and  averaging  VF.  The  consignor’s  VAM 
numbers  are  as  follows:  VAMs  1;  1A;  2;  7;  11;  13;  15  and  16. 

3469  1890-S  (Six  VAMs).  The  two  ANACS  coins  that  make  up  this  group  are  a 
VAM  2  in  MS63  and  a  VAM  4  in  MS62.  The  raw  specimens  are  labeled 
VAM  1(AU);  VAM  7  (AU);  VAM  8  (AU)  and  VAM  9  (EF). 

3470  1890-S  (Seven  VAMs).  All  the  coins  in  this  lot  are  raw.  VAM  12  is  choice 
AU.  VAM  14  is  AU.  VAM  16  has  some  deep  contact  marks  on  the  cheek 
and  is  AU.  VAM  17  may  stretch  to  MS60  and  VAM  18  is  a  cleaned  AU. 
VAM  20,  with  its  “Doubled  Arrows”  reverse  grades  AU,  and  is  the  best  coin 
in  the  lot.  And  lastly,  VAM  25  is  AU. 


3477  1892-P  (Five  VAMs).  Now  we’re  getting  into  some  better  dates.  This  lot 
consists  of  one  ANACS  VAM  1  in  AU55  and  four  raw  pieces.  One  is  a 
duplicate  VAM  1  in  EF,  while  the  VAM  2  grades  AU.  VAM  4  is  a  cleaned 
EF  and  VAM  6  is  a  cleaned  EF.  None  of  these  varieties  warranted  inclusion 
In  the  “Top  100.” 

3478  1892-CC  (Three  VAMs).  A1  three  of  the  92-CC  coins  listed  here  are 
unslabbed.  The  VAM  7  is  the  best  of  the  lot  and  it  grades  nice  AU.  The 
VAM  1  is  a  cleaned  VG  and  the  VAM  2  is  Fine.  The  fact  that  this  is  a  much 
better  date  in  higher  grades  doesn’t  impact  the  two  low  grade  coins  here.  But 
the  AU  is  certainly  desirable. 

3479  1892-0  (Nine  VAMs).  Two  ANACS  coins  start  off  this  lot,  a  “Top  100” 
VAM  7  in  AU58  and  a  VAM  6  in  AU50.  The  rest  is  up  for  grabs,  as  the  seven 
raw  coins  are  labeled:  VAMs  2;  3;  4;  5;  7;  9  and  10.  A1  are  high  grade  CIRCs 
(EF  or  AU). 

3480  1892-S  (Six  VAMs).  The  VAM  2,  which  indicates  a  strongly  doubled  date, 
grades  Fine,  net  VG  in  an  ANACS  holder.  An  unattributed  variety  is  in  a 
PCI  holder  and  grades  VF25.  The  raw  coins  are  labeled  VAMs:  1;  4;  5  and 
6,  and  grade  from  F  to  XF. 

3481  1893-P  (Six  VAMs).  This  scarce  date  is  well  represented  here.  I  he  two  raw 
coins  are  labeled  VAM  2  (Good)  and  VAM  5  (EF).  VAMs  1  and  3  are  both 
ANACS  EF45.  VAM  4  is  a  “Top  1 00  variety  with  doubled  obverse  stars  and 
the  ANACS  holder  says  AU  details,  net  EF40.  And  lastly,  another  VAM  5 
can  be  found  in  a  PCI  holder  grading  Good4. 
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3482  1893-0,  1894-P,  1894-S  (Five  VAMs)  Now  we’ve  arrived  at  the  rare  dates. 
There  are  two  1893-0  specimens  in  the  lot,  one  coin  that  says  AU  VAM  5  on 
the  holder,  but  is  whizzed,  and  another  VAM  5  in  Good.  The  ANACS  VF30 
with  no  attribution  shows  a  small  rim  ding,  but  is  otherwise  nice  for  the  grade. 
The  two  raw  1894-S  specimens  grade  VF  and  XF  and  one  is  cleaned. 

3483  1894-P,  1894-0  (Three  VAMs).  Desirability  as  a  date  is  the  key  ingredient 
here.  First  is  a  VAM  1  1894-P  in  ANACS  EF40  holder.  Next  is  a  VAM  6 
PCI  VF33.  And  last  is  a  VAM  8  ANACS  EF45. 

3484  1894-0  (Five  VAMs).  We  begin  with  a  VAM  1  in  an  ANACS  EF40  holder. 
Five  raw  coins  follow:  VAMs  1 ;  2;  3  and  4  grading  EF  to  AU.  94-0  is  a 
sought  after  date. 

3485  1895-0  (Six  VAMs).  1895  dollars  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint  are 
always  in  demand.  Here,  the  VAM  1,  the  VAM  2,  another  VAM  2,  and  a 
VAM  4  are  all  raw  specimens  grading  from  VG  to  EF.  Also  included  is  a  PCI 
VAM  1  in  EF45  and  an  ANACS  EF45  VAM  4. 

3486  1895-S  (Five  VAMs).  Out  of  the  five  coins,  there  are  three  good  ones  in  this 
lot.  First  are  two  VAM  3  “Hot  50”  specimens,  a  raw  VF  and  a  PCI  VF25. 
Next  is  a  “Top  100”  VAM  4  with  “S/Horizontal  S”  mintmark  in  an  ANACS 
VF  details,  net  Fine  holder.  And  the  last  two  coins  are  two  raw  coins,  a  Good 
and  a  VF  VAM  1.

3487  1896-P  (Nine  VAMs).  The  seven  raw  coins,  VAMs  1;  1A;  2;  3;  6;  7  and 
1  lare  all  AU  to  BU  specimens.  VAM  1  is  in  an  ANACS  MS63  holder  and 
a  VAM  6  PCI  grades  AU50. 

3488  1896-P  (Three  Slabbed  VAMs).  Two  of  the  three  coins  here  are  “Top  100” 
varieties.  The  96-P  VAM  4  with  doubled  obverse  stars  is  ANACS  MS60,  the 
second  specimen  is  a  VAM  19  with  misplaced  date  in  dark  ANACS  MS63, 
and  the  last  coin  is  a  VAM  1 1  in  ANACS  MS60. 

3489  1896-P  (Eight  VAMs).  Starting  with  a  VAM  19  Misplaced  Date  variety  in 
an  ANACS  MS62  holder,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  top  of  an  “8”  is  visible 
in  the  denticles.  The  other  slab  is  a  VAM  1 1A  in  a  PCI  MS62  holder.  1  he 
raw  VAMs  are  as  follows:  VAMs  10;  1 1  A;  12;  14;  15  and  one  unattributed 
coin.  All  grade  AU  to  BU. 

3490  1896-0  (Seven  VAMs).  This  lot  consists  of  five  raw  circulated  examples  of 
this  better  date.  They  are  labeled:  VAMs  1  (cleaned  Fine);  3  (Good);  4 
(cleaned  VF);  7  (baggy  VF)  and  8  (scratched  VF). 

3491  1896-0  (Six  VAMs).  The  one  slabbed  coin  in  this  lot  is  labeled  VAM  3  and 
is  slabbed  in  an  ANACS  EF45  holder.  The  rest  of  the  coins  are  as  follows: 

•  VAMs  1  (cleaned  AU);  3  (cleaned  VF);  5  (EF);  6  (VF)  and  9  (baggy  EF). 

3492  1896-0  (Seven  VAMs).  All  eyes  will  be  on  one  of  these  coins,  the  96-0 
VAM  4  with  “Micro  O”  mintmark  in  ANACS  VG10.  A  second  coin  is  also 
slabbed,  the  VAM  7  in  ANACS  AU50.  The  rest  are  raw  and  have  been 
labeled  as  follows:  VAMs  13  (VF);  13  (VF);  16  (Nice  VF);  17  (polished  EF) 
and  18  (nice  EF45). 

3492A  1897  (Six  VAMs)  An  MS-63  ANACS  graded  specimen  highlights  this  lot. 
This  coin  was  designated  VAM-3  by  the  consignor.  The  five  other  coins  are 
designated  by  the  consignor  as  BU  VAM-1,  BU  VAM-2,  Unc.  VAM-3,  BU 
VAM-5  (this  coin  is  a  cleaned  AU)  and  finally  a  lovely  toned  piece  that 
appears  to  be  artificially  colored. 

3493  1897-P  (Six  VAMs).  First  and  foremost  is  the  VAM  6A,  a  l  op  100  variety 
in  an  NGC  MS63  holder.  This  is  a  nice  grade  for  this  scarce  variety,  which 
shows  extensive  pitting  on  the  lower  reverse.  The  rest  of  the  lot  consists  of 
two  additional  VAM  6A  specimens,  a  raw  AU  that’s  cleaned  and  a  PCI  EF45, 
a  raw  AU  VAM  6,  a  raw  AU  VAM  7  and  a  raw  AU  VAM  8. 


3494  1897-0  (Four  VAMs).  A  run  of  97-0  Morgans  is  a  bit  unheard  of,  but  here 
we  have  a  raw  VAM  1  in  AU,  an  ANACS  VAM  2  in  AU55,  a  raw  EF  VAM 
3  and  a  raw  VF  VAM  5. 

3495  1897-S,  1897-0  (Five  VAMs).  The  heart  of  this  97-S  group  is  the  two  coins 
in  ANACS  holders,  the  VAM  2  grading  MS61  and  the  VAM  4  grading 
MS62.  Also  included  are  two  unslabbed  varieties  labeled  VAM  7  in  AU50 
and  a  darkly  toned  VAM  9  in  AU.  But  best  of  all,  there  is  an  1 897-0  VAM 
6  in  ANACS  AU58  holder.  Check  the  price  of  BU  specimens  and  see  why 
AU58  is  a  desirable  grade. 

3496  1898-0  (Five  VAMs).  The  highlight  here  is  an  ANACS  MS65  VAM  8. 
Other  coins  include  three  ACC  slabs  labeled  VAMs  1 , 7  and  1 1  and  grading 
MS62,  MS63  and  MS60  respectively.  And  finally,  this  lot  ends  with  an 
ANACS  VAM  3  in  MS64. 

3497  1898-0  (Seven  VAMs).  There  may  not  be  any  diamonds  in  the  rough  here, 
but  this  group  of  98-0  specimens  have  potential.  The  consignor’s  set  consists 
of  one  PCI  MS63  VAM  4A  and  six  raw  coins:  VAMs  1A;  2;  2;  4;  8;  and  one 
unattributed  specimen.  Inspection  is  invited  as  these  are  most  nice  BU  coins. 

3498  1898-0  (Six  VAMs).  More  quantity  than  quality  here,  the  VAMs  1  and  2  are 
in  ACG  holders,  grading  AU58  and  MS60  respectively.  The  rest  of  the  group  is 
raw:  VAM  3  is  UNC;  VAM  5  is  AU;  VAM  8  is  AU58  and  VAM  9  is  MS63. 

3499  1898-S  (Eight  VAMs).  This  lots  starts  off  with  four  ACG  coins,  labeled 
VAM  1  (AU50);  VAM  2  (AU50);  VAM  3  (EF45)  and  VAM  5  (AU50).  Next 
are  two  raw  coins  labeled  VAM  6  and  VAM  7,  both  grading  EF.  And  lastly 
are  two  slabs,  the  first  being  a  VAM  13  in  ANACS  AU50  holder,  followed  by 
a  VAM  15  in  PCI  EF45  holder. 

3500  1899-P  (Four  VAMs).  This  is  an  extremely  low  mintage  date,  but  it’s  avail¬ 
ability  belies  the  listed  mintages.  In  any  case,  the  two  raw  coins  included  here 
are  an  unattributed  AU  and  an  UNC  BU  VAM  1.  Theres  also  a  VAM  1  in 
a  PCI  holder  grading  MS60.  And  the  cream  of  the  crop  here  is  an  ANACS 
MS64  VAM  6. 

3501  1899-0  (Six  VAMs).  The  VAM  6  with  “Micro  O”  mintmark  is  in  a  ANACS 
XF45  holder,  and  is  the  key  variety  here.  Next  is  a  99-0  labeled  VAM  2  in  an 
MS63  ANACS  slab.  And  last  are  four  PCI  coins,  the  VAM  3  in  MS64,  the 
VAM  8  in  MS63,  the  VAM  21  in  MS63  and  the  VAM  10  in  MS63PQ. 


3502  1899-0  (Eight  VAMs).  The  consignor  indicates  a  run  of  the  following 

unslabbed  VAMs:  VAM  3  BU;  VAM  9  BU;  VAM  25  Dark  BU;  VAM  12 
BU;  VAM  15  AU58;  VAM  16  BU;  VAM  19  BU  and  VAM  20  BU. 


3503  1899-0  (Eight  Micro  O  VAMs).  This  is  an  entire  lot  of  eight  1899  “Micro 
O”  mintmark  varieties.  The  first  two  are  slabbed,  a  VAM  4  in  ANACS  EF45 
and  a  VAM  5,  which  is  quite  rare,  in  an  ANACS  EF45  holder.  The  raw  coins 
consist  of  another  VAM  5  and  a  VAM  31,  both  in  VF  condition,  and  four 
other  Fine  to  VF  unattributed  “Micro  O  specimens. 

3504  1899-S  (Nine  VAMs).  Theres  one  “Top  100”  here,  the  99-S  VAM  “  in 
ANACS  AU58.  In  addition,  there’s  one  other  slabbed  variety,  the  VAM  1  in 
ANACS  AU55.  The  rest  are  raw  and  labeled:  VAMs  2;  3;  4;  5;  7  (duplicate); 
10  and  12.  The  average  grade  of  all  the  CIRCs  is  VF,  and  a  couple  are  cleaned. 

3505  1900-P  (Eight  VAMs).  Starting  off  this  group  is  an  ANACS  MS63  specimen 
labeled  VAM  6.  Next,  the  VAM  10  may  stretch  to  MS60.  These  are  followed 
by  two  VAM  1 1  varieties,  one  in  a  SECS  AU55  holder  and  the  other  is  a  raw 
AU.  Three  raw  specimens  follow:  VAM  14  in  MS60  and  VAM  16  in  AU. 
Next  up  is  a  VAM  24,  grading  EF45,  with  the  same  doubled  die  reverse  as 
VAM  1.  Worth  noting,  the  pedigree  for  this  coin  is  the  Terry  Armstrong 
Auction.  The  VAM  15  is  in  a  PCI  MS62  holder.  And  the  one  coin  left  is  an 
unattributed  cleaned  AU  specimen. 
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3506  1900-P  (Six  VAMs).  The  key  variety  in  this  group  is  the  VAM  1 1  with  dou¬ 

bled  die  reverse  in  an  ANACS  MS62  holder.  Note  the  doubling  on  the  arrow¬ 
heads.  The  second  coin  is  labeled  “Breen-5668”  in  an  ANACS  AU58  slab. 
The  remaining  four  coins  are  raw:  VAMs  1 ;  2;  3  &  4  are  all  AU  or  better. 


3507  1900-O/CC  VAM  7A  in  ANACS  AU55.  Now  this  is  a  “big-time”  variety, 

which,  together  with  the  VAM  9,  is  the  key  to  the  “O/CC”  set.  The  coin 
offered  here  is  in  an  ANACS  AU55  holder  which  says  “VAM  7”  on  the  label. 
But  recent  research  has  shown  that  some  VAM  7  specimens  show  chips  above 
the  “9”  in  the  date,  and  these  have  been  designated  VAM  7A.  Very  few  spe¬ 
cialists  have  one  of  these  in  their  collections. 


3508  1900-O/CC  (Six  VAMs).  These  six  coins,  together  with  the  preceding  lot, 
represent  a  complete  run  of  “O/CC”  varieties,  and  this  is  the  first  time  in 
recent  memory  that  they  have  been  offered  together  as  such.  VAM  9  is  the 
key  here,  and  it  is  in  an  ANACS  VF25  holder.  Two  other  specimens  are  in 
ANACS  holders,  the  VAM  8A  in  EF45  and  the  VAM  1 1  in  AU50.  The  rest 
are  raw.  VAM  10  looks  VG  and  the  VAM  12  is  VF. 

3509  1900-0,  1900-S  (Eight  VAMs).  This  lot  begins  with  three  ANACS  1900- 
O  varieties:  VAM  1  in  MS63;  and  two  VAM  2  coins  in  MS62  and  MS64. 
The  two  raw  1900-0  coins,  VAMs  3  and  5,  both  grade  Fine.  The  three  raw 
1900-S  coins  are  a  VAM  9  in  AU58;  a  VAM  14  in  AU  cleaned;  and  a  VAM 
16  in  EF. 

3510  1900-0  (Three  VAMs).  This  lot  should  cause  some  excitement.  The  “Micro 
O”  VAM  5  is  a  “to-die-for”  rarity  and  here  it  grades  Good6  in  an  ANACS 
holder.  Next  is  the  1900-0  VAM  15  doubled  die  in  an  ANACS  MS63  hold¬ 
er.  The  obverse  doubled  stars  are  some  of  the  most  dramatic  in  the  Morgan 
dollar  series.  And  finally,  this  lot  contains  a  VAM  29A  in  Good6.  It’s  low 
grade,  but  the  coin  appears  on  the  Want  Fists  of  many  specialists.  These  are 
high-power  VAMs  in  low  grades,  but  are  still  quite  desirable. 


351 1  1900-0  (Eight  VAMs)  Fisting  what’s  here,  we  begin  with  four  varieties  in 

ANACS  holders:  VAM  15  in  MS63;  VAM  19  in  MS63;  and  two  VAM 
21  specimens,  one  in  MS62  and  one  in  MS63.  The  rest  of  the  lot  is  raw,  as 
follows:  VAM  14  in  BU;  VAM  15  in  VF;  VAM  22  in  AU;  and  what’s  labeled 
VAM  1 7  is  a  dark  AU. 


3512  1900-0,  1900-S  (Nine  VAMs).  These  six  1900-0  coins  include  three 

ANACS  slabs:  VAM  31  in  MS63;  VAM  38  in  AU58  and  VAM  23  in  MS63. 
There  are  three  raw  specimens:  VAM  35  in  MS60;  VAM  37  in  Fine;  and 
VAM  24  in  VF  The  three  1900-S  coins  are  all  raw,  including  the  VAM  5  in 
VF35;  Vam  7  in  Good;  and  VAM  8  in  cleaned  AU. 


35 1 3  1901-P  VAM  3  in  ANACS  AU50.  There’s  only  one  coin  in  this  lot  because  the 
VAM  3,  also  known  as  the  “Shifted  Eagle”  variety,  is  the  Number  One  reverse 
doubled  die  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  A  complete  extra  set  of  eagles  tail- 
feathers  can  be  seen  on  the  reverse,  and  other  features  are  clearly  doubled,  as 
well.  BU  specimens  are  basically  unobtainable,  as  only  three  have  been  report¬ 
ed.  That  leaves  all  the  pent-up  demand  for  this  variety  to  be  satisfied  with  AU 
specimens.  In  this  light  a  nice  AU50  “Shifted  Eagle”  example  is  quite  a  find. 

3514  1901-P  (Five  VAMs).  There  is  one  crown  prince  here  and  four  pretenders  to 
the  throne.  The  prince  is  a  VAM  3  “Shifted  Eagle”  variety  in  ANACS  VF30. 
This  VAM  3  variety  is  considered  the  top  Morgan  doubled  die  reverse,  and  the 
strong  doubling  on  the  eagle’s  tail-feathers  is  incredible.  The  remaining  four 
raw  coins  generally  grade  EF  or  better,  and  are  labeled  VAMs  2,  2A,  9  and  10. 

3515  1901-0  (Seven  VAMs).  Here  is  another  grouping  of  01-0  varieties.  Again, 
there  are  three  ANACS  coins,  two  of  which  are  listed  as  “Breen-5684”,  both 
in  MS63,  and  the  third  slab  labeled  VAM  1  in  MS63.  The  rare  coins  are 
VAMs  16,  17,  20  and  24,  all  in  AU  or  better  condition. 

3516  1901-0  (Seven  VAMs).  There  is  an  impressive  array  of  varieties  here,  begin¬ 
ning  with  three  ANACS  coins.  There  are  three  holders  marked  “Breen-5684” 
in  MS63,  MS64  and  MS63.  The  four  raw  coins  are  labeled:  VAM  4,  16,  26 
and  30.  All  look  AU  or  better. 


3517  1901-S  (Six  VAMs).  Here  is  a  better  date  that  is  not  represented  in  the  “Top 

100.”  This  lot  includes  a  VAM  1  in  EF;  a  VAM  2  in  EF  cleaned;  a  VAM  3 
in  EF45;  a  VAM  6  in  scuffy  AU;  a  VAM  7  in  EF  cleaned;  and  a  VAM  9  in 
VF.  Not  much  here  except  for  the  date,  itself. 


3518  1902-P  (Six  VAMs).  This  lot  consists  of  five  raw  coins:  VAMlinAU;VAM 

2  in  Choice  AU;  VAM  3  in  AU58;  VAM  5  with  AU  detail  but  cleaned  and 
VAM  7  in  EF  with  some  rim  problems.  The  best  coin  is  the  toned  VAM  5 
in  ANACS  MS63. 


3519  1902-P  VAM  4  in  ANACS  MS62  Holder.  There  is  only  one  1902-P  listed 

in  the  “  Fop  100”  and  it’s  the  spectacular  VAM  4  “Doubled  Far"  variety 
offered  here.  For  those  interested  in  rare  VAMs,  this  coin  is  up  near  the  top 
of  the  list.  Even  circulated  specimens  are  rarely  encountered.  The  VAM  4 
offered  here  is  an  attractive  MS62  with  excellent  luster  and  a  hint  of  golden 
peripheral  toning  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  This  is  a  truly  outstanding 
example  of  this  popular  variety. 
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3520  1902-0  (Five  VAMs).  One  of  the  raw  VAMs  in  this  lot  is  the  “Micro  O” 
VAM  3  in  Good.  But  even  in  this  grade  collectors  chase  the  “Micro  O”  vari¬ 
eties.  The  one  ANACS  coin  is  labeled  “Breen-5692”  and  grades  MS64. 
Completing  the  lot  are  three  raw  coins  labeled:  VAMs  1,  2  and  4,  all  grad¬ 
ing  AU  or  better. 

3521  1902-0  (Seven  VAMs).  There’s  only  one  place  to  start  —  the  VAM  3 
“Micro  O”  in  ANACS  EF  details,  net  VF20  condition.  The  “Micro  O” 
mintmark  punch  was  inadvertently  used  in  1902,  and  all  reverse  dies  except 
this  one  have  a  medium-sized  “Round  O”  mintmark.  This  variety,  which  is 
extremely  rare  in  every  grade  from  Good  to  AU,  is  unknown  in  BU.  The 
other  six  coins  in  this  lot  are  labeled  as  follows:  VAMs  26;  32;  35;  36  and 
37,  all  in  AU  or  better  grades;  and  the  last  coin  is  a  VAM  34  in  an  ANACS 
MS63  holder. 


3522  1902-0  (Four  VAMs).  Two  of  these  varieties  are  in  PCI  holders:  The  VAM 

5  in  MS63  and  the  VAM  6  in  MS64.  The  two  raw  coins  are  the  VAM  9  in 
MS63  and  the  VAM  14  in  MS60. 


3523  1902-0  (Five  VAMs).  The  rundown  looks  like  this:  VAMs  16  and  17  are 
raw  UNCs.,  VAM  19  is  in  a  MS64  PCI  holder,  the  VAM  20  grades  MS62 
PL  in  an  ANACS  holder,  and  the  VAM  21  grades  ANACS  MS62. 

3524  1902-S  (Five  VAMs).  Here’s  a  better  date  with  no  key  varieties.  Four  of  the 
coins  are  raw  a$  follows:  VAM  3  in  EF  with  some  marks;  toned  VAM  5  in 
AU,  possibly  cleaned;  VAM  6  in  VF  and  VAM  7  in  baggy  EF.  The  one 
slabbed  coin  is  a  PCI  VAM  8  in  VF35. 


3525  1903-P  (Five  VAMs).  This  group  is  comprised  of  four  raw  varieties  and  one 

PCI  VAM  4  in  MS63.  The  raw  coins  are  as  follows:  VAM  1  is  choice  AU; 
VAM  2  is  AU  and  VAM  3  is  BU  (cleaned),  together  with  one  other  raw  coin. 
Interestingly,  this  lot  is  actually  better  than  it  sounds. 


3526  1903-0  VAM  2.  The  VAM  2  is  not  a  significant  variety,  but  the  date  is.  And 

here  we  have  an  ANACS  MS63  1903-0.  If  your  interest  has  been  piqued, 
the  VAM  2  has  the  mintmark  tilted  to  the  left  and  the  reverse  is  what’s  called 
a  “C4”  reverse.  All  1903-0  specimens  have  this  reverse,  except  for  one  or 
two  ultra-rare  varieties  with  a  “C3  reverse. 


3527 


\-0  (Two  VAMs).  The  first  coin  is  labeled  a  VAM  1 2  and  is  in  an  AN Al  S 
2  holder.  The  other  coin  is  a  raw  VAM  3  in  toned  AU  condition.  At  one 
this  date  was  a  key  to  the  series,  but  it  is  still  considered  a  better  date. 


3528  1903-S  Micro  S.  Very  Fine  20.  In  1903  only  one  reverse  die  was  produced 
with  the  so-called  “Micro  S”  mintmark.  Like  other  mintmark  anomalies,  the 
small  “S”  used  here  was  undoubtedly  intended  for  coins  of  another  denomi¬ 
nation,  possibly  Barber  quarters.  No  BU  specimens  are  currently  known  and 
nice  VF30  specimens  with  good  detail  like  this  are  in  demand.  (#7288) 

3529  1903-S  (Ten  VAMs).  Condition  is  vital  for  this  date,  so  more  of  a  descrip¬ 
tion  is  required.  The  one  key  variety  of  the  bunch  is  the  03-S  VAM  2  “Micro 
S”  variety  in  ANACS  VG10.  All  the  other  specimens  are  raw,  except  for  a 
VAM  3  PCI  VF25.  So,  here  is  the  consignor’s  listing:  VAM  1VF;  VAM  2 
Good;  VAM  4  in  Fine;  VAM  5  in  Fine;  VAM  6  in  Good  with  problem  rims; 
VAM  7  in  VF;  VAM  8  in  VF35  and  VAM  9  in  VF.  In  today’s  market,  you 
don’t  often  see  ten  1903-S  coins  grouped  in  one  lot. 

3530  1904-P,  1904-0  (Eight  VAMs).  Here  is  a  run  of  raw  1904-P  varieties:  VAM 
lin  AU;  VAM  2  in  cleaned  AU;  VAM  3  in  AU;  VAM  4  in  harshly  cleaned 
AU  and  VAM  5  in  AU.  The  1904-0  varieties  consist  of:  VAM  1  PCI  MS64; 
VAM  2  PCI  MS64  and  VAM  1A  in  ANACS  MS63. 


3531  1904-0  (Seven  VAMs).  It’s  hard  to  believe  that  1904-0  was  a  rare  date  at 
one  time.  But  now  we  have  extensively  researched  the  varieties  and  this  con¬ 
signor  put  together  a  nice  set.  VAM  3  is  in  a  PCI  MS63PQ  holder.  VAMs 
5  and  9  are  raw  and  grade  AU  and  MS60  respectively.  VAM  16  grades  MS64 
in  an  ANACS  holder.  VAMs  20  and  22  are  raw  and  both  grade  UNC;  and 
the  last  coin  is  a  VAM  27  in  an  NGC  MS64  holder. 

3532  1904-S  (Six  VAMs).  The  consignor  lists  his  04-S  set  as:  VAM  1  Fine;  VAM 
2  VG;  VAM  3  VF;  VAM  4  VF;  VAM  5  VF  and  VAM  6  VF.  Coins  of  this 
date  can  be  quite  elusive,  but  there  are  no  significant  varieties  here. 

3533  1921-P,  1921-D  (Three  VAMs).  Three  ANACS  slabbed  “Top  100”  varieties 
comprise  this  lot.  First  is  a  VAM  1A  with  incredible  pitting  on  the  lower 
reverse  that  grades  MS62.  The  second  coin  is  a  VAM  2  with  whats  called 
“Wide  Reeding,”  meaning  there  are  only  157  reeds  around  the  edge  of  the 
coin,  contrasted  with  the  179  to  194  normally  lound  on  Morgan  dollars. 
This  variety  grades  MS63.  But  the  key  of  the  group  is  the  1921-D  VAM  1A 
“Tru-t”  variety  with  AU  details,  net  EF40.  The  key  feature  of  this  extreme¬ 
ly  rare  VAM  is  the  Filled  Die  reverse,  where  the  “s”  in  TRUST  is  missing.  All 
three  VAMS  here  are  scarce  and  popular. 

3534  1921-P  (Six  VAMs).  It’s  hard  to  get  excited  about  1921  Morgans,  but  there 

are  some  interesting  varieties  here.  I  he  two  ANACS  coins  are  both  lop  100 
varieties,  the  first  being  the  VAM  1A  with  pitted  reverse  in  MS61  and  the 
VAM  2  with  so-called  Wide  Reeding  in  MS62.  Another  VAM  2  is  a  raw  spec¬ 
imen  from  the  Terry  Armstrong  Auction  and  it  grades  MS60.  Completing  the 
lot,  there  is  an  AU  VAM  1  (with  a  residue  on  the  surfaces),  a  raw  VAM  3(16 
berries)  in  Choice  AU  and  a  raw  VAM  3A  (Spiked  Tail-feather)  in  AU. 

3535  1921-P  (VAMs  Here  is  a  run  of  raw  Morgan  dollars,  as  labeled  by  the  con¬ 
signor:  VAM  3B;  VAM  3C;  VAM  3D;  VAM  3E;  VAM  3F;  VAM  4  and  VAM 
5,  all  of  which  are  AU  or  better.  VAM  3  is  the  Van  Allen/Mallis  notation  for 
the  16-berry  reverse  design  of  1921,  which  followed  the  17-berry  design. 
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3536  1921-P  (Seven  VAMs).  The  seven  coins  in  this  lot  are  all  raw,  and  have  been 

labeled  as:  VAMs  10;  11;  1 1 ;  1 2;  1 3;  14  and  one  unattributed  specimen.  The 
grades  are  about  hall  AU  and  half  BU. 


3537  1921-D  (Seven  VAMs).  Jumping  right  in,  this  lot  consists  of:  VAMs  1;  2;  2A; 

4  and  5  with  an  average  grade  ot  AU.  Two  unattributed  coins  are  also  includ¬ 
ed,  one  in  Good  and  the  other  in  Choice  AU.  The  interesting  thing  here  is  that 
the  AU  coin  has  a  nice  die  break  above  the  R  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse. 


3538  1921-S  (Six  VAMs)  This  run  of  six  raw  21-S  varieties  includes  two  VAM  1  spec¬ 

imens,  VAMs  2,  3  and  4,  and  one  unattributed  coin.  All  grade  EF  or  better. 


Peace  Dollars 


3539  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Mint-fresh  surfaces  and  luster. 

Original  dusky  brown  toning  at  the  rims. 

After  six  years  studying  under  noted  sculptor  Adolph  Weinman,  the  Italian- 
born  Antonio  de  Francisci  opened  his  own  studio  in  1917.  During  the  next 
year,  he  received  his  first  important  commission  to  sculpt  two  huge  stone 
panels  Day  Air  Mail  and  Night  Air  Mail  for  the  exterior  of  the  new  U.S.  Post 
Office  Department  Building,  now  the  U.S.  Postal  Museum,  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

Because  of  his  working  experience  with  the  coin  designers  James  Earle  Fras¬ 
er,  Hermon  MacNeil  and  Adolph  Weinman,  he  became  initially  known  as  a 
medalist.  Seeking  an  appropriate  “peace”  design,  the  Director  of  the  Mint 
invited  several  engravers  of  different  U.S.  coins  to  submit  their  proposals. 
The  33-year  old  de  Francisci,  who  now  spoke  English  with  only  a  hint  of  an 
accent,  was  picked  for  his  innovative  high  relief  design  and  this  incredibly 
beautiful  design  went  into  full  scale  production  late  in  1921.  (#7356) 


3540  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Struck  in  high  relief,  the  centers 

are,  typically,  weakly  impressed  into  the  die,  leaving  spots  of  flat  surface 
where  Fiberty’s  hair  would  be  and  corresponding  softness  on  the  eagles  wing. 
Frosty;  naturally  toned  and  in  gem  quality. 

In  an  article  in  Coin  World  in  February  2000,  columnist  Paul  Gilkes  writes 
that  George  T.  Morgan  decided  to  rectify  the  technical  difficulties  in  striking 
the  first  Peace  Dollars:  “De  Francisci’s  euphoria  at  having  his  artistry  select¬ 
ed  for  a  circulating  coin  was  short-lived  after  he  received  a  letter  from  George 
Morgan,  chief  engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint,  written  Jan.  3,  1922,  the 
day  the  1921  Peace  dollars  were  released  into  circulation.  In  it,  Morgan 
expressed  his  concern  over  the  difficulty  the  high  relief  on  the  coins  present¬ 
ed  in  producing  them  because  of  the  extreme  pressure  necessary  during  strik¬ 
ing  to  properly  bring  up  the  design  details  on  both  sides  of  the  coin.” 

According  to  Ted  Schwarz  in  the  November  1975  issue  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  journal,  The  Numismatist,  Morgan  decided  to  recti¬ 
fy  the  technical  difficulties. 

“Today,  by  American  Express,  I  send  to  you  5  of  the  Peace  dollars’  Morgan 
wrote  in  the  letter,  which  incensed  de  Francisci.  I  know  you  will  be  disap¬ 
pointed,  but  the  pressure  necessary  to  bring  up  the  work  was  so  destructive 
to  the  dies  that  we  got  tired  of  putting  new  dies  in. 

“In  changing  the  date  to  1922,  I  took  the  opportunity  of  making  a  slight 
change  in  the  curvature  of  the  ground.  I  anticipate  at  least  20  tons  less  pres¬ 
sure  will  be  required  to  bring  up  the  design.  This  could  double  the  life  of  the 
die.  I  send  you  an  early  strike  of  the  1922.” 

De  Francisci  believed  Morgan’s  interference  seriously  damaged  the  beauty  of 
the  design,  explains  Gilkes,  which  was  grounded  in  the  unusually  high  relief. 
(#7356) 


3541  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Somewhat  softly  struck  in  cen¬ 

ters,  with  attractive  deep  russet  and  gray  toning  acquired  over  many  decades. 
It  is  a  near-Gem  Peace  piece  from  the  first  year  of  issue  for  this  type  with  sleek 
underlying  original  luster.  (#7356) 
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3542  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Frosty  white  surfaces  with  nice 
brilliance  in  the  fields.  A  few  small  areas  of  softness  on  the  hair  and  eagle  as 
usual  with  1921,  a  scarce  coin  not  only  in  near-gem  condition,  but  across  the 
board  in  Mint  State.  Popular,  too,  for  its  high  relief  strike.  (#7356) 

3543  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Early  PCGS  holder.  Lightly 
toned;  satiny  with  frost.  An  eye-appealing  specimen  of  this  one  year  high 
relief  design.  (#7356) 


3544  1921  Mint  State  64  or  Better.  Blast  white.  From  the  Hunt  Club  Collection. 


3545  1922-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  scarce  issue  in  MS66,  and  unde¬ 

niably  rare  any  finer.  The  current  example  boasts  fully  frosted  devices  and  a 
sheen  in  the  fields  that  shines  powerfully  from  underneath  the  brownish  ton¬ 
ing.  The  strike  is  generous  in  the  hair  and  on  the  eagle,  far  more  so  than  aver¬ 
age  for  Denver  and  miles  ahead  of  a  similarly  graded  San  Francisco  mint  date. 
This  nicely  toned  example  has  problem-free  surfaces  and  oceans  of  visual 
appeal.  (#7358) 


3546  1922-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  choice,  lustrous  white  example 

with  typical  unfinished  appearance  in  the  centers  where  the  metal  failed  to 
fill  the  die  entirely.  Peace  Dollars  required  on  the  order  of  125  to  1  50  tons  o 
pressure  to  strike,  but  because  of  the  way  they  were  designed,  certain  areas 
almost  always  occur  weak,  especially  on  San  Francisco  dates  19  -  • 

(#7359) 


3547  1922-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Crisp  bloom  from  the  dies;  a  very 

appealing  specimen  whose  luster  is  all  original  and  blessed  with  utterly  gor¬ 
geous  original  toning  on  either  side.  A  “must  have”  coin  if  you  are  assembling 
a  date  and  mintmark  collection  of  these  handsome  silver  dollars.  The  Peace 
design  was  in  use  from  1921  through  the  end  of  1935,  when  the  government 
decided  to  switch  from  making  silver  dollar-size  coins  to  $1  silver  certificates, 
which  soon  thereafter  replaced  them.  (#7359) 


3548  1923  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Especially  bold  strike.  Fresh  silvery 

bright  fields  and  devices  shimmer  with  cartwheel  splendor.  (#7360) 


3549  1923-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Shimmering  white  surfaces  with 

delightful  brilliance  in  the  fields.  A  few  small  luster  breaks  on  the  eagle  and 
elsewhere,  small  contact  marks  associated  with  transport  in  the  mint  and 
banks.  Like  virtually  all  S-mint  Peace  dollars,  a  desirable  coin  in  Gem  condi¬ 
tion  and  becoming  scarcer  by  the  year  as  specimens  get  squirreled  away  in 
collections  or  rare  coin  portfolios.  (#7362) 


3550  1926  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Splendid  warm  golden  to  amber  brown 

toning;  luster  smooth  and  pearl-like  throughout  the  fields,  capping  the 
devices,  almost  overflowing  the  rims  it  is  so  fresh  and  revealing.  A  full  gem 
specimen  for  the  collector  of  this  series.  The  Peace  dollar  was  originally 
intended  to  be  a  circulating  Commemorative,  but  once  the  mint  saw  how 
popular  it  was,  strikes  were  continued  from  1922  to  1935.  (#7367) 


3551  1926-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  swirling  luster  on  both  sides 

bright  and  satiny,  enfolded  in  beautiful  light  greenish  gold  and  warm  amber- 
orange  patina.  (#7369) 
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3552  1927-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  This  lightly  toned  full-fledged  gem 

displays  cool,  shimmering  light  golden  fields  with  silky  luster.  The  central 
devices  are  somewhat  sharper  than  average  while  any  bagmarks  are  dimin¬ 
ished  to  mere  suggestions  in  the  hair  and  on  the  eagle.  The  strike  is  much  bet¬ 
ter  than  average,  though  cannot  be  compared  with  the  strike  on  a  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  1927.  (#7372) 


3553  1927-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Well  struck  and  clean  for  the  grade 

with  extremely  vibrant  silvery  white  frost.  Only  at  the  rims  does  toning 
appear,  and  then  as  if  restrained  by  the  pressure  of  the  intense  blast  of  luster. 
(#7372) 


3554  1927-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  details  of  Liberty  and  eagle  are 
impressive  to  view  underneath  layers  of  natural  medium  grayish  brown  ton¬ 
ing.  The  1927-S  Peace  dollar  is  decidedly  scarce  above  scruffy  MS60  grade, 
with  fewer  offered  as  each  year  turns  into  the  next,  the  coins  quickly  disap¬ 
pearing  into  private  estates  and  Peace  dollar  collections.  (#7372) 

3555  1928-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  satiny,  smooth  and  minimally 
bagmarked  surfaces  are  lustrous  underneath  appealing  creamy  toning.  A 
scarcer  San  Francisco  Mint  issue.  (#7374) 

3556  1928-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  1928-S  is  one  of  the  few  more 
difficult  S-mint  dates  in  the  1920s  where  strike  comes  into  play  more  than 
anything  else.  This  frosty,  attractively  toned  Gem  has  pleasing  eye-appeal  and 
a  wealth  of  possibilities  for  the  connoisseur  of  Peace  Dollars  who  prefers  the 
value  of  a  MS64  over  the  price-challenge  of  a  MS65.  (#7374) 


3557  1934  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Gorgeous  peripheral  toning  whose  red¬ 

dish  honey  gold  color  soon  blends  into  greenish  gold  and  then  lovely  pastels. 
A  very  choice  offering;  a  genuinely  pleasing  specimen.  (#7375)

3558  1934-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Intense  white  luster  that  hosts  a  range 

of  satiny  nuances  throughout  the  fields  and  covering  the  devices.  Both  sides 
are  gem  quality,  without  a  doubt  gorgeous  is  the  one  word  best  describing  its 
look  and  originality.  For  some  reason,  this  issue  wasn’t  saved  in  quantity  by 
hoarders.

He  was  actually  a  French  adventurer  who 
offered  his  services  to  the  Revolutionary  forces  during  our  breakaway  war 
against  Great  Britain  in  1776-83.  He  is  given  a  position  of  honor  with  Amer¬ 
ica’s  first  chief  executive,  George  Washington  on  this  handsome  commemo¬ 
rative  silver  dollar  authorized  in  1899  but  dated  1900.  (#9222) 


3568  1893  Isabella  Quarter  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Housed  in  an 

early  (pre-1989)  PCGS  slab,  this  sharply  struck  coin  impresses  us  with  its 
vibrant  mint  bloom  and  shimmering  deep  steel  with  blue  patina.  A  gorgeous 
gem.  That  said,  the  Isabella  Quarter  is  America’s  first  commemorative  coin  of 
this  denomination.

However,  this 
was  entered  by  mistake  as  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and  eventually  he  chose  to  accept 
that  version.  So  when  anvone  asks  what  the  “S”  stands  for  in  Grant’s  middle

The  Oregon  Trail  was  much  more  than  a  pathway  to  the  state  of  Oregon;  it 
was  the  only  practical  corridor  to  the  entire  western  United  States  in  the  years 
before  the  transcontinental  railroad.  The  places  we  now  know  as  Washington, 
Oregon,  California,  Nevada,  Idaho  and  Utah  would  probably  not  be  a  part 
of  the  United  States  today  were  it  not  for  the  Oregon  1  rail.  1  hats  because  the 
Trail  was  the  only  feasible  way  for  settlers  to  get  across  the  mountains. 

The  journey  west  on  the  Oregon  Trail  was  arduous  by  todays  standards.  One 
in  10  died  along  the  way;  many  walked  the  entire  two-thousand  miles  bare¬ 
foot!  The  common  misperception  is  that  the  Indians  were  the  emigrant’s 
biggest  problem  en  route.  Quite  the  contrary,  most  native  tribes  were  helpful 
to  the  emigrants.  The  real  enemies  of  the  pioneers  were  cholera,  poor  sanita¬ 
tion,  harsh  weather,  and  —  surprisingly  —  accidental  gunshots. 

The  first  emigrants  to  go  to  Oregon  in  a  covered  wagon  —  one  of  which  is 
depicted  on  the  reverse  of  the  commemorative  halves  —  were  Marcus  and 
Narcissa  Whitman  who  made  the  trip  in  1 836.  But  the  big  wave  of  western 
migration  did  not  start  until  1843,  when  about  a  thousand  pioneers  made 
the  journey.  (#9347)

Its  forefeet  are  equipped  with  long  claws  that  are 
used  less  lor  protection  than  to  break  up  and  loosen  the  soil.  Its 
sturdier  hind  legs  then  push  the  dirt  out  of  the  way.  The  term  bad¬ 
gering  means  to  tease,  bully  or  bother  someone.  This  verb  probably 
originated  from  an  English  custom  when  sportsmen  staged  fights 
between  dogs  and  a  Badger. 

The  unfortunate  Badger  was  put  into  a  barrel  which  was  then  laid  on 
its  side.  Dachshunds,  dogs  of  German  origin,  bred  small  specifically 
for  chasing  these  fierce  animals  from  their  holes,  would  then  try  to  get 
inside  the  barrel  and  force  the  Badger  out.  Interestingly  enough,  this 
practice  was  outlawed  because  of  inhumane  treatment  to  the  dogs  — 
not  the  Badgers!  A  Badger  either  escapes  or  fights  but  rarely  will  it  sur¬ 
render.  It’s  no  wonder  these  burly  excavators  have  few  natural  ene¬
